DUNN. 
This pugilift is finely formed, 
and his ftrength cprrefpontfs with 
his appearance.

Dunn has 6ri feveral occasions 
niftinguifhed himfelf for bottom. 
He fought with Ryan half an 
•hour after three of his ribs were 
broken by a blow from his ad- 
rerfary. He is more remark* 
able for flrength than fcience. 

WOOD. 
This boxer is fo mew hat larger 
than Ward ; he deferves much 
encomium for his manly con- 
' duct, and is confidered a very fair I 
fighter. He is greatly improved 
in his ktiowjedge of the princi- 
ples of boxing, and ranks high as 
a fparrer. 

MENDOZA. 

This Ifraelite is univerfally 
known as a teacher of the fcience 
tnd a boxer ; but he i* partico- 
briy celebrated for giving in* 



ftafcc3fons. He h initiated more 
in the elements of fparring than 
any other pfofeflbr, and baa 
now % great number of pupils* 
There is more *<atnefs than 
ftrengtb in his manne r mo r ar" 
fliew than fefvict. His p4ais\ 
confifts lb teaching hit ichblara 
to ftfick ftoick, and their inten- 
tion Is moftly directed to tbc face; 
Aa a 'boxer, he defervtdiy ranks 
high; he ftrikesofteoer, and (tope 
better than any man in England. 
He is deficient in the ftrengtb of 
his blows, and this proceed* from 
his attitude, which it too much 
in the defenfive. 

With regard to dexterity in 
boxing, Mendoz* is much fupe* 
rior to Humphreys. The differ* 
ence in their refpe&ve ftylea if f 
that Mendoza only ufes his arm 
from his fid to his (houlder in 
ftf iking arid" recovers his guard 
inftantly, {o that he hits four 
blows to one of bis adverfary s 
while Humphreys colle&s all the 
force of hb body together, and, 
when he ftrikes, flings himfelf 
forward ; thus making the weight 
of his body fecond the blow a 
by which means one fir ok e from 
him tells aimoft as much as four 
from the other. Humphreys, in 
general, gives none but favourite 
blows, while Mendoza has no 
favourite blow, except the chop- 
per, and ftrikes wherever he fees 
an opening. He has a remark- 
ably quick eye. 

Mendoza is weak in the loins, 
but very finely formed in the 
breaft and arms. His courage is 
great. He has good wind, and 
he takes vaft pains to prepare 
himfelf for action by proper 
training.

When the old Duke of Graf- 
ton had hid hounds at Croydon, 
it was his cuftom to have foxes 
taken occafionally 10 Whittle- 
bury Fore ft, and fent up in the 
venifon cart to London. The 
fox thus brought* was carried 
down the next hunting morninv 
in a hamper, behind the Duke's 
Coach, and turned out for the 
fport of the day. la purfuance 
of this plan, a fox was taken in a 
coppice in the fore ft, and fent 
tip as ufoal. After a certain 
time, a fox. was taken in the 
fame coppice, whofe fize and ap- 
pearauce was fo ftrikingly like 
that caught on the fame fpot be- 
fore, that the keepers employed 
on the occafion exprefled their 
fufpicion that it wa the fame 
fox ; and the man, whofe office 
it was to go to London with the 
venifon, was directed to enquire, 
whether the fox hunted on fuch 
a day, was killed or efcaped ? the 
latter having been the cafe, the 
fufpicions of the keepers were at 
leaft confiderably (lengthened. 

After a fliort time, a fox was 
again taken in the fame coppice, 
which thofe concerned in taking 
it, were well a (Tared to be the 
fame as was taken there before. 
To be, however, better able to 
identify their fuppofed old friend, 
if another opportunity (hould 
offer, before fending him off the 
third time, he was marked in 
feveral places* and. in different 
banners: his lip being cur, one 
ear (lit, and feveral holes pun- 
ched through, the other. Thus 
marked, reynard was again dif- 
patched to London— again hun- 
ted, and again efcaped, and 
within' a very few weeks was 
again taken in the fame coppice, 
when his marks juftified their 
former conjectures in fpite of the 
fteraing improbability of the fact. 
It is with fooie concern^ I add, 



he was drftined once more to put 
his ftrength and fagacity to the 
reft; when the one or the other 
failed him, and he was caught by 
the hounds, after a good chafe, 
bearing 'the marks of his former 
efcapes, which ought to have en- 
titled him to the privilege for.

Theinftance which I am going 
to relate of fenfe and recollection 
in a foxhound, is uot lefs ex- 
traordinary than the preceding 
narrative :

When Mr. Smyth (now known 
among fportfmen by the familiar 
appellation of Old Joe. Smyth) 
and Mr. Taylor kept their fox- 
hounds at Whionick, in North- 
amptonftiire, they- ufed fome* 
times to go for a fortnight's hunt- 
ing, to Lutterworth, in Leiccf- 
terfliire. On one of thefe expe- x 
ditions, it was judged prudent to 
leave a favourite hound, called 
Dancer, at home, on account of 
his not being quite found. Their 
fir ft day's hunting from Lutter* 
worth, productd an extraordi- 
nary chafe, in which hounds and 
horfes were fo tired, that it was 
deemed neceffary to flop that 
night at Leicefter. On returning 
the next day at Lutterworth, 
they were told that a hound of a 
certain defcription, from which 
it was known to be Dancer, came 
Thither foon after th?ir going out 
the preceding morning; had 
watted quietly till towards the 
evening ; had then (hewn (igits 
of uneafinefs, and in the ntorn*

infc <Jif*ppcared. It was, of 
coitrfe conc1uded t that, disap- 
pointed of finding his corn pa - 
jiiont where he expected, Dancer 
Bad returned to the kennel at 
Whinnick ; but what was the 
furp rife and concern of his mat- 
ters, on returning, home,, to hear 
that he came back from Lutter- 
worth, (laid one day at home, 
and then difappea red. Every 
poffible enquiry was made,, and 
*t length it was difcoveredV tbat 
not finding the pack either at 
]l,uuerwQrtb,. or at Whinnick, 
©ancer had* proceeded into War* 
wickthire, to a Mr, Newfome's, 
where the hounds had been for a 
}Keck*fomc months before.

■ An Eng!i(hman,'who thcrire- 
^ded at Ma lea (Tar, had in a rage 
killed a fubfecl of the king of that 
Sfhmd, but* his offence was par* 
.tinned. In confequfijce of which 
Irfte. other EngMfli, French; and 
Dotch inhabitants of the iflahd, 
fearjog the refenrment of th*e Na- 
tives might be exercifed againft 
them, entreated the king that the 
©ffenrfer might' fuffer for 'the 
crime he bad committed, that no 
fot«re revenge Vnight , be medi- 
ated by' hts fubjects againft the 
Europeans, as was fometimes 
the cafe.

tie Two Sicilies. 

NEXT morning (fays the 
intelligent traveller) we 
unounted our horfes very early, 
and [leaving .Augufla] rode di- 
; redly north over the high pro- 
montory of Santa Croce : the 
land very uneven, but cultivated 
with fpirit. As foon as we 
reached the north fide of the hill, 
andf faced ALtna f I perceived that 
all the flones were lump* of black 
Java. We defcended to the more 
of the bay of Catania* at its 
fouth-weft angle, not far from 
La Brucca, a fmall caricatore, 
and baite'd at a pu bite* fro ufe, 
called Agnuni; near it are the 
foundations, and walls to tbe 
height of ten feet, of a very large 
Gothic church, begun by King 
Frederic the Second, but left in 
an iroperfeft Hate, either on ac- 
. count of his death, or the ioialu* 
brity of the fittiation, Near^tbis 
,fpo/, antiquaries place the empo* 
. num of Leontjni, where the^Ai- 
* j*er*abundan£0 of their ,pco<btce 
, was flapped. for foreign parts;. 



In the v neighbouring * ! fielwt 
grows a great dhea] ; of rue and lu- 
pines. The wade was already. 
[tie notk tf. January] drefied in 
the fweet garb of fprtng; tbd 
myrtle, woodbine, and wild rofe,- 
were powdered with, flower*? 
among them, an iris, of a bright 
brimttone cbldur, dafhed with 
purple, was very .remarkable. 

From hence we travelled many 
miles clofe.by the lands of tbe 
fea, and forded the river of Leo* 
tint at the place, where it dif- 
chargeth itfelf into the bay. The 
weather had. been fo long dry, 
that there was no depth of water 
to create either difficulty or dan- 
ger. 

A fpacious plain extends to* 
wards the inland country, and 
alfo along the Chore, full of ponda 
and marines, which abound with 
wild fowl of numberlefs forts.

flocks of fnipe,. teal, < cootes, 
ducks, Sec. that rofe on all (ides 
as we rode along: I never fav 
a tiuer field for a keen fportfinao, 
than thefe fog%ie y the Sicilian 
name for raarfhy grounds near 
the fea. They are frequented 
by many, fowler* ; the report of 
guns was aim oft incefiant ; and 
wherever I turned my eyes, Co- 
lumns of fmoke were afcendipg 
from the fens. My cam pi ere, 
who had often made one in thefe

to winter are full of water ; and 
on accabnrof the banks* imprac- 
ticable for boats.

fiut hours. He had repeatedly 
covered fiich a tracl of country 
that would hardly be credited 
were, ic given in recital; we 
however, prefume to abridge one 
for the entertainment of tftofe gen- 
tlemen .who affecV to conftder 
Stag Hunting as beneath their 
dignity, and the fpeed or bottom 
oi rheir horfes. , 

He was turned ouf at New

his froall limbs, the Barbary by 
his fine head and deep hoof, the 
Dutch by the roughnefs of his 
legs, and the Englilh by his ge- 
neral ftrong knitting together ; 
$nd (o of many others. 

Tie colour. Though there are 
*re good borfes of all colours, 
fome are thought to defervje a 
preference on account of' their 
f oiour. : as ' the dapple grey for 
beauty \ thp brown bay. for itr* 
. vice ; the black, with filver hair. 
fo* 4 com age ; a.od the Hard £nd 
the true mixed roan for counte* 
nance. , The forrei, the black 
without white, and the unchaajjer 



able iron grey, are reckoned cho-

Racking is a, pa,ce required for 

buck^huiiting, galloping on,' the

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highway, &c. and is -the fame 
motion as ambling, but with a 
fwiftertime, and a ftiorter tread. 
Galloping is the la ft, and mud 
be joined to all the other, paces ; 
and this every trotting andracking 
horfe naturally does, but the am- 
bler is a little aukwardat if, be- 
caufe the motions are the fame ; 
becaufe a fwifter pace being re- 
quired than he has formerly been 
accuftomed to, he manages hi* 
legs confufedly and di {"orderly ; 
but being trained gently, and 
taught to underftaud the motion, 
he will perform this bufinefs as 
well as any trotting horfe. In a 

food gallop, obferve that the- 
orfe takes up his feet nimbly 
from the ground, but does not 
raife them high, that he neither, 
roils nor beats himfelf, that he 
ftrctches out his fore legs, fol- 
lows nimbly with the others, and 
neither cuts under his knee 
(which is called the fwifli cut) 
nor crotfes, nor claps one foot 
on another, and always leads with 
his fore foot, and not with his 
near : fucb a horfe is fa id to gal-- 
lop truly, and is the fitteft for 
fpeed,or any fwift employment; 
but if he gallops round, and raU 
fes his fore-feet, 4ie is then faid 
to gallop ftrongly, and not fwift- 
)y,and is thefitteft for the great fad. 
<lle,the army, and flrong encoun- 
ters; if he gallops flow, yet fure, 
he will ferva for the road ; but 
if he labours his feet confufedly, 
and gallops painfully, the buyer 
may conclude that he is good for 
jjo galloping purpofe. 

l|is nature : in this, confidera. 
tion muft be had refpecting the 
purpofe for which the hdrfe is 
bought ; always having in con- 
templation that the iargeftare fit- 
ted for flrong oc cations and great 
burthens, heavy draughts, and 
double carriage : the middle fize 
for p-leafufe and general employ- 



mentj, and ,the lead for eaTe, &c. 
But to be fomtthing more parti- 
cular as to the rule of choice, at* 
tentioh ma ft be paid to the difco- 
very of natural deformities, acct* 
dental outward or inward bidden 
mifchiefs, which are fo many 
and fo infinite, that it is tedious, 
though extremely neceflary to 
explain them. 

Obferve, therefore; how a horfe 
(rands- to view ; that is* feeing, 
him dark-naked before you, and 
placing yourtelf before his face, 
take a Ariel view of his counte- 
nance, particularly with refpeA 
toe hear fulness, that being aim oft 
an unerring' proof of his good*' 
nefs and perfection. On order- 
ing him out, take care to be the 
laft in the liable j and, if pofliMe, 
the fir ft, lead the owner, or fome 
of his active emiiTaries, take an- 
opportunity of figging him : a 
practice common among dealers, . 
in order To make the tail feew at 
if carried very high ; though it is 
only a temporary flouriih which 
they have given him. 

His ears. If they are final!; 
thin, fhort, pricked, and moving; 
or if long, weil fet on, and well 
carried, they indicate beauty, 
goodnefs, and mettle ; but if they 
are thick-laved, or lolliag, wide 
fet, and motionlefs, they (hew 
dull nefs, obftinacy, and ill-na« 
ture. 

HHface* If his face is wan, 
his forehead fwelling outward, 
no mark or feather in his face, 
fet high as above his eyes ; or*at 
the top of his eyes ; if he has a 
white ftar or white fcratch of a 
moderate fize, and placed even, 
or a white fziip on his nofe or 
lip, they are all marks of beauty; - 
and goodnefs ; but if his face be 
flat, cloudy, or fcouling, ; his 
forehead flat as a trencher which 
is called mare-raced, for the

Where a flatute makes an of- 
fence felony, p 11 nidi able with 
death without clergy, and a fub- 
fequent datute indicts a milder 
punifhment for the fame offence, 
the latter datute is a virtual re- 
peal of fo much of the former (Sta- 
tute as relates to the offence, as 
in the following cafe* 

The K, v. John Davis. At 
Hertford fummer aflue, 1783, 

John Davis was indicted on the 
lack Act, (viz. 9 G, 1, c . 22) 
before Mr. Judice Gould, for 
44 that he one fallow deer, of the 
price of forty fliillings, of and 
belonging to Philadelphia Lee, 
widow, then and there being 
kept and fed in a certain park, 
of and belonging to the faid Phi- 
ladelphia Lee, inclofed with 
pales, where deer had been and 
then were ufually kept, unlaw- 
fully,' wilfu'ly, and felonioufly 
did hiint, &c." There were two 
other counts j one for killing and 



the other for flea ling the falloif 
deer as afoiefaid. The datute of 
9 G r 1, c. 2., makes the priso- 
ner's offence felony, without be. 
nefit of clergy ; but the learned 
judge, recollecting that an act of 
parliament had recently pa (Ted, 
which reduced the offence char* 
ged in the indictment to a mifde- 
meanour r he thought it improper, 
to proceed to try the prifoner on . * 
the prefent charge for felony, 
until he had fubn^itted to the 
twelve judges the following quef- 
tion : Whether the datute 9 G. 
1, c. 21, as far as it refpects the 
offences charged in the indict* 
ment. unaccompanied by tj?« 
circumdance of being armed 3nd 
difguifed) is not virtually re- 
pealed by the datute of jo' G. 3, 
c. 30 ? 

The ftatrte of 16 G. 3, c. 30, 
recites, that the datutes in force 
for the difcovery and pu nidi ment 
of deer- dealers are numerous, and 
many of tliem ineffectual ; and 
that the good purpofes thereby 
intended, might be better ef- 
fected, if fuch of the faid datutes t 
as were found defective were re~ 
pealed s and the good provisions 
therein contained, together with, 
fuch other proyilions as may be ' 
expedient, were reduced into one 
afl> and then enacts [See the flat, 
of J6G.3, next above]. The aft 
alfo points out the manner in . 
which judices of the peace may 
proceed on the conviction of 
offenders, and concludes with 
repealing fuch parts of the*feve- 
ral datutes named in the margin 
as relate to deer ; but is totally 
filent as to the intervening da- 
tute of 9 G. j. c. 22, (commonly 
called the Black Act) upon 
which the prefent indictment 
was founded.

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j«&, at Lord Mansfield's cham- 
ber in SerjeantVinn ; and they 
weie unanimouflf of opinion, 
that t^e ftatute of j6 G. 3, c f 30, 
amounted to a repeal of the fe r 
lony of finrfply kitting deer in a 
park inclofed ; as it puniflies the 
firft offence with a pecuniary for-

Of Bub.edino and Rearing 
Gams Cocks.

WHEN yop fet your hens, 
let their nefU be made \n 
large earthen pans, a fpot and a 
half from the ground at leaft, 
with clean draw rubbed foft, 
which will prevent their being 
annoyed by vermin ; for fome 
hens have been actually filled by 
fwarms of fmall infers that have 
found means to get at them, 
when they have been fet in old 
boxes or tubs; but pans will en- 
tirely prevent fuch accidents. 

The number of eggs you put 
underyour hen ought not to ex- 
ceed twelve, as fhe fejdom 
hatches more than that number 
of chickens if flie fits, upon fe- 
Venteen : bur by herbein;j unable 
to give them all a due degree of 
beat, many of them will beipoil- 
ed. The fuperftitious notion of 
its being ueceflary to fet an. odd 
number, is now treated as it de- 
serves. 

Dp not fet your grange hens 
where the others can get at them, 
as their wanting to fit would oc- 
casion the eggs to be broke : and 
if they did not want to fit, they 
would quarrel ; which would be 
attended wjth an equal lofs. 
Plenty of visuals and water 
fhould always be near the hens 



that ,a re fitting; and if the place 
where they (it rs floored, provide 
a quantity of gravel ; by which 
means they will be enabled to 
eat, drink, and trim themfelves 
at their pleafure. 

As you will take the eggs from ' 
any one of your breeding hens 
which wants to fit, you mud *at 
the fame time confine her ; or flip 
will beepme very troublefome, by 
getting into one of the other 
hen's neft, and hindering her 
from coming to lay : apd as this 
may probably occafion them to 
quarrel, you fhould take the ut? 
mod care to prevent it ; for when 
they once come to blows, the-y 
feldom run peaceably together 
afterwards. Other ill confe- 
quences may ajfo attend their 
quarrelling j for if the two hens 
at variance happen to be mif- 
trefles over the 'others, and get 
in the lea ft disfigured, they will 
be attacked by them ; and if they 
are not parted very foon, they 
will be prevented from laying aoy 
more that feafoa, and fometimes 
be abfolutelj" fpoiied. 

To prevent thefe difagreeable 
circumftances, when any one of 
them wants to fit, and it is not 
your pleafure that (he fhould, 
keep her under a crate clofe to 
.the fpot where you always feed 
your fowls,' till her heat for fit- 
ting is gone off: this will not hutt 
her, if (he has a dry place to 
ft and ip when it rains, wnich 
you may procure her by putting 
Something over that end of the 
crate where flierocfts; for wete 
you to fepara'te them in fuch a 
manner that they could not fee 
each other, it would occafipu a 
quarrel wheu you put them toge, 
ther agaip. * 

Suppofe all your hens have 

laid their firft clutch of eggs, and 

gone off wanting to fit wheu 

they begin to lay their fecood 

clutch y 
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clutch, proceed in the fame man 
iter as you did with the fir ft, only 
with this difference, of letting 
them fit on their own eggs ; for 
by no means let them lay a third 
clutch before you permit them to 
fit, as fucb a proceeding will 
weaken them exceedingly: nei- 
ther wiH the chickens be fo 
good ; for you (hould confider 
that yon committed a kind of 

,trefpafs upon nature in not per- 
mitting them to (it the £fft time 
they wanted, and that* the feafon 
would get too far advanced; it 
being the prevailing opinion, 
among ail good judges, that 
chickens bred to fight (hould be 
hatched about the latter end of 
March, or in the months of 
April or May. Experience, in- 
deed, points out the neccffity of 
abiding by this obfetvarion ; for 

< if chickens are hatched in Fe- 
bruary, or at the beginning of 
March, iialf of them will proba- 
bly die, if it (hould not happen 
to be a remarkably mild feafon ; 
without confidering the trouble 
you would have iu keeping them 
in the houfe, Thofe which 
(hould happen to live would 
thrive fo (lowly, on account of 
fheir being cramped by the cold 
when young, that the chickens 
hatched in April or May, by- 
haviag efcaped thofe feverities of 
the feafon, will be much finer in 
xvery refpecl, before the end of 
July : betides, as it is not good 
policy |o fight a match of chick? 
ens, there is no occafion for their 
being hatched fo early. 

To thofe who are. not well ac- 
quainted with breeding, the dif- 
ference ir aftojni thing between a 
clutch of chickens hatched In 
April or May, and one hatched 
in July or Auguft ; though from 
the fame cock and. hen; for as 
thofe in the Spring will run cocks 
(to rog^f gft Q f (jponmfj phrafts) 



high upon leg, light -flelhed, and 
large-boned ; when thofe bred in 
thefummer will be quite the re* 
verfe, and confequently will have 
to , fight (if his anfagonift* was 
bred in a proper feafon) a much 
larger cock, though not heavier 
than himfelf. 

Twenty -one days is the time 
allotted for a hen to batch her 
chickens in : but if your eggs 
are fet as foon as you have a faf- ' 
.ficient number laid, (he will 
hatch the twentieth thy : if the 
weather has been remarkably 
warm, file will begin hatching 
the nineteenth, Thefe remarks 
(hould be attended to, and the 
chickens taken from the hen as 
they are hatched j x otherwise, if 
they (hould not be batched nearly 
at the fame time, the Ken will 
not continue fitting fo clofe as 
(lie (hould do, after two or thrctr 
are out of their (hells ; in confc* 
quence of which the reft muft pe- 
ri (b. Thofe chickens which are 
taken from the ben, wbilft the) 
reft are hatching, muft be kept 
warm ; for this purpofe, a neft 
made of wool will be proper to 
receive them, covered with flan- 
nel. Care muft; however, be 
taken that they are put in a place 
where the. hen cannot hear them; 
for if fh£ does, (he will inftantly 
leave off fitting, and fly aftef 
thofe which (be has produced. 

If four of your hen* mould ' 
hatch chickens iu the courfe of 
three or four days, and each hen 
upon an average, has not more 
than ten, take all the chickens, 
from one, and divide them, 
among the other three; which 
may be done in an evening, after 
they have been fom* time at 
rooft: and, the hens they are pat 
to will nurfe them in the morning 
following, in the fame manner as 
thofe /they batched tbemfelves \ 
but if they (hould not have nwtre 

that* 
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than eight each, you may let 
them all be brought up by two 
hens,, and avoid the additional 
expence and trouble of keeping 
four. 

If the fun (bines, and the wea- 
ther is dry, you may put your 
chickens out ef doors th# day 
after they are hatched, placing 
your hens under crates to pre- 
vetn their rambling ; but if the 
weather is cold, and the ground 
wet, keep them in a room, with 
the hens- dill confined under* a 
crate, as they will then hover the 
chickens much more frequently 
than if they bad their liberty : 
but be particularly careful that 
the fpaces are wide enough to ad- 
mit the chickens into the crates, 
becaufe if they are obliged \o 
fqueeze in, it will make them 
grow long-bodied ; a defect which 
is alfo produced by their often 
gcing between garden rails, which 
ihey are accuftomed to do if there 
are any near, and they capnot fly 
over them.

X with a whole pack of cards, 
but different methods are adopt- 
ed : fometimes five cards are 
dealt to each party, fometimes 
fix, and' fometimes (though very 
feldom) eight. It may be played, 
by two or four perfons. 

On cutting for deal atjivc card 
cribbage, the perfon who cuts the 

, fmallcft cribbage-card is entitled 
to deal, and his opponent to take 
three points (nfually termed three 
for laji) as a kind of compenfa- 
tion for having loft the deal. 

After the cards have be^n well 
fliuffied, the perfou not entitled 
to the deal muft cut them, and 
his opponent deals the cards • one 



time, giving the'.non.dealer 
irc*r, to himfelf the next, and

the firfl\ 

fo alternately till each party has 
got five cards. Then each of the 
parties, after - looking at their 
cards lay mut two cards for the 
crfrb, on the judicious choice of 
which the fuccefs of the game 
materially depends. The grand 
objeel next to be confidered is, 
whether it is your own or your 
opponent's crib ; if it is your 
own, you will endeavour to im- 
prbve it by laying out foch cards 
as feem bed calculated for that 
ptirpofe ; remembering, at the 
fame time, not imprudently V> 
fpoil your hand: if it is your 
opponent's, you will naturally 
endeavour to bilk or injure his 
crib, by putting out fueh cards 
as are beft calculated to tffc€t 
that end, and often at the appa- 
rent rifque of injuring your own 
hand : for as the crib confifts of 
five cards, including that whieh 
is turned up, and the hand only 
of four, much depends upon your 
fruftrating or affifting its opera- 
tion in the moft eligible manner. 

Each party having parted with 
twa cards for the crib, the non- 
dealer cuts the remaining cards 4 
of the pack, and the dealer turns 
the uppermoft card. If the card 
turned up (liould happen to be a 
knave, the dealer muft fcoi*e two 
points towards his game. But, 
be it what it may, it becomes* 
common card to each party, and 
muft be reckoned with the hand 
and crib of each. 

The party oppofed to the dealer 
always plays the fi rft card, and if 
his opponent fhoidd either pair 
it or make it fifteen, by playing 
any one of his cards, he gains two 
points towards his game*: the 
non-dealer then, by playing a 
fecond card, may perhaps make 
a pair, a pair-royal, a fequence, 
orfiftetft. Tie cards are alter- 
nately 
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nately played till the pips amount 
to thirty one, or as near as pof- 
fible to that number without ex- 
ceeding it ; and the perfon who 
(hall play the laft card to make 
exactly thirty one, (ball be enti- 
tled to mark two points towards 
bis game : but he who plays the 
laft card to come neareft to thir- 
ty-one, without exceeding it, 
(ball only be entitled to one ppint. 

Having made thirty one or as 
near it as poffible without ex- 
ceeding it, the remaining cards 
of the deal are not to be played ; 
but each party couuts how many 
he has in band , the non-dealer 
taking for his hand fir ft, and af- 
terwards the dealer for his hand 
and crib. 

The advantages to be minutely 
attended to in this game, are 

Pairs, pairs-royaly double* pairs- 
royal, fifteens ^ fequenc€S $ the end- 
h*le and thhty-one. 

A fimple pair is made by play- 
ing a card which matches or pairs 
with the card played next before 
you by your adverfary: for ex- 
ample, if your adversary fliould 
play a/W of any fuit, and you 
immediately follow it with a four 
of any fuit, you . have paired it, 
and become entitled to two 
points. If, after (thefe two fours 
are played, your adverfary fliould 
play "another four, that would 
make a pair royal, and en title 
him to fix points towards the 
game: and further, if you fliould 
play immediately" the fourth } cur, 
you would be entitled to twelve 
points towards. your game, ha v. 
ing played a double pair royal. 

Fifteens are made by any card, 
which will make oue or more 
cards, played before in the fame 
deal, amount to fifteen. 

Sequences are made by playing 
three, four, -five 6r fix cards, 
and forming a- regular p'rogreffive 
number ; as five, fix, feyen ; fix 



feveu, eight ; eight, nine, ten,-^ 
&c. A fequenee of three em- 
powers the perfon who plays tfoe 
laft of fuch cards, to mprk three . 
points' towards his game. It is 
of no confequence which of the 
three cards is played firft, fe-. 
cpnd, or laft, provided they, 
form a fequenee without the in- 
tervention of any other card. In • 
the fame manner a fequenee of. 
four, five, or fix, is entitled to 
four, five, or fix points. 

The end -hole is when either of 
the parties can make exactly 
thirty-one \ but he who comes 
neareft to it, without exceeding 
it, is entitled to one towards 
game. When exactly thirty-one, 
as we have already obferved, 
the party laft playing is entitled to 
two points for the ga.iTe. 

In reckoning the game you 
muft be particularly attentive to 
your pairs, pair-royals, double 
pair-royals, fequences and fif- 
teens, as well as to youtfiuftes* 
For' every pair you muft reckon 
two points ; for every pair-royal, 
lyt points jwfor every double-pair- 
royal, twelve points ; for every 
fequenee of three cards, three 
points, &c. and fo on progref- 
fively, reckoning one point for 
every card in fuch fequenee. 
For .every fifteen which you can 
poffibly make, you muft take twq 
points. 

A fluJJi . is when all the cards 
in your hand aie of the fame- fuit: 
for a flufti in your hand take 
three points ; if the card turned 
up is of the fame fuit, take four 
points. It muft be obferved, 
that a flnih in the crib amounts 
tp nothing, unlets the card tur- 
ned up correfponds with the 
crib, and then five points muft 
be taken. 

. If you have a hnave, in either 
baud or cribj of the fame fuit as 
that turned up, you are entitled * 
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f» otic point. If you turn up a 

kttftve, you mufttake tiro points.

DACE, dare, and roach, are 
much of the fame kind, 
fcoth hi manner of feeding, can- 
j»ittg, goodnefs, and Cite. 

The haunts of dace are gra- 
velly, fandy, and chvey bot- 
tom ; deep holes that are (haded; 
*ater*lvlly leaves, and under the 
foam cau fed by an eddy r in hot 
weather they are to be found on 
fhe (hallows, and are then beft 
faken with an artificial fly, grafs- 
hoppers, or gentles, as hereafter 
directed- . 

/ Dace fpawn about the latter 
end of March, und are in feafon 

'about three week* alter : they 
are not very good till about Mi- 
chaelmas,, and are beft in Fe- 
bruary. 

Baits for dace are the oak* 
worm, red- worm, brandling, gilt- 
-tatl, and indeed any worm bred 
on trees or bufbes, if it is not too 

. large for bis mouth. Almoft all 
kind of flies and catterpillars are 
alfo good baits. 

/Though dace are as frequently 
caught with a float as roach, they 
are not fo p:operly float fi fh ; 
for they are to be taken with an 
artificial gnat, or ant fly, or aU 
moft any other fmall fly in its 
feafon : but in the Thames, above 
Richmond, the largeft are caught 

"with a natural green dun grafs- 
Jiopper, and fometimes with gen- 
tleb; with both which you are to 
£fh as -with ait artificial fly ; 



they are not to be cottte at till 
about September, when the weeds 
begin to rot ; but when you have 
found where they lie* which) ill 
a warm day, is generally on the 
(hallow*, it is incredible what 
havoc yon may make* Pinch off 
the firft joint of the grafs-hop.* 
per's legs, put the point of the 
hook in at the head, and brijig it , 
out at the tail ; and in this way 
of (idling you will catch chub, 
efpeciaily if you throw under the 
boughs. 

But this can be done only in a 
boat ; and to manage properly, 
you muft be provided with at long 
ftaflf, and a heavy ftone- fattened 
to a (trong rope of four or five- 
yaids in length: fatten the rope 
t© the,.-< head of the boat, which, 
whether a punt or wherry, i# 
equally fit for this purpbfe, and 
(6 drive down with* the dream* 
When you come to a (hallow* 
or other place where the fifti are 
likely to He, drop the (tone* and 
(landing in the (tern, throw right 
down the dream, and a little fo 
the right and left, After trying 
about a quarter of an hour in a 
place, witfi the ftatf pofh the boat, 
about five yards down, and then 
throw again. Ufe a common 
fly line, about ten yards long, 
with a ftrong Angle hair next the 
hook. 

It muft be acknowledged that 
there is lefs certainty of catching 
in this way, than with a float and 
ground-bait ; but to tho-fe who 
live hear the batiks of that de- 
lightful river, between Windfor 
and Ifleworth, and who can 
take advantage of a (till, warm, 
gloomy day, it will afford much 
more dtverfion than the commoft 
artificial method of fiming in 
the deeps for roach and dace. 

In fl filing at bottom for roach 
and dace, let your ground-bait 
be brread, (baked about an hour 

iu 
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in water, and an equal quantity 
of bran ; knead. them to a tQUgh 
confidence, and make them up 
into balls, with a (mail pebble in 
the middle, and throw thefe balls, 
in, otHtrwife they wilt draw the 
fi(h beyond the reach of your 
line. , 

Fifti for dace within three, and 
for, roach within fi< inches of 
the bottom. They will bite at 
any fly, but efpecially at the 
ftone caddis fly, or May fly, the 
latter end of April, and mod 
part of May I it is an excellent 
bait floating at the top- of the 
water: of which you may gather 
great quantities from the reeds 
and fedge by the water-fide; or 
from hawthorn bulhes growing 
near the hank. of a (hallow gra- 
velly ftream, upon, which they 
greatly d>light» to hang. They 
will aifo bite freely at ant-flies* 
of which the blacked are the heft, 
found in mole- hi Is, in June, 
July, Auguft, and September ; 
which you may preferve for your 
ufe, by putting them alive into a 
wide-mouthed glafs bottle, hav- 
ing frrft put into it fome of the 
moid earth from whence you 
githered them, with fome of the 
roots of the grafs of fuch hil- 
locks, and laying a clod of earth 
over the bottle: but if you would 
preferve them above a month, 
put them into a large runlet, 
which has been fir ft warned with 
water an<J honey on ;he infidc^ 
aad then you may preferve' them 
three months. The beft time to 
make ufe of them is when the 
fifli fwarm, which is generally 
about the latter end of July, 
and the beginning of Auguft. 

In a warm day, this fort of 
fifh feldom refufes a fly at the top 
of the water. But if you would 
.find dace .or dare in the win- 
ter, then* about All-hallow-tide, 
whenever you fee heaths, or fan* 
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dy grounds ploughing up, fol- 
low the plough, and you will fin4 
a white worm with a red head, as. 
large as the top of a man's little 
finger, and very foft ; it is no, 
thing but the fpawn of a beetle ; 
gather thefe and put them into a 
vefle), with fome pf ' the. earth 
from whence thqy were taken, 
and you may keep them for an 
excellent bait all the winter. 

Sir John Hawkins mentions 
the following method of d re fling 
dace, dare, or roach : '* The; 
people, who live in the fifhing-r 
towns along the banks of the 
Thames* have a method ofdrerV. 
lag large roach or dace,, which, 
as it is faid, renders them a very 
pleafant and favoury food; it is 
as follows— Witbput fcaling the 
Afti, lay him on a gridiron, .over 
a flow firje, and ftrew on him a 
little flour » when he begins to 
grow brown, make a flit, not 
more than (kin deep, in his 
back, from head to tail, and lav- 
him on agaio. When he is 
broiled enough, the fkin, fcales 
and all will peel off, and leave 
the flefti, which will have be- 
come very firm, perfectly clean ; 
then open the belly, and take out 
the in fide, and ufe anchovy and 
butter for fauce.

During the in- 
credible expence attendant upon 
his ere«5tion of a theatre, with all 
its magnificent appendages to the 
amount df thirty or forty thou- 
sand pounds, he furprifed the 
furrounding country with a pack' 
of ftag-hounds, and abfolutely 
burlefqued the chafe, by turning 
out in rotation deer either tame^ 
blindy or lame. As his nocturnal 
revelry rendered the pillow a 
matter of natural netefiity in the 
moaning, he feldom took the field 
till the aJternooft f and generally 

com- 
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commenced his morning's amufe- 
mcnt when the world at large 
were fitting down to dinner. 
This, with his invariable want of 
punctuality in refpe& to time, dif- 
gufted every neighbouring vifi- 
tor, and gave to his hunting ef- 
tablffhtacnt, (with all its fa fc ga- 
ting but temporary fplendor) the 
indelible ftamp oxfttrility and dif 
'grace. The company never ex- 
ceeded his lord&ip's relatives, 
Hooper (the tinman), Edwin 
(the comedian) and the necefiary 
attendants; under which palpa- 
- bife conviction of general con- 
tempt, ix foon " faded upon the 
fenfe, palled upon the appetite," 
and was abforbed in the general 
purfuit of o4)je£U of equal folly, 
but of more public notoriety. 

Compelled by the legal hand 
of power to relinquifh his thea- 
tric, grandeur, and impelled by 
weceffity to abandon the beeten 
track of Newmarket difJtpation y he 
cultivated, with renovated fer- 
vor, the purity of his theatrical 
connexions ;. bowed implicit obe- 
dience to'the "harmony of fweet 
founds," and never was com- 
pletely happy bet when feated in 
the chair of Comus, furrounded 
by his Thefpian bacchanalians. 
Infe&ed by the dramatic rniafma 
of declamation, he became an 
hebdomadal devotee to the learn- 
ed difputants of a fix-penny deba- 
ting fociety in the country town 
of Re/ading; gave one hundred and 
twenty pounds to enlarge the room 
of * public-houie where the 
meeting was held, at the very 
moment when as many folicitous 
claimants were looking him full 
in the face for a partes equates of 
/ the illiberal contribution. 

.' Here he flione in the degraded 
character of a pesr of the realm, 
a member of the Brit ijk fen ate , not 
doing his duty where the dignity 
annexed to nis family aaid for- 



tune had rendered it necefTa/y ; 
but degenerated to a weekly dif* 
play of oratorical precifion, de- 
pendent upon the judicious cri-. 
terion and decifion of every me- 
chanical journeyman and appren- 
tice who could conveniently ad- 
vance fix-pence for fo laudable a * 
relaxation, Here we beheld him 
launching forth in vindication of 
the condud of that parliament of 
which he had «" the honour to 
be a member," repe&ing the 
*' Jlave trade?' animadverted 
largely upon juftice and humanity ; 
41 remembered to have attended that 
important debate in the hoiife 
bnt unfortunately had forgot- 
ten on which (ide he had given 
his votc»" From this period he 
became a conftant attendant, 
brought down a circle of feleft 
friends from London, and con- 
cluded the debates of the evening 
with the unanimous conviviality 
of the morning, 

A very few weeks before the 
melancholy event of his death, 
he carried, by vote, for difcuf- 
fion, the following queftion_j 

** Whether it Would be a de- 
rogation of dignity^ for the Bri- ; 
tijh fenate to interfere with the 
executive power of France, to 
fpare the life of Louis XVI. late 
king of the French ?" 

His lordftiip fubmitted \\\t 
difcuiTion, he faid, " to his lear- 
ned friend whofe queftiorf it was, 

(Mr. W — s) and who had 

come from London on purpole 
to open the debate." Mr. W. 
very ' prudently determined to 
attra& general attention, and ob- 
tain an aweful lilence, which he 
did by means equally fair and 
unexpe&ed, in ^ddreffing the 
chairman as follows. 

** My worthy friend the no- 
ble lord on my left, pofleffes (very 
virtue that can po(&bty,ao>rn the 
human hearu" 

As 
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As it is to be prefumed every 
orator fpeaks from the di&ates of 
confeieotious purity, we may 
caadidly fuppofc his lordfliip's 
immaculate virtue had been tried 
by the fiery ordeal of theatrical 
invtftigation, and that no fpeck 
of contamination had appeared to 
give this declaration the fufpi- 
cious appearance of ironical praife. 
Of interefted approbation. 

It is a kind of paradoxical in- 
finuation, but it is ncverthelefs 
to be fairly inferred, that this 
Ciceronian declaimer meant it to 
be underiiood that bis lordfliip 
retained the pojjejjion of every 
virtue, but witheld the praclice. 
A very few evenings after this 
fpirited effort of adulation, we 
difcover his lordfbip in a public 
billiard- room, attended by his 
"learned friend;" there, during 
a match upon which five and ten 
pounds a game depended, produ- 
cing a couple of fowls from the 
poulterers, fufpended eaeh Jby a 
firing, ftrippmg to his under filk 
jockey waiftcoat, making the egg 
fauce, laying the cloth, drilling 
the landlord, fmoaking (at the 
(ame time) his Dutch pipe, and 
indulging in all thofe brilliant 
effufions'of fancy, that in one of 
an inferior order would have 
been deemed the effects of intel- 
ledual ftei ility, or, in plainer 
language, downright ft upidity. His 
lordfliip had acquired from hW 
obfervations upon the villainy of 
others, fome degree of experience 
io the ufe of the four aces, and 
had very recently picked up a 
few fco/es amongft the adventu- 
f ws. mechanics of a country town, 
forurhjeh he fonietime fince en- 
deavoured to obtain a feat in that 
fcnate he afterwards* (by his con- 
<iuft) fo little refpeaed. 
, His laft effort of local popula- 
rity was the inftitution of a catch- 
club or bacchanalian fociety at 



the little town of Wqkingham, 
upon the verge of Windfpr Fo- 
reft; to which, at the diitanceof 
thirty two miles, hi* mufical ama- 
teurs an ( d theatrical dependents 
were occafionally fumrnqned to 
fpendan evening. His lordfliip is 
how no more, and. fo certain it 
is his eccentricities will be bu- 
red with him, that the lines of 
Woty would hs.ve formed for 
him no inapplicable Epitaph.

THE Englifli hatf formerly 
archers, both on foot, an4 
mounted on horfes ; but - the lat- 
ter do not appear to have been 
very generally introduced in war, 
before the fourteenth century. 
IfOrd Lyttleton fays*, •" I read 
of no archers on horfebackon 
the reign of Heriiv II. unlefs 
they are comprehended under the 
term fervrentes, fome of which 
were light hoifemeti: but in the 
time of Edward III. mention is 
made in a roll of parliament, of 
two hundred archers on horfe- 
back ; and in the feventh year of 
Richard If. the bifhop of Nor- 
wich offered to fervc the king 
abroad with three thoufand men 
at arm*, and two thobfand five 
hundred' archers, well horfed and 
appointed. And when Lionel 
earl of Clarence (fon of Edward 
HI.) went with an army into Ire- 
land, he carried with him thither 
many archer* on horfeback, 
whofe pay was fix-pence a man 
per diem, 'fquires in the fame 
army being rated at a {hilling a-

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man per diem, the knights at two 
{hillings, and the baronets at 
four (hillings. There were like- 
wife fome archers at fouivpence 
ftr diem, who, I prefume, ferved

ters armed, and twenty not 
i armed ; the pay of the former 
being fix-pence, a-piece per ditm h 
and of the latter four-pence. 
Thefe hoblers were It lib horfe- 
men, fo called becaufe they fcr- 
yed on hobbies, * 



4* Infallible Receipt to pre" 
vent Water and Dampness, 
from penetrating Boots. 

T^OR the ufe/ and convenience 
1/ of thofe who are fond of the 
fport of (hooting water fowl, we 
(hall here infei;tjan infallible re- 
ceipt to prevent water and damp- 
uef 5 from penetrating their boots. 
For this purpofe the boots (hould 
be made of (oft cow leather, wel 1 
feafened, and rendered as much 
water-proof as they can be, by 

^ the quality of the leather, and 

the clofenefs of the fewing. 
1 Take of tallow, half a pound; 
hog's lard, four ounces; turpen- 
tine, two ounces y new bees wax, 
two ounces; olive oil, two oun- 
ces. 

/ Melt the whole together in an 
earthen pipkin over the tire, and 
ftir it well while it is melting. 

The night before it is propofed 
to go to (hoot water-fowl, care 
muft betaken that the boots have 
no dampnefs : they muft then ,be 
warmed gradually at a clear fire, 
and, when well heated, liberally 

. .anointed with the preceding com- 
pofition, which (hould be' pre- 
vioufly melted to fuch a degree 
of heat, that the hand can but 
juft bear it ; fo much of this 



compofitiou (hould be applied 
as/ the leather will fuck up, in 
repeated rubbings. On the nqxt 
morning, the boots will feel a lit- 
tle (tiff in putting ou, but, by the 
warmth of the leg, they will foon 
become fupple. New boots 
(h oil Id be worn two or three 
times before they arc anointed, 
in order to. take away the oily 
dreffing . which a,U new leather 
has.- 

With boots thus prepared, the 
fportfman may wade whole days 
in hogs and fwamps, without fear 
either, of wet or damp, being 
certain of returning home with 
legs aud feet f>erfe&ly dry.

Another Adjudication concerning 
a Horse, frequently cited on 0(- 
cpfions bf this" kind. 

K. v. Pa*es. 

THIS cafe was refcrved by Mr, 
Juftice AfhurftVat the. Old- 
Bailey, in September, 1779. The 
prifoner was indicted for ftealing 
a black horfe, the property of Sa- 
muel Finch. It appeared in evi- 
dance, that Samuel Finch was a 
livery ftable-keeper ; and that the 
prifoner had hired the horfe of 
him to go to Sutton, in the county 
of Surrey, and back again, faying 
he lodged at No. 25, in King' 
ftreet,and (hould return aboutejght 
o'clock the fame evening. Hedid 
not return; and it wat proved that 
he had fold the horfe on the very 
day he had hired it, to one Wil- . 
JiamHobbs,in Smithfield market^ 
and that he had no lodging at the 
place to which he had given the 
profecutor directions,^ 

The learned judge, after ad rait- 
ing that different opinions have 
been entertained with regard to 
the law of this clafs of, cafes, 
faid, the general doctrine has 
been, that if a horfe be let for h 
particular portion of time, and 
after that time is expired, the ■ 
party hiring, in (lead of returning 
the horfe to its owner, fell it, 
and convert the money to his, 
own ufe, it is felony; becaufe 
there is then no privity of con* 
tract fubfifting between the par- 
ties. In. the prefent cafe, the 
horfe was hired to take a journey 
into Surry, and the ' prifonqr 
fold him the fame day, without 
taking any fuch journey." There 
are alfo other circumftances-which 
import that, at the time of tbe 
hiring, the prifoner had it in in- 
tention to fell the boife as his, 
faying that he lodged at a place 
where, in fact, he was not known. 

Tb« 
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1 The jury, therefore, mull confider 
whether he meant at the time of 
the hiring^ to take fuch journey, 
but was afterwards tempted to 
fell the horfe P-^-For, if fo, he 
mud be acquitted. But if the 
jury are of opinion that, at the 
^ time of the hiring, he had no 
) 'intention to take the journey, bin 
intended to fell the horfe , they will 
. find, that faft fpeeially for the 
opinion of the judges.— The jury 
found that the facts above ftated 
were true, and a/fo that the pri- 
foner had hired the horfe with a 
fraudulent view, and intention of 
felling it immediately* 
. The queftion was referred to 
the twelve judges, Whether the 
delivery of the horfe by the pro- 
fecutor to the prifoner; had fo far 
changed the pofleffion of the pro- 
perty, as to render the fubfe- 
qu-nt converfion of it a mere 
breach of truft, oj; whether the 
converfion was felonious. 

The judges, were unanimoufly 
of opinion, that the queftion, as 
to the original intention of the 
• prifoner in hiring the horfe, had 
been properly left to the jury ; 
and as they had found, that his 
▼iew in fo doing was fraudulent, 
the parting with the property had 
not changed the nature of the 
pofleffion, but (that it remained 
unaltered in the profecutor at the 
time of the converfion, and that 
the prifoner was therefore guilty 
of felony. 



Account of Indian Fishing, 
&c. at Cape Breton, from a 
Correspondent 'who refided there 
many years* 

THE following are mo'ft of the 
animals I can recollect on 
the ifland of Cape Breton, which 
the. Indians procure for their 
ft ins; and thofe Jkins arc fold or 



.bartered with the inhabitants 
of that, and the neighbouring 
ifland*. 

, The animals alluded to are, 
the moofe, paraboo, bear, luci- 
fee, fox black, (ilver grey, and 
red, beaver, otter, uwnx, muflc- 
cat, and rabbit nearljras large as 
our hares, they are white in 
winter, but change their colour 
to as beautiful mixture in the 
fpring and fall of the year: in 
fummer they are brown.

There is alfo an ifland 
near Cape Breton, on which 
birds only are to be found, and 
where you might load a veflcl 
with their eggs, which are. about 
the fize of thofe of the goofe. • 

Fifhing is a part of the Indian 
employment, both fummer* and 
winter ; but the cannot follow it 
from January to the latter end of 
March, as the fro ft fets in fo as 
to render the ice impregnable* 
In other feafons of the year, 
gentlemen who are fond of chat 
fport, would have great amufe-

I ever faw ; and fmelts have 
caught at ; a brook with my hands, 
by (cooping them out, (if I may 
be allowed the cxpreflSon) in fuch 
quantities as to load a boat.

LETTER VII. 
ON HUNTING. 

Of Trailing and Starting. 

Yitie Editors©/ tie Sporting 
Magazine. 

Gentlemen, 

YOUR " Sportfman's com- 
plete Almanack" informs 
me, (in the Sporting Maga- 
*ini, FqU I. p. 113^ that u hare 
bunting begins the 30th of Sep- 
tember, and ends the 58th of 
February-" The author of Cy- 
©egctica, with lefs precision, 
lays, "Hare hunting commences 
about Michaelmas, and mould 
cod, (would gentlemen, encou. 
i*ge the breed) the middle of 
February." 

Certain rules cannot be laid 
jtown for trailing: much depends 
on the judgement of the buntf- 
jnan, and his per feci: knowledge 
of the feveral good and- bad pro- 
perties of his dogs. A kennel of 
the beit bounds in th* kingdom, 
cannot be all alike : fonac are 
good for trailing and {tart ; others 
excellent when the hare is on 
foet ;. and others for hitting off 



defaults, running the double, ttr 
hot foil, or making good the high 
ways. 

'Some huntfmen, as foon as 
they find where a hare has re- 
lieved, give themfeives no trouble 
about trailing to her, but pro* 
ceed with the company to beau 
in* the hedges for a wide com— 
pais, and that in fo careJefs a 
manner, that they as often beat 
over, as beat a hare up-. I much 
approve of fairly trailing and 
ftaurng, and I think it the nice! 
part of the whole paftime, pro- 
vided wind and weather permit. 
Thofe who delight in rifing 
early, are pleafingly amufed in 
feeing the hare trailed to her 
form ; it is alfo of great ferrice 
to the hounds, and (hows their 
goodnefB to the huntfman more 
than any other hunting, as it dif* 
covers to bim thofe which have 
the tendered nofts. 

It is an unfettled point at trail 
or cold-hunting, whether the dogs 
challenge from any particular 
effluvia which tranfpired from the 
feet of the bare, or remains of 
breath, which in her feeding ani 
exercife intermixed with,, and 
foiled the pafture and herbage. 
•Some are advocates for the for*_ 
mer opinion, and oihers are pre-" 
judiced in' favour of the latter. 
44 Is it not wonderful," fays JMr. 
3eckf6rd, " that the, trail of a 
hare (hould lie after fo many 
hours, when the fcent of her dies 
away fo foon?" 

If the hounds challenge on th* 
relief, it is a point of judgement 
not to let them puzzle and dick, 
but to rate them together, arid 
to male it good round the fences 
the fooner the better. Now the 
huntfman mud depend afefolntcJy 
upon his dogs ; the tender -nofed 

hound .generally hits it firft, and 
is often unjUdly deemed a bab* 
blcr, t*c*iife a toughec dog docs 

not 
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not make good what he opens 
upon ; whereas the difference too 
frequently is, that one hound's 
uofe is fo cxquifiteiy delicate ns 
to enjoy a (cent twice as ftale as 
another. 

44 Obferve," fays the aurhor of 
Cynegetica. '* Damfel, or loqua- 
cious Dainty, open cheerily, die 
whole pack run in, not one, for 
want of equal talents, approve*. 
Bot, as they proceed to warmer 
fcent, if Truman of Ruler 
({launch old counfellors, never 
known to give opinion but with 
certainty, the effect of long ex- 
perience) gravely undertake to 
perufcthe cafe, and, on due con- 
federation, 'challenge, but in fin* 
gle notes, the, whole kennel, (in 
fcience brethren and colleagues) 
from erery qoarter hurry, and 
with general yelp confirm the 
found report ; wbilft the affidu- 
wis hunrfman, glad at heart, in 
oratory of his own proclaims it 
good." 

The confidence among Bounds 
is aftooifbing, in proportion' to 
the reality of each other's aflii- 
ranees* A perfon of the firicteft 
veracity, cannot give lefs credit 
to a notorious cheat or liar, than 
a (launch hound would to one 
that open 6 falfe, or fpends his 
tongue hee^ to little purpofe. 
How like the babbler is the man 
who prates and rattles upon all 
fuhje&a with confidence, without 
anderftanding amy ? 

The notes of the bounds* is a 
language perfectly underftood by 
the irantfaran, and wliat tie de- 
fends on more than the judgment 
of ftllJbis friends who are in tile 
field. According to the length 
of time a hare has 4*een gone to 
form, do they more or Kefs afTune 
•Wwi of their iikelinefs to ftart. 
At toe rooft diftant part of her 
jaaraing's exorcife, where the 
tendered *o&d dog can but touch 



of the icent the true muficai 
hound opens fingle ; perhaps m 
long-holding note, or (according 
to the dog) only what fome peo- 
ple call a chop . As thajf. gather 
on towards her, each old fopttif* 
ter confirms his hVft opinion by 
an additional note, and doubles 
his tongue. W hen near her form, . 
and the fcent lies warm and 
frrong, all double and treble their 
notes. 

Beware of the counter- trail, 
which may happen when dog* 
are caft off, fo as to challenge 
about the middle of her works, 
or nearer the form rhan the feed : 
there the fee at lies fo equal, that 
the dogs, over eager and buff 
often hit the heel-way, or draar 
am its : thL the htintfman tnoft 
judge of, by the notes his dogs 
iirft challenge in. If they do*u 
ble, and carry it on counter, 
they will foonfgnify their error* 
by opening only fingle ; for in- 
ftead of the fcent lying hotter,. 
and ioc resting upon their nofes, 
it is quite the contrary, and 
dwindles to no fcent at all. 

When a hare is found, all 
(bould be quiet ; nor (hould jto* 
ride near the hounds, till they are 
well fettled to tne fcent.

The natural eagernefs of the 
hounds will, at facu lime, fre- 
quently carry, even the beft of 
them, wide' of the fcent; which 
too much encouragement, or 
preffing too elbfe upon them, 
may continue beyond all pliabi- 
lity of recovery : this would be 

aiwav* 
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always guarded againfl : after a 
little while you have lefs to' fear. 
You may then approach them 
nearer, and encourage them 
more ; leaving, however, at all 
limes, fufficient room for rhem 
to tucn, ihould,they over-run 
the fcent. On high roads, and 
dray paths, be always doubtful of 
the fcent, and give them no great 
encouragement ; but when a hit 
is made on either (ide, you may 
halloo as much as you plcafe ; nor 
can you then encourage your 
hounds too much. A hare gene- 
rally defcribes a circle as (he 
runs; larger or lefs, according 
to her ftreugth, and the openuefs 
df the country. In inclofures, 
and where there is much cover, 
the circle is ufually io fmall, that 
it is a conftant puzzle to the 
hounds. They have a, Gordian 
knot, in that cafe, ever to Un- 
ioofe ; and though it may afford 
matter of fpecuJation to tht phl- 
lofopher, it is always contrary 
to the wifhes of fportfman.

The Upas or Mode o/Youort- 
ing Ar&ows by the King qf 
Java. 

To the Editors of the Spo*tikg \ 
Magazine. 
Gentlemen, 

A DESCRIPTION of a tree 
in the ifland of Java, cal- 
led the Upas, or poifon-tree, is 
given by a furgeon belonging to' 
the Dutch Eaft India Company, 
of the name of 'Foerfch, who 
was Rationed at Batavia in the 
year 1774 : fUrprifing as thefe ac- 
counts may be, they are accom- 
panied with fo many fads, and 
names of perfons and places, that 
it is difficult to conceive them fa- 
bulous. 

The Upas grows about feven 
leagues from Batavia, in a plain 
furrounded by rocky mountains ; . 
the whole of the plain - being 
about ten or twelve miles in cir- 
cumference. The tree, is totally 
barren : nothing that breathes or 
vegetates can live within its in- 
fluence : the bird that flies over 
it, drops down dead : the bead 
that wanders near it, expires. 
The whole dreadful area is co- 
vered with fand, over which lies 
icattersd loofe flints, and white* 
ned bones. 

This tree is ' tne Emperor's ,. 
great military magazine. In a 
fo I lit ion of the poifonous gum 
which exudes from it, his arrows 
and other offenfrve weapons are 
dipt. It was' this fubtile poi- 
fon fhe arrow was charged 
with which the King of Makaf- 
far wounded the Englishman's 
toe, &c. fpoken of in your laft 
(fee page az.) The procuring 
this poifonous gum is a matter 
of as much attention as difficulty. 
Criminals only are employed in 
this dreadful fervice; of theft,

Of this fpot, that in many re- 
peels' totally eclipfes Newmar-

Sporting Anecdotes of the 
late John Elweh, Ef$. 

(Continued from page 41^) 

MR. El wes generally travelled 
on horfeback. His firft 
care was to put two or three eggs 
boiled hard, into his great coat 
pockety or any fcraps 0? bread he 
could find. , Baggage he never 
took ; then, mounting one of his 
hunters, his next attention was 
to get out of London into that 
road where turnpikes were the 
leaft numerous. Next, flopping 
under any hedge where he faw 
grafs for his horfe, and a little 
water for himfelf, he would fit 
down and refrefli himfelf and his 
animal. 

His chief refidence, at this pe- 
riod, was 'at his feat at Ma re ham, 
in Berk (hire, from whence he 
went to refide at the Vnanfion- 
houfe of his late uncle, at Stoke, 
in Suffolk. 

It was on coming into Suffolk, 
thaf Mr. Elwes firft began to 
keep fox-hounds ; and his liable 
of hunters, at that time, was fa id 
jto be the bed in the kingdom. 
This was the only inftance in his 
whole life, of his facrificmg 
money 
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money to pfeafure. But even 
here, every thing was conduced 
with the utmoft frugality. To 
modern fportfmen, who recom- 

, mend warm clothings and hot 
ftables, his manner of treating 
his horfes may appear lingular. 
As foon as they were perfectly 
dry from hunting, he always 
turned them out for two or three 
hours, if the weather was clear, 
let the cold be ever fo intenfe. 
Thus they walked off the ftiffnefs 

^©ccafioned by fatigue, and pre- 
ferved th«ir feet : this enabled 
one of them, lie faid, to be able 
to carry htm at the advanced age 
of twenty-two years. 

To Mr. Elwcs, an inn upon 
the road and an apothecary's 
bill were equally fubje&s of 
averiiou ; therefore, when he 
once received a dangerous kick 
from one of his horfes which fell 
in going over a leap, nothing 
could prevail on him to have any 
affiftaAce. . He rode the chafe 
through, with his leg cut to the 
bone; and it was not tilt fome 

> days afterwards, when it was 
feared an amputation would be ne- 
ceflary, that he confented to. re- 
pair to London, and part with a 
few guineas for advice. 

He made frequent excurfions ' 

- to Newmarket, but never engag- 
ed on the turf. A kindnefs^ 
however, which he performed 
there, mould not pafs away with- 
out remembrance. Lord Abing- 
don, who was (lightly known to 
Mr, Elwes, in Berkshire, had 
made a match for 7&C0I. which 
it was fuppofed he would be 
'obliged to forfeit, from an in- 
ability to produce^ tjie fum, 
though the odds were greatly in 
his favour. Unsolicited, Mr.Elwes 
made him an offer of the money, 
which irce accepted, and won, the 
engagement. 
On tnt day this match was to 



be run, a clergyman had agreed 
to accompany Mr. Elwes, to fee 
the fate of it. They were to go, 
as was Mr. Elwes's cuftom, on 
horfeback, and to fet out'at feven 
in the morning. Imagining they 
were to breakfaft at Newmarket, 
the gentleman tobk no refresh- 
ment. They reached Newmar- 
ket about eleven, and Mr. Elwes 
began to bufy hi mftlf in enqui- 
ries and converfation till twelve, 
when the match was decided in 
favour of Lord Abingdon. The 
divine then expefted they mould 
move off to the town, to take 
fome breakfaft, but Elwes. ftill 
continued riding about till three, 
and then four o'clock arrived, at 
which time his reverence grew fo 
impatient, that he mentioned 
foroething of the keen air of New 
market-heath, and the comforts of 
a good dinner. — " Very true," 
replied Elwes, ** fo here, do a? I 
do," offering him at the fame time 
from his great coat pocket, a 
piece of ah old cruihed pancake, 
which he faid he had brought, 
from his houfe at Marcham two 
months before, but " that it was 
as good as new.* 

The fequel of the ftory was, 
they did not reach home till nine 
in the evening, when the gentle- 
man was fo. weary, that he gave 
up all other rcfrefhment for reft ; 
and Elwes haying hazarded feven 
thoufand pounds in the morning* 
retired happily to bed with the 
pleafing recollection of having 
faved three Jliillings. 

As Mc- Elwes knew littk of 
accounts, and never reduced W 5 
affairs to writing, he was obliged, 
in the difpofal of his money, to 
truft much to his memory, and 
to the fuggeftious of other peo- 
ple ftill mpre. Hence every 
perfon who had a want or zfchemt 
with an apparent high intereft, 
whether the projector was kna- 
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▼ifli or hone ft, it mattered not ; i 
all was prey 'to him; and he I 
(Warn about like an enormous 
• pike, which, ever voracious and 
unfatisfied, catches at every thing, 
till it is ftfijjF caught. Hence 
are to be {yckoned vifions of dif- 
tant property in America, phan- 
toms of annuities on lives that 
could never pay, Sec. by which 
it is fuppofed, during his life, he 
loft about i $o,obol. 

Mr. Elwes, from his father 
Mr. Meggat, had inherited fome 
property in houfes in London : 
to this property he began to add 
by building, which he increased 
from year to year, to a very large 
extent. Great part of Marybone 
(bon called him" her* founder. 
Portland-place, and Port man- 
fquare, the riding-houfes and 
{tables of the life-guards, and 
buildings too numerous to men- 
tion, all rofe out of his- pocket ; 
and the value of his property in 
bonfes foon grew fo very confide- 
rable, that he became, from cal- 
culation, his oivn injur cr. 

tie had redded about thirteen 
years Hi Suffolk, when,* on the 
appearance of a conteft for Berk- 
fliire, on the diflblution of par- 
liament, to preferve the peace of 
the county, he was propofed by 
Lord Craven. .He did not ob- 
ject to the nomination, as he was 
to be brought in for nothing. 
All. his labour and expence con- 
fined in his dining *t the ordi- 
nary at Reading, and he got into 
parliament for about eighteen* 
pence ! He now returned to his 
feat at Ma re ham, whenhcrelin- 
quiflied his hounds, and diftri- 
buted them among fome farmers. 
Mr. Elwes was approaching 
thc^xtieth year of hifr age when 
he thns entered upon public life. 
Yet, preparatory to his appear- 
ance at St. Stephen's chapel, he 
Wended conftautly, during the 



races and other public meetings, 
all the great towns where his vo- 
ters refided. At the different 
aflemblies he would dance among 
theyoungeft to the I a ft, frequent- 
ly after riding in the rain to the 
place of meeting, with his fhoes 
attached to his boots, and his bag 
wig folded in his pocket* 

In three fuccefijve parliaments 
Mr. Elwes was chofen for Berk- 
(hire, and fat in the houfe above 
twelve year's. To his honour be ~ 
it faid, that in every vote he 
gave, he proved himfelf to bean 
independent country gentleman, 
wifhing neither poft nor ranfc, 
1 wanting no emolument, and being 
perfe&iy confeientious. 

When Mr. Elwes firft took his 
feat in 1774, the oppofition, 
headed by Mr. Fox, had great 
hopes he would have been of their 
party. Thefe gentlemen, how* 
ever, were difappointed, by hi* 
joining that of Lord North, and 
that from an honeft belief that 
his meafures were right t though 
he would frequently diffent and' 
vote as his judgment atid inte- 
grity led him. Convinced at 
length of the erroneedas opndu& 
of Lord North, Mr. fiiwes en- 
tered into conftant opposition to 
his meafures, till' that minifter 
was driven from power in March 
1782. 

When Lord Sheiburne came 
into power, Mr. Elwes was found 
fupporting his adminiftratlon for 
a time ; but not long after, he 
voted with Mr. Fox againft his 
lord (hip, and thus gave his fup. 
port to the celebrated coalition of 
Lord North and Mr. Fox. This 
fupport was contrary 10 the fenfe 
of his cpnftituents, and with this 
coalition ended the parliamentary 
life of Mr. Elwes. 

During the time he was io par* 
liament, Mr Pitt was a great fa- 
vourite of his. Mentioning fome 

^ years 
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years after his retirement, bis 
opinions of Mr. Fox and Mr. 
Pitt, he had this fentiment, al- 
ways keeping to the gold colour of 
his chara&er : " When I ftarted 
in parliament, Mr, Pitt had not 
come into public Fife ; but I am 
convinced he is the minifter for 
the property of the country . In 
all. he fays, there are founds, JhiL 
UngSy and pence.'* 

When Mr. Ehves quitted par- 
liament, ,he was, in* the common 
phrafe, ** a fifti out of water.'* 
Her had, for fome years* been a 
tnember of a x card-club, at the 
'Mount coflfee- houfe, and by a 
conftant attendance on this meet- 
ing, he confoled himfelf for the 
tofs of his feat. The play was 
moderate, and he enjoyed the fire 
. and candle- at a general ex- 
pence. 

Much, therefore, of hrs time 
was patted in the Mount coffee- 
fcoufc j but fortune feemed re- 
folded, on ibme oc cations, todif- 
appoint his hopes, and force from 
r him that money which no power 
could perfiiade him to be flow. He 
Hill retained fome fondnefs for 
-play, and he imagined he had no 
final! frill at piquet. It was his 
ill luck to meet with a gentleman 
who thought the fame of himfelf, 
•^nd on much better grounds; for 
?fter a contfft of two days and a 
night, in which Elwes continued 
■with a perfeverance which avarice 
will infpire, he rofe the lofer of 
a fum not lefs than three thou/and 
>peunds\ which was paid by a 
draught on Me firs,' Hoares, and 
received the next morning. This 
was the laft -folly of the kind 
Mr. Elwes was guilty of. 
. At length he retired to his feat 
>t Stoke. On his arrival there, 
he remarked •* he had loft a great 
N -deal of money very Jboliihly, but 
that 'a man grew wifer by time. 

And now no gteamof favourite 



paffion, or any ray of amufemert 
broke through the gloom of pe- 
nury. His infatiahle de(ire' of*' 
faving was "become uniform arid 
fyftematic. He ftillrode about 
the country on an Aid brood .mare, 
(which was all he ba% left) but ' 
t'heu he rode her very ceconomi* 
cally, on the foft turf adjoining 
the road, without putting himfelf 
to the expenceof flioes. 

In the advance of the feafon, 
his morning employment was to 
pick up chips; flicks, or bones to 
carry to the fire in his pocket. 
During the harveft, he would 
amufe himfelf. with going into, 
the fields to glean the corn on < 
the grounds of his own tenant*. \ 
When he had his river drawn*, 
though fometimes horfe-loads of ! 
fmall fi(h were taken,/ not one 
would he fuffer to be throwu in 
again. Game, in the laft ft ate of 
pntrefa&iqn, would he continue 
to cat. In fhort, whatever Cer- 
vantes or Moliere have pictured 
in their mod fportive moods,, of 
avarice in the extreme^ was realized 
or furpafTed by Mr. Elwes, though 
then judged to be worth about a 
million. 

The iSth of November, 1789, 
clofed the life of this extraor- 
dinay man, who left, by will, (of 
property and eftates not entailed) 
the fum of 500,000!. to his two 
natural fons, George and John 
Elwes, Efqrs.

Mr. Eafton,in reply, 
laid that bis lordfliip had, by a 
verbal meflage, added infolence to 
brutality y and declared he would 
not hefhate to tell him, the firft 
time he met him on the Terrace, 
(Windfor Terrace, where Lord 
Beaulieu is wont to walk with his 
Majefty) that he was no gentle- 
man. Mr. Erfldne fubmitted to 
the court, whether this was not a 
grofs Jibel, tending to produce a 
breach of the peace, and threat- 
ening to offer an infult in the 
prefcjoe «f majefty hfeif.— Rule 
gramted.

(hoot the reft. . In confequence 
of which, Mr. E. wrote a polite 
note to acquaint his lordfliip, 
faying, " thai he doubted its 
being by his lordfliip's defire, as 
he could not fuppofe a /port/man 
and gentleman would ever give 
fuch orders ; he therefore hoped 
his lordfliip would infill on his 
keeper making an apology and 
fatisfa&itm for the -fofs, the hitch 
being very valuable."

The Ball. 

MUST weigh not lefs than 
five ounces and a half, nor 
more than five ounces and three 
quarters. It cannot be changed 
during the game, but with the 
con fen t of both parties. 

the Bat. 
Mud not exceed four inches 
and one quarter in the wideft 
part. 

The Stumps. 
Muft be twenty-two inches out 
of the ground, the bail fix inches 
in length. 

The Bowling Creafe. 
Mull be in a line with the 
flumps* three feet in length, with 
a return creafe. 



The Popping Cre&fe. 

Muft be three feet ten inches 
from the wicket, and parallel to 



it. 



The, Wickets. 



Muft be oppofite to each other 
at the diftance of twenty-two 
yards. ' ■ 

The Party which goes from Home. 

Shall have the choice \of the 
innings, and the pitching of the 
wickets; whioh lhaji be pitched 
within thirty yards of a center, 
fixed by the adversaries. " 

Wh*n the parties meet at a 
third place, the bowlers (hall toft 
up for the pitching of the firft 
wicket, and the choiue of going 
in. 

It fhall not be lawful for either 
party during a match, withottt 
the conferit of the other, to after 
the ground, by rolling, watering, 
covering, mowing, or beating: 
this rule is not meant to prevent 
a ftriker from beating the ground 
with his bat near where be (rands 
during the innings, or to prevent 
the bowler from filling up holes, * 
watering his ground, or ufing 
faw duft, &c. when the ground 
is wet. 

The Bowler. 

Shall deliver the ball with out 
foot behind the bcxwling-cteafe, 
and within the return-Create, and 
foall bowl four balls before he 
changes wickets, -which he {EaJJ 
do but once in the fame innings* 

He may order the ftriker aft ius 
wicket, to ffand on which fide of 
it he pleafes. ". 

The ftriker is -jurf. 

If the bail is bowled off, or the 
{lump bowled out of the ground. 

Or if the ball, from a ftroke 
over or under his bat, or upon 
his hands, (J>ut not wrifts, is held 

before 
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before it touches the ground, al- 
. though it be hugged to the body 
jof the catcher. 

Or if in ftriking, or at any 
other time white the ball is in 
play, both his feet are over the 
popping-creafe, and Ws wicket 
is pur down, except his bat his 
grounded 'within it. 

Or if in ftriking at the ball he 
hits down his wicket. 

Or if under pretence of run- 
ning a notch, or otherwife, either 
of the ftrikers prevent a bail from 
being caught, the linker of the 
ball is out. 

Or if the ball is ftruck up, and 
be wilfully ftrikes it again. 

Or if in running a notch the 
wicket is ftruck down by a throw 
or with the ball in hand, before 
his foot, hand, or bat, is ground - 
ed over the popping-creale. But 
tf the bail is off, the dump muil 
be ftruck out of the ground. 

Or if the ftriker touches or 
takes up the ball while in play, 
tmlefs at the requeft of the op~ 
pofite party* 

Or if the ftriker puts his leg 
before the wicket with a defign 
to flop the ball, and actually pre- 
vents the ball from hitting the 
wicket by it. 

If the players have crofTed each 
other, he that runs for the 
wicket which is. put down, is 
out ; if they are not crofted, he 
that has left the wicket which is 
put down is out. 

When a ball is caught no 
notch to be reckoned. 

When a ftriker is run out, the 
notch they were running. for is 
not to be reckoned. 

When the ball has been in the 
bowler's or wicket keeper's hands 
it is conftdered as no longer in 
play, and the ftrikers need not 
keep within their ground till the 
umpire has called play ; bii£ if the 
player goes out of his ground 



with an intent to run before the 
ball is delivered, the bowler may 
put him out. 

If the ball is ftruck up, the 
ftrrker may guard his wicket ei- 
ther with his bat or his body. 

In fingle wicket matches, if the 
ftriker moves out of his ground 
to (hike at the ball, he (hall 
be allowed no notch for fuch 
ftroke. 

The Wlc1tet~keeper. 

" Shall (land at a reasonable dif- 
tance behind the wicket, and 
.ftrall not move till the ball is out 
of the bowler's hand, and (hall 
not, by any noife, incommode the 
ftriker ; and if his hands, knees* 
feet, or head, be over or before 
the wicket, though the ball hit it 
it (hall not be out. 

The Umpires 

Are the fote judges of ,fair and 
unfair play, and all difputes (hall 
be determined by them ; each at 
his own wicket. But in cafe of 
a catch which the umpire at the 
wicket cannot fee fufficienty to 
decide upon, he may apply to 
the other umpire, whofe opinion, 
is conclufive. 

They (hall allow two mftuites 
for each man to come in, and fif- 
teen minutes between each tu- 
nings : when the umpire (hall 
call play, the party refufing to 
play (hall lofe the match. 

When a ftriker is hurt, they 
are to permit another to come in; 
and the perfon hurt (hall have 
his hands in any part of that in,, 
nings.

rance* He alighted, and blew a

RxjtRsfor the Management of a 
Horse. 

IF on getting on and otF the 
back of your horfe, he is gentle, 
trots forward willingly, and Hands 
ftill obediently; for whatever 

, porpofe he is intended, the fol- 
lowing obfervations may be con- 
fidered as a general aud leading 
maxim: 

Exercile him in a large ring, 
about fifty paces in circumfe- 
rence,, on a gravelly or fandy 
foil, where his footfteps may be- 
come difcoverable ; after he has 
trod it a few times ou the right 
hand, flop and cherifli him, re- 
peating the fame on the left. In 
fhort, alternately purfuing the 
fame mode of conduct towards 
him for fome time, obferving 
upon every flop, to make him 
retire back a ftep or two. Con- 
tinue this practice till he trots 
on which hand you pleafe ; teach 
him then to gallop in the fame 
rtanner he has been trotted, 
taking care when he gallops to 
the right hand, that he leads with 

! his left fore foot, and when he 

\ gallops to the left, that he leads 

I with his right fore Foot. 

' When you wi(h to flop vour 
horfe, do it by a fudden check 
of the bridle hand, rather hard 
and (harp, caufing him to ftep 
clofe, firm, and in an even line : 
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and if he fliould be guilty of an 
error, you mult perfift till you 
hayc convinced him of Jtisintf- 
take. 

^n advancing, all that is necef- 
fary to be obferved, in addition, 
to the. above, is to lay the caWos 
of your Jegs clofe to bis fides* 
(baking the whip over.him if h« 
flops ; thisdpne repeatedly, will 
correct the errors ,ne may have 
beeii guilty of, and make every * 
thing you > with him .to be ac* 
quaintcd with JfamiliaiMo him. . 

In retiring, which is another 
rule, and the Jaft I think it ne- 
cefiary to trouble you with, his 
motion muft be both cherifhed 
and increafed, I would recoow 
mend that he may not be permit- 
ted to retire in a confufed man* 
ner: but that a brave rein, a 
conftant bead, and a direct linq 
(hould be prefer ved ; and that 
heftiould npt draw or fweep hit 
legs one after another, but take 
them clean, nimbly and eafily. aa 
when he trots. 



A curious Bear Chase. 

From Campbell's Travels i« 

North America. 

IN one of thefe excurfions, 
many (lories were told me of* 
the bears in this country \ one of 
which, as being fomewhat cu- 
rio ui, I (hall relate. 

On an id and called Spoon Ittifld 
which I had paficrd a day or two 
before, there were (even bears 
killed in one day. A gentleman 
and his fon near a houfe in which 
I then lodged, had been our 
working at hay, having pitch- 
forks and rakes ; and Teeing * 
mo u (Irons bear, quite clofe to 
the river, they prefled fo hard 
upon him, as to drive him into 
the water. They then thought 
T , They 
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thry had him fecwre, as thltre 
"was a boat near him, to which 
fbey immediately ran; and"hav- 
ing purfued and come up with 
him, they (truck and pelted' him 
with the pitchforks and to a ft s till 
they broke them to pieces. The 
exafperated monfter now, as they 
had no weapon to annoy him, 
tnrned the chafe on his adversa- 
ries, and, fixing his fore paws 
upon the gunnel of the boat, at- 
tempted to get in. They did all 
they coold to keep him out ; but 
their efforts wefe *in vain. He 
got in. Thus circumjtaticed, 
they had their ehofce, either to 
jump into the water, or conti- 
nue in the boat to be torn to 
pieces ; they' chofe the former, 
and fwam a-fhore. The bear, 
how mailer of the boat, whence 
the enemy battered him, was fo 
'feverely galled with the ftrokes* 
and wounds he had received, that 
he made no attempt to forlow, 
but continued in the boat; other- 
wife' he might have foon over- 
taken them, and had ample re- 
venge, as he could fwim three 
times fader than they. 

They ran immediately to the 
houfe for guns, and when they 
came back, faw him fitting in 
the boar, dipping one of his 
paws now and then in the water, 
and wauYmg his ' wounds ; on 
which, levelling their pieces, they 
fhot him dead. 

The landlord of the houfe I 
put up at, when this ftory was 
told, fhewed me one of the paws 
of this bear, which, on account 
of its great fize, he kept as a cu- 
rio fit y ; and added, that be was as 
large as any yearling calf. So 
that one may eafily conceive the 
l.avoc and deftru&ion committed 
iii a country fo much infefted 
with fdeh monftrous and raven- 
ous animals, efpecially on fheep, 
the.fimpleft and fili'ieft of alt 



creatures, who fall an eafy prey 
to beairs of far Jeft magnitude 
and ftrength. Many of, thefc 
barmlefs, yet ufeful animals,, 
were •deftroyed by bears iu this 
very neighbourhood, where .One 
man fuftained the lofs of thirty of 
his (beep within a very (tiort. 
fpace of time, and even youn* 
cattle were often devoured and 
carried off by them ; though 
they prefer (wine when they can 
get them, to any other animals. 



Original Anecdotes of Hunt- ; 

ING /^BEAR in RvSSfA. 

HUNTING, to thofe who 
extend their views to an . 
early (late of fociety, where man 
is obliged to contend for domi- 
nion with the ferocious beafts of 
the defert, or to find a'fubfiftence 
from the animals he can fubdue, 
becomes a fubjecl highly in- 
tereftjng. An eaftern prince, at a. • 
very early period, was celebrated 
as u a mighty hunter before the 
Lord i" and the names of Hercu- 
les and Thefeus have become 
immortal on account of their pe- 
culiar eminer.ee in this art. In- 
deed nothing (o much difco vers 
the vaft pre-eminence which man 
enjoys above all the other parts 
of the animate creation, as the . 
hiftojy of hunting. Raofack 
every corner of the globe, in 
avevy Irate of fociety you find 
man poflVfs a decided dominion 
over every other animal. 

By observing their faculties 
their habits, and propenfitios, he 
learns equally to fubdue the 
ftrongeft, and to overtake the 
fwiftefl of the animate creation. 
Nothing eludes his grafp; and * 
the ingenuity which the moll . 
favage tribes difcovrr, in thwart ' 
of overcoming the animals that ' j 
molcit them, or thofe that mi- '■ 

nifter ] 
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Mfter to their fubfiftance, will 
often fill with aftomthment the 
minds of the rooft civilized peo- 
ple. It is from threfe uncultiva- 
ted people alone, who from ne- 
ceffiry are obliged to (forty the 
manners of. the brute creation 
with attention, that civilized na- 
tions can acquire a proper know- 
ledge of thefe creatures. To the 
natural id, therefore, the hiftory 
of hunrtng muft prove extremely 
iutertfting, and to no man can.it 
prove indifferent. 
. The mode of hunting the bear 
in Ruffia is very finglar. To 
encourage the peafenrs not to de- 
flroy thole animals clandeftinely 
among themfelvcs, for tbe< fkin, 
hams, greafe, &c« (all profitable 
articles) at leaft not to deftroy 
them in a certain diftrict round 
Peterfburgh, within the range of 
the, imperial hunj, an, edict offers, 
for every bear pointed out by a 
peafant, a fack or cool of corn for 
feed, with ten rubles in money, 
which he receives at the grand 
huntfman's office in St. Ptrterf- 
bnrgh : and when it isconfiriered 
what they lofe by not killing ip 
themfelves, by the deftrudtion of 
their corn, and by the time em- 
ployed in coming to town, and 
attending the chafe, the reward 
is not extravagant* 

Four winters ago, a peafant 
having given infoimation at the 
grand Veneur's office, of> a bear 
having been found in a wood, 
about twenty verfts beyond her 
majeily's country palace of Ra- 
nenbome, the veneur Potemkin, 
the fecond in the department or 
the imperial hunt, fet out in.pur- 
f'lit of it, with a number of 
huntfmen, armed, as ufual on 
tbefe occasions, with guns, fpears, 
and cutlafles, or couteau de chaje. 
The veneur was accompanied, on 
this occafion, by the two Sena- 
tors, Couat Alexey Rofomffky, 



and. Mr. de Sadouofffkv, with the 
mailer of the horfe, General Ri- 
\ bender, and Mr. John Farquhar- 
fon, a North Briton, and a keen 
fportfman. 

On the arrival of the 'party at 
the wood, the pea fan t pointed 
out the winter habitation of the 
bear, which at that feafott is re- 
markabiy lazy; the hunters im- 
mediately took two' pieces of/ 
thread net, fuch as i« ufed to 
catch patridges; and, after cut*' 
ting a little avenue through the 
brum wood with their cutiaties, 
for fonae di ft a nee behind and be- 
fore the bear, lined the walk they 
had thus cut out for the animal, 
with the two long pieces of net, 
a fence, weak as it may appear,; 
which that (irong and furious 
animal never ventures to break : 
(o that they are fure. he will en- 
deavour to efcape in the direc- 
tion of the avenue, at each end 
of which certain death awaits 
him ; from the gentlemen hunt- 
ers at one, and the huntfmen at 
the other. 

This preliminary arrangement 
being made, the huntfmen began 
to make as much noife behind 
him as poffible, to drive him in 
the oppofite direction, where the 
gentlemen were filently waiting 
to (hoot him on his approach, 
fupported by a rank of fpearmen, 
who advance if the hunters mifs 
their aim, and are affailed by the 
furious animal, rendered always 
fo by the difcharge of a gun, es- 
pecially if he fhould be wounded. 
Nothing remarkable happened 
in this firfr chafe, except that the 
bear, inftead of running to the 
expected direction, from the 
noife, and towards the noble - 
fportfmen, , turned fuddenly on 
the hallooing huntfmen, and 
overturned one of them (though 
without injury) before he was 
difpatched by the others. 
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.It ifrc«riou$> however, to ob;- 
fcrve, in the above fimplc ar- 
rangement; the wonderful effect 
of A\e thread net, which has ef> 
feclually fet bounds to the li- 
berty and courfe of fueh a vigo- 
fpus animal, as if it had been 
made with bars of iron; fuch is 
hisinftinftive aversion to what 

5a& the appearance of a toil i In- 
eed it' is Angular that the Ruf- 
fians ihonld have difcovered this 
trait in bruin's character. 

Another mouftrous bear was 
met by a fingle huntfman about 
ail hour after; when he was at a 
iliftance from his companions, 
Rearing about for game. The 
noifc made by the huntfman and 
* the newly difcovered animal, 
drew the party of gentlemen to 
the fpot, and they beheld with 
aftonifttment a large bear on his 
hind legs, fighting with a man, 
who happened to be without his 
couteau de chafe, the ufcfui and

made on the poifons-of Lama 
and Ticunas, brought to France 
by M. de la Condamine, from 
South America. This gentleman 
gave a part to Mr. Heriflant, 
who wiftted.to ascertain whether' 
trie reports concerning the vio- 
lent effects of thefe fpecies of poi« 
fon were true or falfe. He ac- 
cordingly began to prepare the 
poifon in the way Mr. dc la Con- 
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damiae informed him the Ame- 
rican did : but in his proceedings 
he met with two accidents, either 
of which might have co ft him his 
life. 

He under flood tiut the proper 
method was* to difiblve the poi- 
fonous fubftance he received, in 
water, and to evaporate the rota- 
tion till it became thick and datk 
coloured. He began the procefs, 
but the fumes aim oft deprived 
him of his fenfes, and had he not 
taken a large quantity of fugar 
diftblved in wine, which was pre* 
fcribed as an antidote, he might' 
have fallen fuffoqated and lifelcfs,* 
on the Jloor of his room* » 

At another time he effe&ed 
the procefs completely, and cork- 
ed the .liquid in a fmall bottle, 
and locked it up ; bar w idling to 
begin his intended cod rfe of ex- 
periments, he one day took the 
phial containing 4he poifon, into 
his h*nd, when in a moment the 
-cork Hew. to the cieling of the 
chamber, and the liquor ran 
ftrearming over his hand. In this 
iecond dilemma heconftgnedhim- 
it\( to an cnevitable and fpeedy 
dearth. It happened, however, 
thai there was no wound or 
puncture on his (kin, by which 
the poifon could penetrate to the 
blood, therefore. waihing effec- 
tually removed the danger. 

Having efcaped tbeie misfor- 
tunes, he began his experiments 
on the 6th of June, 1748. He 
piade a little wound about three 
lines* in length, in the hinder 
leg of a rabbit, and put a bit of 
cotton moiftened in the poifon of 
Ticunas to the place; the crea- 
ture died fuddenly in his hand, 
without exhibiting any fign of 
pain, before he had time to put 
a bandage on, as he intended. 
This experiment was repeated the

fame day, on fcv*n different ani- 
mals, all of which tiied in left 
than a minute* 

June 7, be dipped the point of 
a lancet into the poifon, aed» 
pricked focne cats with the in- 
ftrurnenr». all of which died in 
lefs than 4 three minutes.— -June 8, 
he made an incifion with a lancet, 
between the ears of a cat, and 
with a pencil pat into.it a drop, 
of the poifon of Ticunas, mixed 1 
with that of Lamas : in an inftant 
the creature died in his hands. 

June 9, he tried experiments isa 
the fame manner on. Jjfh, reptiles 
and infe&s, none of which were 
affe&ed by theipoifon. 

There are many more* experi- 
ments of the fame kind mentioned 
by Mr. Heireflant, but thefe wilt 
clearly (hew the accounts we 
have often read, not. to be fabu- 
lous. This gentleman obferves 
alio, that the animals which have 
been killed by the means here 
fpoken of, are not in the lea ft 
unfit for ufe ; they may be eaten 
without any ill conferences* 

In the preparation* of the poi- 
fon of Tiennas, it is faid the 
care of the boiling is entrufted to 
a criminal; and at the time the 
perfoji becomes fuffocated by the 
fumes, it is concluded to be fuf-. 
ficiently boiled*.

hounds; it is fo hot a foil, that 
in the be ft packs, there are not 
many hounds that wilt bunt it ; 
you muft fpllow thofe hounds 
that can, and rry to hit her off 
where file breaks her foil ; whicii 
file probably will foon do, as (he 
now flatters herfeif flte is Secure. 
When the fcent lies bad in cover, 
file will fometimes feem . to hunt 
the hounds. 

As pufs takes her circuit (fays 
the author of EfTays on Sporting) 
judgment is often made of her 
gender, A buck gives fufpiciou 
by beating the hard paths, ftony. 
highways, and taking a ring of a 
large extent in proportion to the 
compafv of. his tc^d and exei cife,« 
which may be gueiTed at, from, 
the quantity of ground the dogs 
trailed, over: it being worthy of 
notice, that, in the progress of . 
the chafe, a hare 'will: go;o*Tjc a 
great part of the trailed land, and 
vifit her works of the" preceding, 
night and morning; mvlefs (he 
takes end ways, which, after a 
ring or fo, a buck is apt to do, 
and loiter a vaft way on frefh 
ground, without offering to re-, 
turn.

According to the ground (he 
runs, the fieldmen are to ftation 
themfelves: no two are to ftand 
prating together ; let each purfue 
the method he thinks be ft for af- 
fifting the dogs, and his own di- 
verfion. This is the time to give 
tokens pf (kill and judgment. If 
any perfons are lying back, or 
guarding the foil, I recommend 
Standing alone as privately and 
quietly aspoffible. 

When the hounds are at a 



check, make your huntfman l 
(land ftill, nor fdffer him to move 
his horfc9 ope way or the other. 
Hounds lead naturally towards 
the fcent, and, if you fay nothing 
to them, will foon recover if. 
When they are at fault, let not a 
word be (aid : let fuch as follow 
them ignorantly and unworthily, 
(land all aloof; for while fuch 
are chattering, not a hound will 
hunt. Among the ancients, it 
was reckoned an HI omen to 
fpeak in hunting, — •* I wife," 
fays |Mr„ Beckford, " it were 
thought fo now : when I am in 
the field, I never wi(h to hear 
any other tongue than that of the 
hound.*— A neighbour of mine 
was fo truly a hare-hunter, in this 
particular, that he would not fuf- 
fer any peifon to fpeak a word, 
when his hounds were at fault:— 
A gentleman happening to cough, 
he rode up to him immediately* 
and fa id, / toifi^fr'y with all my, 
heart, that your cough was better^*

Of Breeding and Rearing 
Game Cocks. 

(Continued from page J$*) 

MANY perfons inexperien- 
ced in the art of breeding 
fowls, have declared they did not 
think it neceffkry that a hen 
(hould be confined % while her - 
chickens are young: but fuppote 
a hen (hould lay a clutch of eggs 
fecretly |in Jartuary, as it is not 
uncom- 
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uncommon for young hens to Jay 
in that month, and fit upon them; 
consequently the chickens, if at 
all, muft be hatched in February, 
when, if the hen is not taiun 
within doora, but fuffered to 
range where (he pleafes, the cold 
northerly winds and wet weather, 
which are' ufual at that feafon of 
the year, will deftroy the whole 
of them. 

Breeders differ greatly in opi- 
nion with refpect to tha food gi- 
vco to chickens, for the fir ft ten 
or twelve days after they are 
hatched. They, grow bed when 
fed with bred and egg, mixed 
in the fame manner avfor young 
canary-birds: and if the. weather 
happens to be fo wet that yon are 
obliged to keep them in a room, 
give them once a day bones of 
mutton or raw beef to pick ; for 
as they are deprived, by.coafine- 
roent, of the infects and worms 
which they would be picking up 
when ranging about in the fields 
ir is neceffary they (hould have 
fome meat; and* when given in 
■ this manner, it anfwers the pur* 
pofe better than cutting: it foe 
xhem ; as it- not only tends to af* 
fift them in the quick digeftion 
of their food, but affords them 
exercife and amufemeiit. 

Great attention' (hould be paid 
to the changing, of their water 
very frequently ; for, as it is gi- 
ven them in very (hallow ve(Tels f 
they foon make it dirty by often 
running through it, whether in a 
room, or without doors; be (ides, 
when the hen is out, (as (he 
(hould always be. placed where 
the fun (hines) the water gets 
warm by the fmallnefs of its 
quantity* and becomes .very dif- 
agreeable -to them: they fre- 
quently refufe or negle& to drink 
v it, but the: inftant yoM give them 
. frefti water, they fofactimes drink 
fo immoderately of it as to make 



RtliemieJvesfick; which ought to 
be prevented. , 

When your chickens are a fort- 
night old, begin feeding tbetn on 
barley, and let your hens have 
their liberty : but if yon (hould 
not have the conveniency of 
running water, take care to place 
the veffels from which they are 
to drink on the (hady fide of the 
houfe;and thc^ofteneryou change 
their water the better. Take 
care alfo to feed your chickens 
en a place where there is gravel, 
which may be effected- by having 
three or four cart loads of that 
foil thrown up in the fame man* 
rrer as a bank that feparates two 
fields ; and, at feeding time, feat* 
ter their barley on both fides of 
it, which will in lome mcafore 
prevent your hens from beating 
each other's thickens, . and your 
early dutches froni worrying the 
hitter ones. It will <alfe tend to 
the preformation of their health, 
foe as they cannot help eating, 
(in* wet weather) a quantity, of 
whatever foil* the corn. Js feat* 
tared upon, you may. he Jffured 
gravel is the wholefomeft. , 
. Be- particular in preventing 
them from* drinking any (bap- 
fads, or from getting to any filthy 
places; for if they. do, ft eagea* 
ders di (tempers in them, which 
often terminate in the roop ; a 
diforder for which there are 
many remedies r but none fo ef- 
fectual as that* of breaking, their 
necks ; a practice I would always 
recommend, as foon as you are 
certain that any one has that dif- 
order, Some perJbns, indeed, 
fuppofe fowls have* the roop, 
when they have only : milter re- 
fembling water running from 
their noftrils, which is occasioned 
by a cold* This, it muft ho ad- 
mitted, is the firft flage of that 
diftemper; but if you change 
their walk, and>takex*areof them, 

they 
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they will recover without being' 
fo much tyirt as to prevent their 
being bred from. The conftitu- 
tioa of a fowl is not always im- 
paired, though his head has been 
fo much fwelled by a cold, that 
cores have been cut out from un- 
der his eyes; for this has been a 
fudden attack, and a fudden re* 
co very j 4>ut be a flu red, if they 
do not get rid of their running 
on changing their walk, and it 
becomes thick and ftinkfc, they 
have got the roope. 

The proper times xd feed your 
'Chickens are, in the morning 
when you let them out, at noon, 
and about an hour before you let 
them go to rooft: and do not 
give them more at once than they 
can eat; that it to fay, there 
ihfruld jaot always be victuals upon 
the grave), as they will jiot then 
take that exercife which it is ne- 
cefiary they fhould ; any more 
than they will if they are kept 
too long without feeding. 

If your breeding hens have all 
got chickens, as it is probable 
they may, by fitting on their fe- 
cond clutches of t^gs^ take up 
your cock, and put him to ano- 
ther walk; for by the hen's being 
engaged, and not accompanying 
him, be will grow vifcious and 
morofe, and perhaps beat the 
chickens, which, by being young 
and incapable of bearing his 
Mows, will pine away and die: 
befides, by his being feat away, 
the hens will take care of them 
tnooh longer. As- foon as you 
can well diftinguiih. the different 
fpecies between the chickens, 
break the necks of all the pul- 
lets, unlefs you mean to fave any 
to breed from,; for as you muu 
break their necks when they are 
three or four months old, the ex- 
peace and trouble you will be at 
. Jn keeping them fo long, and 
-feeding diem as you do the ieft,

will be more than they are worth 
for the table : befides, as you bred 
them to have fo much bone, the 
expence you have been at for bar* 
' ley, will buy chickens which will 
eat much better* But foppofing 
your (ituation in Jife ts fuch, 
that the expence is not an object 
entitled to your notice, it would 
hediminiihing their number.which 
is certainly a material considera- 
tion, as they would consequently . 
thrive the fatter. In (hort, it 
would probably prevent yourgiv. 
ing any away ; for when you are 
vifited by any of your friends, 
the/ may naturally be induced 9 
by feeing fo many pullets, Jo 
folicit one; and if they (hould 
be perfons you would wi(b to 
oblige, (or even, not to offend) 
you cannot but comply with the 
requeft; the conefequence of which 
will be, that if ever any of thefe 
gentlemen fliould take part in a 
match againft you, your cocks 
will have to fight againft their De- 
lations; and the (kill and power, 
which your care-and management 
has effected in the improvement 
of the breed, will be esercifed 
againft yourfelf.

St, Bernard, near Antwerp, he 
faw carp come at the whittling of 
the feeder. Other fi&cs do the 
fame. A.i 
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A. But why 60 you (zyjtfies f 
is not the word fifli* plural ? 

B. Not when it accompanies 
J oaves— we then fay, "haves and 
j&ks.". The clergy are fond of 
undemanding it in this way ; but 
as a noun of multitude, fijk is cer- 
tainly plural. With regard to 
diilinct fpecies of fifli, custom 
and authority teach a different 
doctrine : for example, we fay, 
thefe are very fine mackerel^ fine 

Jalmen^ fine carp 9 fine dace, and 
fine cod : inftead of fine mac- 
kerels, fine falmons, fine carps, 
fine daces, and fine cods. But 
with regard to many other kinds 
of fifh, the plural is generally 
fignified by 'the final s, as in eels, 
foles, fmelts, gudgeons, herrings, 
fprats, &c«

Curious Naerative concerning a 
Cat and two Hares.

THERE is a fpecies of diver* 
fion which is enjoyed in 
the higheft perfection in Ireland. 
To a true fportfman, nothing 
can equal the Jpirit and elevating 

joy 
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joy of a flag-hunt on the lake of 
Kilarney. This may appear a 
blundtr, but believe me it is plain 
good Eaglifb ; for it is positively 
a huot upon the water ; the gen- 
tlemen- who attend are generally 
in boats on the lake during the 
djverfion 

. The (tag is foil fed from the 
woods which fkirt the lake, and 
generally from thofe which 
grow along the ftraight between 
the lakes, where there are many 
that grow wild by nature, and 
arc very properly called wild 
(tag*. TheJ are often feen feed- 
ing among the woods, o;i the de- 
clivities of the mountains, which 
flope on this ferpcntine valley: 
borfes are not employed in this 
diverfionj as they cannot be of 
any fervice. 

The bottoms and fides of the 
mountains are almoft univerfally 
cohered with woods, and the de- 
clivities are fo long and fteep, 
that no horfe could either make 
his was in the bottom, or afcend 
thefe impracticable hills: it is 
feldom, indeed, that the (lag will 
attempt to afcend them* It is 
a I mart impoflible to follow the 
hunt by land, either on foot or 
on horleback ; the chafe is along 
the valley in the woods, and over 
the few (mall lawns verging upon 
the lake, which, from their foft. 
Jiefs, are generally impafiable* 
The only place, therefore, for 
the fpe&ator to enjoy the diver- 
fion without infupportable fa- 
tigue, is on the lake; where the 
cry of the hounds, the harmony 
of the horns refounding from the 
bills on every fide, the universal 
(bouts of joy among the vallies, 
and from the fides of the moun, 
tains, which are often lined with 
people on foot, who attend in 
jaft numbers, and go through 
infinite labour to partake and af- 
fiil in the amufement, re-echoing 



from hill ' to hill, from rock to 
rock, give the higheft joy and 
fatufa&ion thfat imagination can 
conceive of the chafe, and per- 
haps can be. no where enjoyed 
with that fpirit and fubltme ele- 
vation of foul that. a thorough- 
bred fportfraan feej* at a dag- 
hunt on the Lake of Kilarney. 
There is, however, one imminent 
danger that awaits him, which if 
that he may forget where he is, 
and jump out of the boat. 

When the flag is hotly pur- 
fued, and wearied with the con- 
usant difficulty of making a way 
with his lofty ramified antlers- 
through the woods which every 
where oppofe bis flight, the terri- 
fying cry. of his open-mouthed 
purfuers at his heels, no wonder 
if, in the few critical moments 
he irow has to confult his fafety, 
that he (hould lock towards the 
lake as the only aiylum ; or, if 
defperate the choice, that he 
(hould prefer drowning to being 
torn in pieces by his mercilefs 
purfuers — Once more he looks 
upwards, but the hills are infur- 
mountable : and the Woods but 
lately his favourite friends, now 
refute him (belter; and, as if in 
league with his inveterate ene- 
mies, every way oppofe his pa f- 
fage. A moment longer he (tops 
—looks back — fees bis deftru&ioa 
inevitable, the blood hounds are 
at his heels, their roarings at- 
tack his ears with redoubled fury 
at the fight of their defrined vic- 
tim. The choice muft be imme-r 
diately made— »with tears of def* 
peration he plunges into the 
lake. But, alas ! his fate is fixed,. 
His thread is cut afundeiWie ef* 
capes but for a few minutes frorti 
one merceltfs enemy, to fall into 
the hands of another equally re- 
lentlefs. His antlers are this 
ruin— the. Ihouting boatmen fur- 
round the unhappy fwimmer in 

his 
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his way to the neareft ifland. 
They baiter him, drag him into 
the boat, and conduit him to the 
land in triumph* He dies an un- 
defended death, His fpirit flies 
into the Devil's Punch Bowl, (a 
very deep part of the lake) his flefh 
goes into a pafty, and thus con- 
eludes the flag-hunt.

Instructions for Shooting 
well. 

(Continued from page 56.^ 

THE method by which to avoid 
mi fling acrofs (hot, whether 
it be flying or running, is not only 
to take aim before the obje.lt, 
1>ut likewife not involuntarily to 
flop the mtftion of the arms at 
the moment of pulling the trig- 
ger ; for the inftant the hand 
flops IP order to fire, though the 
ipaceof time is almoft impercep- 
tible, the object; if a biid, gets 
beyond the line of aim, and the' 
ibot will fly behind it : and if a 
hare or rabbit is (hot at in this 
manner, whilft running, and 
efpecially if at a diftance, the 
animal will only be (lightly 
ftruck in the buttocks, and will 
be taken but by hazard. 

When a bird, however, is fly- 
ing in a ftraight line from the 
frooter, this fault can do no 
harm ; the object can hardly ef- 
cape, if the piece be but tolera- 
bly well directed, unlefs, indeed, 
it is fired at the moment the 
game fprings, and before the 
birds have taken a horizontal 
flight. In. that cafe, if the hand 
(hould flop ever fo little, at the 
inftant of firing, the fpo t rtfman, 
will ihoot low, and inevitably 



mifs the mark. It therefore -be* 
comes extremely eflential to ac- 
cuftom the hand, in taking aim, 
to follow the object, without 
fufpending the motion in the 
Itaft degree, which is a capital 
point towards acquiring tlie art 
of (hooting well 4 the contrary 
habit/ which it is very difficult 
to correct when once contracted, 
prevents that perfon from attain-* 
ing perfection in the art, who, in 
other refpects, may eminently 
pofiefs quicknefs of fight, arid 
fteadinefs of aim. 

It is eflential tn a crofs (hot, to 
aim before the object, in propor- 
tion to its diftance at the time of 
firing. Should a partridge, for 
inftance, fly acrofs at the diftance 
of thirty or .thirty five paces, it 
will be (ttflicient to take aim at 
the head* or at mod, but a froall 
fpace before. The fame rule 
will nearly hold in the cafes of 
(hooting quail, woodcock, phea- 
fant, or wild duck, though they 
move their wings flower than the 
patiidge: hut when the object 
is fifty, fix.ty, or feventy paces, 
diftant, it is neceflary to aim at 
leaft half a foot before the head. 
The fame practice (hould be ob- 
ferved in (hooting at a hare or 
rabbit, when running in a crofs 
direction, making due allowance 
for the diftance, and for the fwift- 
nefs of the pace. 

In (hooting at a very diftant 
object, aim (hould be taken a lit* 
tie above it, becaufe (hot, as well 
as ball, have but a certain range 
in point blank, beyond which 
each begins to defcribe the curve 
of the parabola. 

If a hare runs in a ftraight line 
from the (hooter, he fliouid take 
his aim between the ears, or he 
will run the hazard of mif$ng, or 
at lea ft of not completely killing, 
or killing clean in the language of 
the fields, A true fjportfmao, am* 
v bitions 
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, bitious of (hooting well, is not fa- 
tisfied with breaking the wing of 
a partridge, or the thigh of a hare, 
when he (hoots at a fair diftance; 
. for in ftich cafe the hare, or the ' 
'partridge, ought to be fhbt in 
. fach a manner that it fhould re- 
main in- the place where it falls, 
and -not require, the afliftarfce of 
the dogs to take it: but if he 
(hoots at a great diftance, it is 
i no reproach lhat the partridge is 
fioaly winged, or the hare wound- 
ed fo that it cannot efcape. 
Practice foon teaches the 
Lfportfman the proper diftance at 
'which he fhould (hoot. The 
I diftance at which he ought infal- 
libly to kill any ki?d of game, 
- with patent (hot, No. 3, provided 
, the aim be well taken, is from 
twenty-five to thirty-five paces 
for. the footed, and from forty to 
.forty-five paces for the winged 
game* Beyond this diftance, 
even to fifty or fifty-five paces, 
both partridge and hares are fame- 
times killed ; but in general the 
hares are only (lightly wounded, 
and carry away the (hot, and the 
partridge, at that diftance, pre- 
fect fo fmall a furface, that they 
frequently «fcape untouched be- 
tween the vacant fpaces of the 
circle. Yet it does not follow 
that a partridge may not be kil- 
led with No. 3 patent (hot, at 
!.$Xty, and even -at feventy paces 
.diftance, but thefe (hot are ex- 
tremely rare, 

Thofe who know the range of 
•.fowling-piece and the clofenefs 
of its ftiot, give little credit to 
the romances of thofe fportfmen, 
who, by their own accounts, daily 
kill, with (hot No. 3, at the dif- 
tance of ninety, .and one hundred 
paces. Some, indeed, go fo far 
as to aflert that they, have killed, 
with this fized (hot, hares at one 
hundred and ten paces, and phea- 
fants at one hundred and twenty. 



It vs poflible however, that with 
(hot No. 5, a man may have kil- 
led a hare or a partridge at one 
hundred and ten, or one hundred 
and twenty paces ; but thefe (hot 
are fo extraordinary, and occur 
fo feldom, thrt the whole life of 
a fportfman will hardly afford, 
more than two'or three inftances ; 
and when it does fo happen, it 
tvill.be found to be by a (ingle 
pellet, which, by great chance, has 
hit either, the wing or the head of 
the partridge, or has ftruck th« 
head of the hare, by which he is 
thinned, or perhaps has penetra- 
ted the fmall part of the (houlder, 
where, to prevent the wound 
being mortal, there is only a very 
thin (kin, which being ft retched 
by the animal in running, is more 
liable to be pierced with the (hot.*

1 of its twelfth edition) in the re- 
moteft corner of the three king- 
doms, to feel any additional cir* 
eolation or applaufe from the 
grateful eulogium of an admiring 
individual. 

After animadverting • freely 
upon M. la Foflfes's defining feven 
kinds of Glanders, and his numet- 
rous difcoveries in confequence, 

T. obferves, " the. cures (of La 
Foffe) almoft incredible are then 
enumerated," — * 4 you are told of 
three borfes he trepanned each in 
two places : the internal parts 
were conftantly fy ringed, and they 
were / perfectly recovered ; the 
wound aad perforation filling up 
in twenty, fix days ; the horfes 
fuffering no inconvenience from 
the operation, though after this ex- 
riment they were put to death.* 

After many happy allufions to, 
and mod judicious remarks upon 
what has been in part quoted. 
Mr. T. proceeds to obferve, *• It 
is impoffible to pafs over the 
fineife of the Frenchman, or the 
kind ne ft and credulity of his co- 
pyift*, without faying fomething 
in animadverfion upon this at* 
tempt to impofe upon the world 
in general, without even the ba- 
fis of confiftency for a founda- 
tion.^ After again fyftematically 
expo fin g the fallacy of ftich re* 
prefentatioo, and introducing a 
ftory of Deau Swift directly in 
point, he fays, " I cannot rcfift 
the temptation I feel to tranfpofe 
ibis language, and difplav it in 
plain Englifii thus: In fa&, de- 
prive tttti horfe of half his head, in 
compliment to the pecuniary feel-

ings of the farrier : and if you 
find the remaining half Will not 
anfwer the purpofe of the whole* 
cut his throat, or fhodt him 
through the head, to fave the 
operator's credit." He then begs 
to introduce " a fecond fiory not 
altogether inapplicable to this 
complicated chapter upon heads. 1 ' 
*• A certain chymift having 
dedicated much time, trouble, 
and expence to the preparation 
of a balfamic elixir, brought it at 
laft to fo great a degree of per- 
fection, that it would, upon the 
firft application, inttantaneoufly 
incarnate, cicatrize, and cure a 
wound of the mod dreadful" ap-. 
pearance; having confirmed the 
difcovery by a number of infe- 
rior inftances, he applied to bit 
friend and fervant John, to fit 
down and have hi* bead taken off 
and replaced with the elixir, to 
denionftrate its efficacy. Bat 
John knowing his duty better, de- 
clined, in compliment to his na(- 
ter, who he infilled upon it, was 
entitled to the preference, as the 
original inventor, and cunfe- 
quently to all the credit and 
emolument ; the matter, (but not 
without fome reluctance) fubmit- 
ted to the equity of John's deci- 
Son, who ftparated his matter's 
head from the body moft chirur- 
gically ; when having batted both 
head and trunk with the elixir of 
all elixirs, he inttantly replaced 
it ; when, to the happy admira- 
tion of both matter and man, -the 
former (after a temporary torpi- 
tude) recovering, walked towards 
the looking-glafs, where finding 
his face turned towards the 
(houlders, accufed * his confidant 
of having put his head on the 
wrong way. Who moft prudently 
and judicioufly replied, he Had 
fo done to infurehis matter's cre- 
dit ; for he was very certain if 
he had not, the world would ne- 
ver 
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•rer have believed it had been off. 

This introduction, is fo truly 
applicable to the cafe you have 
defcribed, that 1 am certain no 
apology is neceffary for the li- 
berty of tranftnitting the quota- 
tion : nor indeed can it be con- 
firmed into an improper confi- 
dence to prefume as before hint- 
ed, that neither you or me, are 
verfed in the knowledge of muf- 
cles, tendons, or offifications even 
upon infpe&ion; and I remem- 
ber the above well known author 
of " The Dofe for the Doflors, 
(by Gregory Glyfter,") there fays 
" a medical man mould always be 
qualified by his genius and volu- 
bility to make' wrong appear 
right, or right wrong; conse- 
quently that a profeflbr has the 
privilege before presidents, vice 
prefidents, titled directors, and 
mechanical members, to demon- 
ftrate whatever may furprife, and 
to admire every fafhionable in- 
traduction of imaginary fuperio- 
rity from the long Handing mark 
of continental deception. 

Of the operation before us, it 
muft be admittedy the general cla(s 
of mankind are not enabled to 
judge of its portability, or to decide 
upon its fuccefs : the fountain of 
information muft be derived from 
profeflional ability and experi- 
ence. And as 1 there can be no

For to conclude in the 
words of that. celebrated author,, 
under the fame head "glanders" 
" A long experience and want of 
fafhionable flexibility, has efta- 
bliraed in me fo great a degree of 
incredulity, that I am equally in- 
fenfible to the novelty of a man, 
in a quart bottle, a ghoft in Cock 
lane, the taking off one half a nor- 
fe's head to relieve the other ; or 
curing every (incurable) difeafe 
to which human nature us liable 
by a mercurial drop, an antimo- 
nial pill, a vegetable fyrup, or an 
astherial ipirit," though propaga* 
ted under the believing and ap*» 
proving fanelion of the Editors 
of the Sporting Magazine.

7o Honourable Sport/men of every 
Denomination. 

Brothers, 

BEING in company with fe- 
veral friends at a public en- 
tertainment, one of the party 
extravagantly commended the 
goodneis of a malt liquor called 
fmall^ or table beer, appealing to 
. the judgement of another who ac- 
cidentally was of opinion that the 
liquor fowarmlycommended could 
cot be good ; for all ale to be 
good mud be ilrojig : and this 
Teems to have been the belief of 
all men of underftanding in the 
re more ft ages of antiquity. It is 
of this ftrong or good ale I am now 
about to write. 

I (hall not at prefent examine 
when this liquor called ftrong 
ale, was invented, or who was 
the inventor of it, though in the 
fequel I may hint of that, J have 
very good authority to prove 
good ale of Egytian origin ; and 
that the name it goes by at pre- 
fent in that country, is the firft 
or mod ancient name of it, that 
is to fay,£oa;2&y 9 from whence un- 
doubtedly is derived our Englifh 
word to bou>fe f which properly 
means to drink heartily of ftrong 
pr good ale ; for we never fay 
of a man w'ho is \ifed to drink 
wine in large quantities, that 
Jie is a boivjing fellow, but pnly 
of, a ftrong ale or beer drinker. 
This word botvzy,, (I affert from 
Dr. Shaw and the learned Dr. 
Peacock, is derived from Bufiris^ 
the name of a city in Delta, fo 
called from its having the tomb 
pf Ofiris* in it, which was erected 
by Ifis : for Bufiris> in the Egyp- 
tian language, fignifies the tomb 
of Ofiris, -*r>d this I ttjink goes to 



prove good ale to be of great an- 
tiquity. 

Refpcctihg its good qualities, 
brother fportfmen, there can be 
no room to doubt, that jhe great 
drinkers of wine, brandy, rum, 
hollands, and all fcalding fpirits 
are the main pillars of the fa- 
culty; gout, emaciated bodies, 
and a fpeedy decay of nature, are 
the hourly attendants on thefe, 
while the bowfer of good ale is the 
picture of health, plenty, and 
good humour; his ft a mi n a is im- 
proved, he gives a race of beings 
to the world worth the fun to look 
on,and the good ale bowfer retains 
his faculties to the lateft period 
of human exiftence, when like a 
full tipe filbert he (lips the (hell 
of life, and drops into the grave, 
refpected by all good fellows; and 
this I think a fufficient argument •' 
for its particular recommenda- 
tion. 

If it were neceflary, I would 
prove how much good ale has 
been the delight and admiration 
of all nations upon earth Wt 
learn from Athenacus, that it 
had been long commended for its 
excellent qualities ; Sophocles ex* 
tols it to the clouds in his Trip* 
tolemus : Hecatacus prefers it >u 
his Euiopae, Periodus, Arifto 
phanes, in (ho it a thoufand of 
the moft learned of antiquity have 
fung or ftid highly of ftrong ale, 
which certainly goes to prove its 
great respectability. 

The ancient learned of our 
own nation have nqt been behind 
in their commendations of good 
ale : to obtain a cup of this and a 
capon, the lufty father of a con- 
vent was never without an ex- 
cufe for penetrating the abodes 
of plenty and hofpitality* 

With rofy gills the prieft of yore 
Entered the farm on conference fcore ; 

I'thc 
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Fthe wicker chair he fat him down, 
IV, obfcquious family around, 
Attended to his folemn tale. . 

'Twas not for them his rev'rence came, 
The archer took a higher aim ; 
He knew mine hod prefcrv'd a calk, 
For's confeience keeper kept a flafk ; 
His errand was for nut-brown ale* 

This b4ings to my recollection 
fome excellent old rhymes in 
praife of good ale* I was once fo 
pleafed with them that I took a 
tranfeript from a MifTal, the pro- 
duction of the poet»laureat Sir 
John Gower, dated (if I miftake 
not) 1382; rhymes which I think 
go to prove what no good fel- 
low will deny, that good ale was 
a favourite beverage with good 
Englifh bowfers of antiquity.

Take white hellebore root in 

powders, fix ounces^ 
Sulphur vivum, half a pound* 
Black pepper in powder and oil, 

of tartar per deliquum, each 

two ounces. 
Sal armoniac finely powdfe red, one 

ounce. 
Hog's lard, one pound,, olive oil 

half a pint. 

Mix well together, and let the 
affected parts be fubtyantially rub* 
bed with a moderate portion of the 
ointment every night and morn- 
ing for feven days; if the difeafe 
is of long (landing with a great 
degree of inveteracy, ler the ope- 
, ration be extended to nine. 

On the firft morning of the 
day that the above is brought iota 
ufe, give the dog one of -the fol- 
lowing purging balls, and let it 
be twice repeated at the di fiance 
of three clear days apart from the 
effect of the operation. 

Take jalap in powder thirty 
grains, calomel fix grains, ginger 
in powder three grains, conferve 
of hips or rofes half a drachm, 
(to conftityte an adhefipn of the 
ingredients) and a Uw d*'ops of 
fyrup of buckthorn, to form jbe 
mafs, which roll into a-round 
ball, and intlofed in a fmallpor* 
tion of frefli butter or larg\ firft 
made fiat upon a plate, and folded 
over the ball"; when opening the 
mouth, and laying it upon the 
root of the tongue (with a touch 
of the finger) it is fwalJowe4 in- 
ftantly. Though 1 have hardly 
ever feen an inftance where the 
dog refufed a voluntary accept- 
ance, when clofely covered with 
the grea/y temptations before de- 
fcribed. 

In a couple of days after the 
lad ufe of the ointment, the fab- 
jec> may be well wafhed with a 
lather of foap and warm water, 
when not the mod diftant doubt 
of a cure fteed be entertained.

VETERINARY COLLECT

THIS performance, which 
treats wholly of the nature of. 
horfe-flioeing, and the neceflary 
treatment of diforders in the 
foot, is divided into fix lecture*, 
preceded by a preliminary dif- 
courfeonthe origin of this branch 
of practice, the different perfons 
who have made it their particular 
ftudy, and an accouut of feveral 
inftitntions in France, fi miter to 
that at Pancras^ 

We have it in common with 
the reft of mankind tb reget that 
the diforders incident to the 
Horse, the mod noble and ge- 
nerous of the quadruped race, 
have too frequently been left to 
the care of the ignorant and fu»" 
perftitious. In the..prefent day, 
however, we have feveral men of 
fcience who have undertaken -to 
remove the rhafk, and among the . 
foremoU we (hall ciafs Mr. Tap- 
lin. Aided by fuch men, and by- 
the advantages which rouft natu* 
rally refult from the lectures de^ . 
, livcred 
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Krered by, the ingenious author 
of the work before us, we have 
to' hope, every obftacle that has 
hitherto flood in the way, will 
foon be removed ;' for ourfelves 
we may add, that the Sporting 
Magazine will ever be found 
open tocommunications that have 
a tendency to , promote fo de- 
firable an end. That our rea- 
ders may form fome idea of this 
work, in our prefent and two 
focceeding numbers, we (hall give 
Mr* SainbePs fifth lecture, which 
isqh. * 

FOUNDERING. 

The moft fevere and (tubborn 
difeafe, to which the horfe's foot 
is Jiable, and which is almoft 
ever fatal, unlefs fubdued in its 
origin, is beyond a doubt, that 
which is known under the name of 
foundering. It is to be confidered 
as a fluxion, more or lefs inflam- 
matory, which has its feat more 
particularly in the interior of the 
foot. 

This difeafe manifefts itfelf by 
the following fymptoms, which 
may be divided into common, 
and particular. The former are 
pain and heat in the feet, efpe- 
ciaiiy at the coronet; fuinefs or 
plethora in the vefleis of the 
legs ; a (hong pulfation in that 
part ; a fweliing in the (heath of 
the tendofts, and ajfo a fympto- 
tnatic fever/ when the difeafe be-? 
comes ferious ; whence refult fad- 
nefs and a diftafte for folid food ; 
but the latter fyroptoms only ap- 
pear, when the pain and inflam- 
mation aj*e incrqafed to a very 
intenfe degree. 

The particular fymptoms ap* 
pear in the flep of the animal 
when walking, and in thepofition 
of the legs when (landing (till. 
If a horfe, for inftance^ is foun- 
dered in his two fore feet, the 
great pain he feels in thofe parts, 



obliges hi,ra to throw back the 
weight of his body upon his 
hinder extremities, in fuch a 
manner as to biingthem forward 
very near to the centre of gra- 
vity; whilft the fore legs remain 
in an oblique direction, inclining 
from before, backwards. In this 
position, the loins of the animal 
are in a date of continual exer- 
tion, and if forced^ to walk, he 
experiences great difficulty in. 
moving, and his fore legs do not 
quit the ground, till his hind 
one's are brought very far forward 
under his body, the whole weight 
of which, they are obliged to 
fuftain. This painful tranflatioa 
of the body, obliges the horfe to 
bend the (pine, and this forced 
a&ion into the vertebrae of the 
loins, perfuades many farriers,, 
that the feats of the difeafe exifts 
in the mufcles of the back and 1 
loins, on which 'they apply re- 
medies of all kinds, the effects of 
which, as may be imagined, are 
always ufelefs, add often dange- 
rous. 

This treatment, erroneous in 
its principle, and unfuecefsfui in 
its iflue, determines the farrier 
to draw a confequence evidently 
falfe, by fuppofing that the dif- 
eafe has changed its place, and is 
fallen into the feet. - 

When the foundering is in the 
hind feet, the animal (lands in a 
pofitiori directly oppofite to that 
we have been- defcribing. He 
carries his body forward with 
his head low, and the anterior ex- 
tremeties under him, ,by which 
means the withers become lower 
than the croup; in fhort, the at- 
titude of all the parts proves, that 
nature is engaged in eating the 
hind feet, by throwing the weight 
of the mafs upon the fore feet. 
But as the hinder extremities are 
always particularly employed in 
projecting the body, i$ is eafy to 

con- 
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Conceive -how Very painful this 
effort muft be to the horfe, fince 
it is only with the fcw*e legs, that 
he is now able to effecYit* And, 

' jo fad, it is eafy to perceive the 

, ftatc of conftraint .under which 
the horfe labours, when he dis- 
places one of his fore legs; he 
hefitates fometimes before he 
moves it, and he has hardly ta- 

* ken it up, before he fpeedily re. 
places it on the ground, and du- 
ring this action the tremor and 
vacillation of the other fore-leg, 
denotes the excefs of weight which 
diftreffes it. 

This difeafe is rendered dan- 
gerous by the painful, and for- 

j ced ftate of the parts, inducing a 
con fide rable degree' of fever, which 
announces itfelf, as in all inflam- 
matory cafes, by the hardnefs and 
quicknefs of the ptilfe ; the heat 
of the mouth, attended with 
unnatural third, partial fweat- 
ings often appear in the neck, 
near the (houlders, between the 
fore-legs, as alfo in the flanks, 
fcc. 

Foundering fometimes attacks 
all the four legs, and when that 
happens, the horfe is unable to 
ftand : he therefore is ooriftantly 
iying down ; and I have feen one 
that placed himfeif on his back, 

, in order to find'eafe. It is un- 
common for this diftemper to at- 
tack one foot only, either before 
or behind. Some authors have 
multiplied the caufes ofthis dif- 
eafe almoft to infinity ; they have 
fuppofed fome to be hereditary ; 

"others they endeavour to explain 
by the aid of phyfiological fyf- 

' terns, which found reafon can. 
never adopt; We (hall confine 
ourfelves to the expo fit ion of 
thofe only which experience ap- 
pears to confirm every day. - 

The rooft dangerous caufc of 
ill is a fuppreflion of the perfpi- 
ration ; this commonly occafions 
Vol. II. No. IX. 



a great inflammation in the feet, 
the progrefs of which is, exceed- 
ingly rapid, the fupera bun dance > 
of blood, its thicknefs, the viti- x 
ated difpofition of the humours 
may increafe the intenfity of the 
fluxion, and render its refolutioa 
more difficult. 

Violent galloping or too hard 
labour may occafion foundering ; , 
it may alfo proceed' from too,, 
much reft, and it is not uncoitw 
mon to find a horfe in this ftate, 
on his being brought out of a 
ftable, where he has remained 
too long without exercife. It 
has further been obferved, that 
any abundant evacuation fucli as - 
much bleeding, fometimes pro- 
duces this diforder ; it is alfo 
frequently owing to the ufe of too 
nourifliing a food, and too libe- 
rally beftowed, fuch as lucerne, 
fanfoin, clover, barley, beans, 
vetches, peas, &c. 

Bad (hoeing often produces the 
diftemper we are treating of ; 
the farriers, by fcooping the foal 
to excels, occafion it to dry upV 
facilitate the contraction of the 
heels, and- the fhoe which they 
ufe being to narrow and con* 
cave at top, completes the con- 
traction • of the whole circum- 
ference of the foot,*

* It is worthy of remark, that the 
writers in thc s . Geoponica, and in the 
colle&ion of Rafcllius, Varro, Colu- 
mella, and Venetius ; that is to fay, all 
thofe who wrote hefore the ufe of the 
iron-fhoe, dwell very little, on the dii- 
eafes of the feet, efpecially the feverex 
difeafe* mentioned in this and the fore- 
going lecture; which fact furnifhes a . 
very fair ground of inference, that the 
method of (hoeing now in ufe, may.be 
confidercd as a principal caufe of thofe 
evils. Indeed* when we. codfider how 
very delicate, and at the fame time, bow 
very important a part of the ^animal 
machine the foot is, when we reflet* 
how abfoluteiy the hoof is compiled to 

z . .ob*y 
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, If in this date of contfratnt 
the horfe is obliged to tread on 
dry hard ground, the beat in* 
creafcs, iaiammatioa fucceeds, 
and foundering is the confe- 
rence. Thisdiftemper may alfo 
be the confequencc of a painful 
operation ; but as federal of 
the caufes we have been defcri • 
bing are oppofite in their natures, 
they mUft neceffarily occafiou a 
difference in tnedifeafethcy pro- 
duce-; and it is on this account 
that foundering is attended with 
more or Ufa inflammation, ac- 
cording to the principle w*hich 
gave rife to it. It ought, there- 
lore, to be treated according to 
the fymptoras which charafterife 
if.

General Obsbrvations on Ot- 
ter HUNTING. 

THIS is an amphibious crea- 
ture, and in many refpeAs 
refembks the beaver, particu- 
larly in- his outward form. 
Their habits, however, are dif- 
ferent ; the beaver frequents the 
fair water as well as the frefb, 
Joe otter only the latter. 

The otter, indeed, is not fo 
completely amphibious as to be 
abie to breed in the water, as 
well as upon land, but he will 
remain a- long while in that ele- 
ment wirhoot refpi ration. He is 
.a great devonrer of fifh, and 
wonderfully fwift and active* he is 
alio allowed to have great fagacity 
or at lead craft and tobtihy; qua- 
lities which are often fubfrrtuted 
for fagaehy among men as well as 
Other, animals. 

If the otter cannot find Effi- 
cient prey in the water, he gives 
him (elf a ebance upon land, Con- 
tenting htmfelf with vegetables, 
foaila, and frogs* In his aquatic 
purfoits, be wrll fwini feveral 
miles of a night againft the ftrearn^ 
that thef current, when he has re- 
ceived a fofficient fnpply of prow 
vifioo, may re-convey hirrtto the 
place of his departure; which is 
a dry fnug lodging, curiowfty 
conflrulUd with boaghs, fprigs, 
and (licks. 

Otter hunting is nfually per* 
formed by dogs, called otter* 
hounds aod with iaih-uments, 



called dtfef-fpeafs. Whert thi 
perfecated bead has been pierce* 
with one of thefe fpears, he* in 
fttfirtly makes tb the land, am 
fights more furioufly with th 
dogs, feemingly fenfihle that thi 
C6id water wdufd annoy h\\ 
wouuds. 

Moch craft is heceflary to bl 
ufed iu the hunting of otters 
but they may be taken by fnares 
under water, and by the rive: 
fides ; the auailants, however 
muft be upon their guard, foi 
they are attacking an eaefry thy 
bjtes much and veriomouity ; ant 
fomettmea procures his liberty b) 
gnawing a large apertutc in thi 
inar*. 

In hunting tbefe creatures, 
man and dog (boa Id be placew ot 
each fide of the river,, and ttn 
man fbould be diligent in beating 
the banks ; for as thefe beaflrs are 
unable to endure the water long 
(without putting op thetr nofes 
to breathe} you will foon dif. 
cover whether there are any in 
that quarter. 

Should any of the hounds find 
an otter, obferve the (oft grotfnd* 
and motft places, to drfco+er 
which way he bent his head; if 
you cartnot find this by the marks, 
you may form a tolerable good 
judgment *f It by the fprainW; 
and then follow the hounds, anxi 
lodge him as a deer; but if you. 
cannot find him quickly, you 
may conclude! he ia gone 4o 
croveh fomewfarere at a d trance 
from the rrrer, 

Thofe who hunt otters muft 
carry fpear* to watch their vents, 
thaa being the principal advan- 
tage ; if they perceive them 
foi miming under water, they 
muft endeavour to ftrike them 
with their fpeap ; and if they 
mthif tmifl: purtuc them with the 
hounds ; which (if they are good 
and perfectly enured) wrll go 
chanting 
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chanting and trailing; along by 
the rjyerfide ; and will beatjnrery 
rocft of a tree, ofier-bed, or tuft 
of bull ru flies : fometiraes they 
will even take water, and bait 
the creature like a fpanie], by 
which means he will find it diffi- 
cult te efcapc.

The humour, though, broad, is 
not vulgar, and as it depends 
more on incidents and equivoque, 
than on low language,. it efcapes 
that obloquy which juftly at-' 
taches to modern play-wrighters, 
who eftimate their pieafantry ia 
proportion to the number and 
vulgarities of their phrafes. The 
fecne where Tuliy, the Irifli- 
man, introduces the vifitors of 
the demefne, to the hermit, is 
admirably well managed. The 
expofure of his boafted abftinence 
had a capital effect on the au- 
dience. The introduction of an 
Irifli character to give effect to 
the fcene, evinced a thorough, 
knowledge of ftage effect, and 
popular prejudice in the author, 
and was received as it ought, 
with infinite applaufe.

Ponds are often en c to fed and 
obfeured by woods, bulhes, a>d 
thickets, and efcape the observa- 
tion of palfengers: to fiich pla- 
ces, ducks are accuftomed to re- 
fort, arid in order to train the 
hawk for taking them, the fo\ r 
lowing directions Jhoufcl be at- 
tended to : 

The hawk, being in all points 
ready to fly, be provided with 
two or three live trained ducks, 
and let a man' lie concealed with 
fhem In a bufh near the pond ; 
and when you come to the place, 
with the hawk ready for the fud- 
den flighr t beat. with a pole, the 
bufh in which the man lies con- 
cealed with the ducks, who rtntft 
ittftantly let fly one ot them, that 
the hawk may fuppofe it to have 
been put up by you,* and if flie 
takes it with coinage reward her 
well. A gofs.hawk maty thus be 
trained up to catch a fowl at 
fowce. 

Your hawk being trained, you 
may confidently go with her to 
the ponds which are the haunts' 
of ducks, as above defcribed, 
and, creeping clofe to the fpot, 
raife them by beating about with 
a pole: and, when any rife, let 
go your hawk from your fift, and 
if flie (hould feize, let her enjoy 
the fport, and encourage her by 
a reward.

Observations on the Tham.es, 
and the other, principal Rivers 
wEjiola nd, for the Information 
of the Angler. 

THE rivers in England are 
fajd, by Dr. Hey fin, to be 
three hundred and twenty-five, N 
though others increafe their num. 
bcr to four hundred and fifty— 
As the maps will give a better 
profpeel of thefe than any enume- 
ration of them can, let every angler 
have a large map of England, or, 
at leaft, of the particular county 
where he ufually angles, in 
which he may, with delight, ob-. 
ferve the fpriog-head, fcite/ dis- 
tance, various paflages, windings, 
turnings, and confluxes of each 
particular river; with what 
towns, caftles, churches, gentle- 
men's feats, and remarkable pla- 
ces are on or mar its banks; 
making, as he angles, fuch re- 
marks as may naturally be e*». 
pected to occur to him. 

It would be fuperflqous here 
to treat particularly of their cfi- 
verfities, their filiations, their 
diftance from each other, their- * 
vicinity to the fea, the qualities 
of their water, and the fifli they 
principally contain. Thofe 
which have a more immediate

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Intercourse with tfce feii, 'parti, 
eipate of itsinfluefocet; and have

EXAMINE a horfe's eyes in a 
f dark ftable with a can d lei 
or rather in the day-time when 
he is led from the (tall* cau& 
the man who leads him to flop at 
the ftabte-door, juft |m \m head 
peeps oat, and all' his body re- 
mains within. Never look #ull 
at the eye, but let your obferva* 
tions be oblique. If the white 
of the eye appears reddifti at the 
bottom, op of the colour of a 
withered leaf, I would not ad vife 
you to pure ha fe him. A moon* 
eyed horfe is known by his weep* 
ing, 'and by keeping his eyes al- 
mofl flint at the beginning of the 
di (temper; as the moon change 
he gradually recovers his fight, 
and in a fortnight or three weeks 
feem as well as before he had the 
dtforder. 

Dealers, when they have fuch 
a horfe to fell, at the time of his 
weeping,- always - tell you that he 
has gqt a bit of ftraw or bay \a 
his eye> or that he has received 
fome blow; they alfo take care 
to' whipe away the humour, to 
prevent its being feen : but, in 
buying borfes, a man fliouid rely 
only upow himfelf, and, above 
all, be particularly exact in exa- 
mining the- eyes ; and it is- necef- 
Tary that <ime and place fhould 
be attended to when he makes the 
examination. Bad eyes may ap^ 
pe^r good in-winter, when fnow 
is u pott -Uhe ground; and goocf 
eyes often ^appear bad, according 
to the petrio* of the' horfe; N<*- 
E* % vcjr 
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▼er exaueine a horfe's eyes by the 
fide of a white wall, the dealers 
being fond of {hewing one that ib 
moon-eyed in fuch a fituation. 

A moon-eyed horfe has always 
one eye larger than the other, .and. 
wrinkles or circles may generally 
Jbe. difcovcred above his lids. If 
you obferve a flefhy excrefcencp 
proceeding from the corner of 
the eye, covering a part of the 
pupil, and refembiing in (hape 
the beard of an oyfter, though 
feemingly a matter of ox> great 
confequeuce, it' is what J. call a 
whitlow: in the eye*/ which, if 
fufferedto grow, will draw away 
a pan of the couriibmeot of the 
eye, and fometimes occafion a 
tetarl privation of fight. 

If a horie's . eyes \;are round, 
lar^e, black, fliin ing> starting or 
Hating from his head,; .they exhi- 
bit tokens' of beauty and good* 
itefs: it is equally a*. good .fign if 
the black of the eye fills the pit, 
or outward circumference, fp 
that, in the moving, very, little, 
if any, of the white appears : but 
if his eyes are uneven and wrink- 
led,, pr if they are fmajl, which 
in horfemanfliip is dlemed pig- 
eyed, they may be termed -fymp- 
toms of weaknefs : if. they are 
red and fiery, beware of moon- 
eyes, which approach to blind- 
,nefs : jf they have white fpecks, 
take heed of the pearl,, pin, and 
web;, if -they water, or appear 
bloody, bruifes'are thereby, indi- 
cated ;. if they contain, any mat- 
ter, they proclaim old age,- over-

1. SHALL proceed to give* Hu 
teral accotfnr of the! treatment 
which the Veterinary fcliopls of 

.the continent* ad van tageoufly em-» 
ploy ia the cafe of foundering. 
Having practifed it myfelf with 
fucceff, 1 recommend it in pre- 
ference to any other, becaufe I 
believe* H to he the refalt of the 

1 moil mature consideration, and 
the beft adapted to cafes and ctr- 
cumftances. 

The treatment of this difordee 
is divided into internal and ex. 
ternal t I {hail begin with the 
firfb. When foundering pro*, 
ceeds from the rarefaction of thai 
fluids, frequent and plentiful 
bleeding will operate with cffecY 
in the beginning of the com* 
plaint, as alfo fa its diffolved in a 
decoction of acrid plants. To. 
this end, take off one I leaves four 
handfulf, of wild enchye two 
handfols, of common fatt four 
ounces, fait of nitre one ounce, 
boil tbefe in two quarts of water | 
take it off the fire wfrea tip forrei 
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is ierBciently done, pour it out, 
and -givs it'in two dofes, at the 
interval of an .ho or. . . 
. If the drfremper is- of; long 
ftaadirtg, And if the fluids are 
Income, caudenfed, which natd- 
jraHy follows their rarefaction, 
bleeding is recommended, and the 
faltt mould be adminiftened, dif- 
fotved i in . fudonBc infufions. 
Take of* burdock root four ojin* 
cea, of fined. alkali one ounce, let 
them boil a quarter of an hour 
in two quarts. of water, take them 
off the fire, add' angelica and wild 
ralerian roots, of each two oon- 
Cita ; elide* flowers one handful ; 
let them infitfe two hours; pour 
the liquor off, and add. two oun- 
ces of. faj ammoniac at thetimeof 
giving the draught. . 

When the condensation is car* 
ried to e*cefs, the pure alkaline 
falts, ditfblved in proper rnfufions, 
are the only means tbbe en> 
ployed* Take of the pure vegel 
table alkali one drachm,' of ef- 
fence of turpentine two drachms, 
nix and* (hake them in afmalt 
pbial, add this mixture la the 
firft. draught: of the vegetable de- 
coction defer i bed above. Thefe 
active fudorifics will not operate 
with left effect when this disor- 
der proceeds from a fudden fup- 
preffion of the perfpi ration. In 
ail thefe cafes, we muft not omit 
the ufe of diluents,' which aflift 
the action of thefe remedies : ac- 
cordingly^ this draught fhould be 
followed by .two or three difuting 
draughts, if. they even only con- 
fift of a fimple decoction of mal- 
lows* . 

When a foundering proceeds 
from too much reft, if requires 
lefs active fudorifics, corref pon- 
ding to the progrefs which the 
complaint has made; .for this 
purpofe, take of gentian root and

THOUGH England is deftf. 
tqterof wild boars, they are 
fo pleptjfgi In Germanyr and 
other countrits, and affojrd : tP 
moblea chsffe to. the. hunters, 4hat 
our re^dgr* wilj doubt )efja«!e*CMifip 
us for fjie following o^(*,vations 
,pp the manner of condw^ing-4h)|t 
-divcr^on* • . ,.;*, 

A wiWbqar is called ;a pig ftf 
the foiAdc^ the firft year of,, his 
a^e; a hog, the feoond; a hog's 
iteer, .the third.; at>d Sk boar tSe 
F f ' fourth; 
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fourth \ when leaving the foun- 
der, he is alfo termed * fahgHcr. 
•Rua .creature is farrowed with 
the whole number of teeth that 
nature has allotted him; they in* 
create in fize,but not in num. 
btf; among thefe they have four 
cjMad ttofhes or tofks, the two 
upperrrioft of which do no injury 
wfeta he ftrikes; but fetve only 
to wet the two loweft, with 
which they .frequently defend 
themf elves and kill their oppo- 
lienis, as they are, larger and 
longer than the reft.' By 'the 
huntfmen this is clawed among 
tbcbeafUs of veuer.y; ...,." 
. A boar will attain the age of 
about twenty-five or thirty years; 
they ufu ally go to brim in De- 
cember, and their great heat 
continues about three weeks ; but 
though the fows hero me* to Id of 
conftitution, and ceafe to covet 
the company of the boar, they 
do not Separate till January ; 
when they withdraw themfelves 
into their holds, and keep clofe 
for three or four days, without 
iiirring, cfpecially if they call 
find out places oa which fern i* 
growing, the roots of .which they 
confidcr as fome of their beft pro- 
vifion. 

Their principal food is corn, 
/ruits, acorns, chefuuts, beech- 
maft, and roots in general. 
When they are in wcrt marihy 
places, they feed on water-crei- 
fes, and what they can find; and, 
if they are near the fea,' they *p- 
peafe their hunger with cockles, 
itmfcles, oy iters, &c; 
- A boar ufually lies in the 
ftroogeft holds of thorn* and 
thick buibes, and will ftand the 
bay before he will forfake his 
den. If he is hunted from a 
N % ftr<mg thick covert, he will be 
fare to jrq back the fame way, if 
it be poffible; and when he is 
: roufed, be never flops till he 



comes to the place where he 
thinks hioffelf tfceisioft fecurc. 

If there is a founder f of them 
together, and any (hould break 
founder, the reft will run that 
Way. If a boar he hunted in a ( 
hold or fo reft where he was bred) 
it will be a difficult taflc to oblige 
htm to quit it, .though he will 
fornettme* take head, and feem to , 
go to th.e outGdes of the covert; 
bit* it is only to hearken' to the 
noife of the dogs, for he will be 
fure'to rcturn r and can hardly 
be forced from bis firuation till 
night-: but having broken out 
and taken head end-ways v bewitt 
not be put out of his way by man 
or beau; or by any noife or up- 
roar that may be made. 

A boar (efpeciallya great boar) 
will never cry when he is killing; 
but the fows and young ones will, 
la fleeting before dogs, a boar 
never doubles ndr crofles, nor 
has recourfe to fucb fubtletiesas 
other beafts of chafe have; he is 
fo (low and heavy, that the dogs 
are always in with them. 

The method of hunting the 
boar at force with dogs, would 
extend this article too far, we 
(hall therefore refervc it for 
No. XI. of our Mifoellarny.

T V HE groom, notwithftanding 
A his views $re very different 
from thofe of the minifter, mud 
poflTefi the fame talents, and often 
exert them upon fimilar fubjeel*, 
though horfe racing is an idle 
diverfion, and the ad mini it rati on 
of a government a rood impor- 
tant employment. If the minif- 
ter muft have fagacity to pene- 
trate into the characters and dif* 
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pofitioni 
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portions of men, to • muft the 
groom. If the minifter muft take 
in a very extend ve and compli- 
cated fcenc of things, to judge,, 
with probability, of future events, 
rcfpe&iog matters of ftate: the 
groom muft obferre and confi- 
der innumerable circiimftance? 
equally complicated and various, 
to jua'ge as probably of events 
relating to matches. 

The minifter muft fcheme, and 
fo muft the groom ; the minifter 
muft have recourfe to artifice 
and cunning, and fo muft the 
groom : but the minifter's and 
groom's cunning muft be fubor- 
dinate to powers of a Jbigher 
clafs; for both the minifter and 
groom, whofc higheil principle 
is cunning, will impofe only on 
them fe Ives and ^fqols. The tho- 
rough good groom, like the able 
minifter, moves in a farge circle; 
both judge of the probability of 
an event, not from considering, 
that it .has once happened, but 
from a Knowledge of the caufes 
which will probably produce it. 
The groom, as well as the mi- 
nifter, muft alfo judge for him- 
felf : and not rely implicitly on 
the judgment of another, what- 
ever may be his character for fa- 
gacity and difcernment t they will 
therefore, in cveryJnftance, avail 
tbemfeives of their own abilities, 
| which by implicit deference to 
the authority of others would be* 
j come ufelefs. 

Both the ftatefman and the 
i groom are convinced, that to 
* produce the event which they 
j deG re, a great variety of circum- 
ftances muft concur, many of 
which lie wholly ojut of their 
power; neither of them, there- 
fore, will be decifive in his opi- 
nion that any particular event 
will happen, though neither of 
' them will be ignorant of the 
probability in his own favour : 



nay, upon lome occafions, they 
know it is their intereft, in a ge- _ 
neral view, even to make an at- i 
tempt, in a particular inftance, 
where there is but a poffibility of 
fuccefs. 

The good jockey will generally 
profit more from believing what 
deferves credit, than from fuf- 
pe (fling what dors not deferve it f . 
and fo will the able ftatefman;' 
for both will be fuperior to that 
fatal error of a .contracted mind,' 
indifcriminate fufpicion. As the* 
conduit of th : c good groom, and. 
the good ftatefman, will be thus ' 
regulated by reafon, neither of 
them will be mortified at the * 
'blind, cf nfures of other men, or 
at a difappointment which can 
only happen by caufes which they 
forefaw without power to pre- 
vent, or, by fome accident which ' 
could not be forefeen ; but this, 
Very difappojntment, which fhort^ 
lighted men will impute to an t 
error, by the enlarged mind of 
the ftatefman, will, perhaps^ be' 
improved into a means of future' 
advautage.

Instructions for Shooting 

WELL. 

(Concluded from page !$<)•) 

IN order to acquire the art of 
(hooting flying, many young 
fportfmen are advifed to (hoot ax 
fwallows: but the flight of iwal- 
lows is fo irregular and fwift, and 
fo unlike the motion of thofe 
birds which are the objects of 
fport, that we cannot approve of 
(uch a method. No mode is fo 
advantageous as the actual prac- 
tice of mooting the game, where- 
by that trepidation and alarm, 
which molt men feel upon the 
rifing of the covey, will be 
fooner conquered; for, while 
thefe are poflefled, even in the> 
moil trifling degree, no one can 
attain to be a (leady and good 
(hot. 

This opinion is fo well con- 
firmed and enforced, by <tht 
Laureat's beautiful poem, enti? 
tied Shooting,, that we ar^ 
tempted to gratify pi^r readers^ 
with the following .quotation 
from it.

If there are perfons who flill 
• think the practice of (hootiog 
fwallows to be of afiSltance in ac- 
quiring the art, we will venture 
to recommend another mode, 
which, though fomewbat (imUar,. 
is, in our epihktn, much better. 
This is, by putting ftnall pieces, 
of white paper round- the necks 
of fparrow^, or other fmall birds, 
by the means of a hole cut in the 
middle of the paper ; then, throw* .' 
mg a Engl* bitd into the air, the- 
(hooter may deliberately take bu 
aimi for, by this rfevifc, the 
flight of the bird is rendered left 
ra,rid, and more regular ; and at 
the fame time prefects a much 
better mark for practice* It alfo 
affords excellent diversion infea* 
fons when game cannot be pur- 
fued, or in wet weather, from 
underneath the* (belter of a (bed, 
or a barn-door. Some of the fir ft 
fliots in England have been per- 
fe&ed by this mode* 

A fowling- piece fliould not he 
fired more than twenty or twenty* 
five times without being wafhe«W 
a barrel, when foul, neither (hoots 
fo ready, nor carries the (hot fo 
fares when clean. The flint, pan, 
and hammer Should be well wiped ,; 
after each fhot : this contributes j 
greatly to make the piece gooff 
quick, but it fliould be done wirb 
expedition. The flirtf fbauld be 
often changed, without waiting 
till it milTeS'fcre before. a new one 
is put in. 

A gun abou Id never be fired 
with the prime of the preceding 
day : irroky. happen, }udc?e<j, that 
the old priming will fometimes 
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gooff wcH, but it wi4L more fre - 

tuently contract rooifture and 
gze in the firing; the objeft will 
therefore mod prpbably be tnif- 
ged, becaufe the piece Wat not 
prefii primed*

but notwithstanding the extreme; 
| feveiity of theft a#s of, parlia-j 
^ men t, 'poachers will occafiooally: 
^venture after the prohibited deli-,' 
fcacies, well knowing that adifco-> 
[very will be attended with; 
[ certain punilbtneots, or pecuniary 
[forfeitures. There is alfo a kind 
l of game prohibited by the matri- 
[ montal aft, except to the perfon 
I who' alone can have a legal title: 
\ to it. Poachers of another ftamp 
I often difregard thefe prohibi- 
[ tions* however fa c red they may 
" be thought, and 'clandestinely 
; ptirfue the (port-giving animal, 
' Detection and conviction gene- 
" rally enfue, and the culprit is* 
; perhaps fentenced to pay the fum 
often tboufand pouuds for hay* 
ing only fired a few times at one 
of thefe prote£red birds, without 
killing, or even hurting a feather 
of her. 

But there are certain'fituations 
in which the latter fpecies oi 
game may be hunted by the' 
poacher with impunity, as will 
appear by the fequil of thefe 
memoirs.

effeft of emulation in the bid- 
ders, the loquacity of the orator, 
and the fafcinating flourifli of the 
hammer, the qualifications of the 
objeel; i& frequently forgotten, 
and every idea of perfection bu- 
ried in the fpirit of perfona! op- 
pofition. Such a combination 
of circumftances tending fo much 
to perplex and confufe, urges the 
neceffity of care, caution, and 
circumfpe&ion. The eyes of 
Argus would hardly prove too 
numerous upon the occafion, a 
bridle being as neceflary upon 
the tongue as a padlock upon th? 
pocket ; for amidft the great va- 
riety of profeffional manoeuvres 
in the art of horfe dealing, a pur- 
chafer mud. be in pofleffion of a 
great ftjare of good fortune or 
found judgment to elude the ill 
effecH of deception and imposi- 
tion; a cireumftance fo uhiver- 
fally admitted, that government

rienced. It is a mod extraordi- 
nary cireumftance that they have 
fo long ftourithed under . the un- 
diilinguifhing credulity of a de- 
luded multitude.

can I devifc but one method to

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avoid all. the disadvantages, 
dsceptions, and frobabls im- 
positions that a purchafer has 
to encounter; which is for the 
phopjiibtoe of the pulpit to make 
o«h before a magi (Irate, on the 
morning of, or the day preceding 
the auction, that every horfc 
fo offered, is (upon his oath-) " to 
be fold to the beft bidder without 
referve/'and that nounfpund horie 
ihould be offered for fale, unlefs 
it was declared. This is a fyftem 
founded upon probity, to which 
cone but profeffed rogues, neceffi- 
tous adventurers, and fwindling 
(harks would ever object.

A perfon cannot have an action 
for another's conies breaking 
into his ground ; for they are ijo 
longer the other's than while they 
remain in the warren or place 
where he has a right to keep 
them; therefore no violation here- 
by arifes to the property of one 
man by the beafts of another ; but 
the conies, being then in their na- 
tural liberty, may be lawfully kil- 
led by the owner of the foil; *Bac. 
Abr. 614. 

If the lord has a right to put 
conies upon the common, and 
by an excefs in the number fur- 
charges the common* and by the 
number of burrows made by the 
conies, the commoners' cattle is 
prevented from depafturing the 
common, the tenant may not, of 
his own accord, fill up the bur- N 
rows; but a a action in fuch cafe 
is the proper remedy y as in the 
cafe of Cooper v. Mar/als 9 E. 30. 
G. 2. A coney- burrow is not of 
its own nature a nuifance; on 
the contrary, it is eflential to a 
free warren, therefore the nuj- 
fance depends upon the clumber 
of them* It is admitted that a 
commoner cannot, in this .cafe, 
deftroy the conies; confequeiitly 
he cannot deftroy the burrows; 
for the effecT is, deftroying the 
conies. If the lord has exceeded 
the bounds of his right, the law 
is to determine the quantum of 
fuch fuccefs ; and to the law the 
commoner muft refort for his re- 
medy* if he be aggrieved. Burr.

By the faid alt of 22 and 23 
'Gg* C. 2, 
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C z r e. 25, any perfon found 
or apprehended fetting or ufing 
any fnares, ot other like engines 
for taking of conies, who fliall be 
thereof in like manner convicted, 
fliall give the party grieved fach 
damages, and in fuch time, as 
the Juftice fliall ' appoint j and 
pay down prefently to the over-- 
leers, for the ufe of the poor,

'default thereof, the juftice fliall 
commit him to the haute of cor- 
rection for any time rtot exceed-' 
ing one month, / 6; 

And, by the black aft, If any 
perfon armed and difguifed, (hall, 
appear in any warren or place 
where conies are ufnally kept, 
oic unlawfully rob any fnch war- 
• ren; or (whether armed and dif- 
guifed or not) (hall forcibly ref- 
cue any perfon, being lawfully 
~in cuftody of any officer or 
ot h eY perfon for f u c h off e n ce, or 
"fliall, procure any to join him 
therein, he (hall be guilty of felony 
without benefit of clergy. 

And finally, the preamble to 
the ftatutc of the 5 G. 3, c. 14, 
fets forth, that, Whereas, there 
are many thoufand acres of land 
in this kingdom altogether unfit 
for cultivation, and yet the' fame 
are capable of rendering great 
profit by breeding and maintain- 
ing conies, as well to the owners

raged, and many fuch owners 
and occupiers have been induced 
to . deftroy , fuch warrens, and 
others have been deterred from 
flocking their lands, to the great 
prejudice of the manufactures 
of this kingdom.: and where** 
the provifions "already fubfiftln'g 
have, by experience, been found 
inefficient for the effectual pre- 
fervation of conies in warrens: 
if is therefore enacted, for re- 
medy thereof, that if any perfon. 
or" perfons ' (hall wilfully and 
Wrongfully* in the' night-time, 
enter into any warren or grounds 
lawfully ufed or ktfpt' for the 
breeding or keeping or cOnies, af- 
'thoogh the fame be not' Irtclofed, 
and fliall then and there- wilfully 
and wrongfully take or kill, in 
the night-time, any coney or co« 
nies, a gain ft the Jfciit of the 
owner or occupier thereof, or 
fliall be aiding or afpfting there* 
in, and flialJ be convicted thereof . 
at the affiles; every jperfon fo 
offending fhall be transported for 
feven years, or fuffer fuch other 
lcflcr punifhment by whipping, 
fine, or imprifon merit, as the 
court before whom fuch perfon 
fliall be tried, fliall in' their dif- 
cretion award and direct, JT. 6. 

Provided, that conies may be 
taken, in'the day-time, on the fea 
and river banks in the county of 
Lincofu, fo far as the tide fliall 
extend, or Upon- any fand or 
ground withiti a furlong of the .; 
Faid banks ; and the perfon taking j 
them fliall not be obliged to make ;

Bur, whether it is your own or 
your opponent's crib, if you hold 
a pair royal, it will be prudent to 
lay out the other two cards, ex- 
. cept in fome particular cafes : for 
example; if you hold a pair- 
royal in your hand, with two 
fives, it would be a dangerous 
Sep to lay out the two fives for 
your opponent's crib ; unlefs you 
are fo fifuated that your pair- 
royal makes you out, or your ad- 
vtrfary is fo hearty out hirafelf 
that you fuppofe the crib of no 
importance. 
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Several other cards are dange- 
rous to lay out from. s pair-royal 
into your 1 opponent's crib ; fuck 
as two and three, five and fix, 
feven and eight, Or a five and a 
tenth card ; in thofe cafes, conG- 
deratiori mud always he had to 
the ftage and fituation of the 
game, and a very little prudence 
will enable yon to, purfoe a proper 
plan. 

In the table of examples, gi- 
ven in our laft Number, no at* 
tentfon has been paid to . flu flies; 
it may therefore be neccitary, to 
obferve, that whenever it fo hap* 
pent that you can flufh your 
cards in hand, you are frequently; 
better enabled to afl&ft your own 
crib, or bilk that of your adver* 
fary; but as it is not always beft 
to make a flu In when you are 
able, yon fhould weigh the ado 
vantages and disadvantage* that 
may attend it, and determine ao 
cordiagly. 

In laying out your cards, ah* 
wajrs endeavour, if you can with 
propiety, to keep i Sequence in 
your hand ; but more particu- 
larly If fuch Sequence fhould 
happen to be a flufh : remember 
alio to lay out as clofe cards aa 
poffible for your own crib, fo aa 
not totally to break your hand. 

Let it always be uppermoft ia 
your memory that, in fivc-iard 
cribbage, there is always one card 
more to count for the crib than 
there is to count for the hand ; it 
is therefore of importance to 
affiftyour crib as much as pof- 
fible. 

If you cannot/ for your own 
crib, lay put two fives-, a five and . 
a fix, a five and a tenth card, i 
three and two, a feven and eight* 
a four and one, or a nine ffnd fix, 
put out as clofe cards, a* you < 



to give yoorfclf tliegoeaierchsnfc 
of being affified by the card* I*i4 
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o»t by your adversary, of the 
card turned up, to make fc* 
quenches, fcc. 

Always lay out two cards of 
the fame Wit for your own crib, 
in preference to two other card* 
of the fame kind, but of differ- 
cfei fcits* by this method of play, 
yo» have a probable chance of 
' caving a ftufh of all in your crib, 
which cannot* poflibly be the 
cafe if you i neon fide rate ly lay 
trot twar cards of different foit*. 
Hence it evidently appears that 
k is equally aectfiary that yoti 
Aou Id avoid laying out two cards 
erf the favne fuir, when it is your 
adversary's crib. 

To bilk the adversary's crib is 
am eflential part of the game of 
crtbbage; the cards beft adapted 
f»r tbwpurpofe are, a king, with 
a ten, nine, eight, feven, fix, or 
ame: a queen, with a nine, eight, 
lev en, fix, or ace^ in Jhort, any 
cards that are the leaft calculated 
to form iequences, afe the bed 
adapted to produce a bilk. The 
king, in particular, is a bilk with 
almoft any other card; fur, being 
the htghcil, there is no poffihility 
«f a fequence above it. 

Never lay out a knave for your 
sdverfary's crib if it can convc. 
uicotly be avoided ; for it is but 
three to one thai the turn-up 
card wt)l be of the fame fuit with 
the knave, and cojrfequently but 
three- to one that your keeping 
inch knave in your hand will gain 
you a point:: but, if given to 
your adveriary, fuch chance is 
certainly transferred to him.

Soon after the death of his ma£» 
terj, he paid his addrefles to hU 
miftrefs, the widow; and having 
none of that balhful modefty 
about him which is fometimea 
an obfhele to a man itTfuch pur- 
fuits, and being a remarkably 
tall (lout man, with a tolerable 
good-figure, be prevailed on the 
Baih matron to favour him with 
her hand. 

tVtyn his infancy lie had % 
iftrong prepenfity for play, and 
Jiving coniunlW in that feat of 

S;aity and diffipatioi*, Tie had 
re^uent opportunities of indulg- 
ing it : aa lie advanced towards 
maturity, tie gave A greater lati- 
tude to his infJinaxiOD* and be* 
] tame very expert at several 
1 game 
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gtrht*, being endowed with a very 
good undemanding, and a pene- 
trotting genius. But Yaving never 
yet poffefled any fum of money, 
with which, according to the 
gamefter's phrafe, he could make 
a pu<h, he had not, till now, an 
opportwoity of exerctfiog his (kill 
and judgment to much advan- 
tage. - 

Finding himfeff matter of about 
five hundred pound • by his con* 
jtubial alliance, he presently (hut 
up (hop, and turned his applica- 
tion from pharmacy to calcula* 
tion; which, at that time, was 
not fo general ly underftodd aa ic 
it at prefent. He became a firfi- 
rate piquet-player, a very good

With refp^c"r to- the amorous, 
jbiftory of Mr. Lookup, itis nor 
to be tuppofed that he was a Sci- 
pio for cjtaftlty, or ftri&ly ten^* 
cioua of the fidelity of the, mar-, 
riage-bed i he never, preteqded \o 
thofe unfafoionabje, virtues, ..Q& 
the other hand, his immoderate) 
love of money prevented his evejq 
engaging in any female connec-i 
tion for a length of time... . Hq 
was often very. merry upon tfiqfij 
keepers who Supported a favpu^ 
rite in all the luxury of Afiati£ 
diffipation, for fome other happy 
admirer to revel in her charing 
| and perhaps partake of. the wages 
1 of her fin. Lookup ranged at 
lar*ge through all the, field of yield- 
ing beauties, and was acquainted^ 
witkmoft of thc^fte wpmen who

* Mr. LoOkbp, upon the whole, 

I Was certainly almoft as extraor- 

■ dinary a chara&er as has been 

f fcen in this metropolis for' many 

I years. He poflefled a confidera- 

fcle (hare of good fenfe, cultivated 

by long acquaintance with the 

world; he had a f mattering of 

learning, a retentive memory, a 

fluency of words, and a vivacity 

of imagination ; we cannot add 

•that he was generous, grateful, or 

courageous. He was remarkablv 

fond of dramatic productions, 

and, upon an oeeonomical plan, 

was a renter of CoVent-Garden 

Theatre. 

It was generally believed that 
Mr. Foote had him In his eye, 
when he drew the character of 
Loader in the Minor. There 
are, indeed, fome very ftrong fea« 
tures which refemble our ftero, 
who has been heard to fay, " He 
forgave Sam, as it was only f up- 
porting his character ; for a pro- 
fcfled wit, like a gamefter, would 
not fpare even his brother." 

He ended his days in Holland, 
whither hie went to fettle fome 
commercial affairs; we cannot 
pofitivcly ascertain his age, but 
we think he muft have been bor« 
dering upon feventy.

THERE are many inftances of i 
otters feeing tamed ; but in 
tbofe which have come to our 
knowledge they were taken 
when young, aceuAomcd by aV 
grces to obedience and reftraina, 
aod became fo far domesticated 
as to follow their maftcr^iafwer 
to a name, and employ their ex- 
cellent talents at fiihiag in his 
fervice. 

Otters, when taken yoon& 
may be eafily reared and made 
tame. We have feen two young 
ones fucking a bitch, and treated 
by her with as much teaderaeft 
as her own offspring. . 

William Collins, of Ktmmer- 
Uoa, near Wooler, had a tame 
otter which followed him when- 
ever he Went ; he frequently car» 
ried it to nib in the river : aod, 
wbea satiated, ii never failed re- 
turning to its mailer. One day, 
ia the abfence of Collins, being . 
taken nut by bis fon to fi(b, io- 
dead of returning as ufual, it re- j 
fufed to come at the accuftomed ! 
calif and was loft. The father 
tried every means th recover it; j 
and after feveral days fearcb, 
being near the place Where his 
fon had loll it, and calling it by 
its name, to his iaexpreffible jay 
it came creeping to his feet, and 
(hewed many genuine marks of 
affection and firm attachment,-* 
Its food, exclufive of nfh, con* 
fifted chiefly of milk and haft/- 
pudding. 

Some years ago, James 6am- 
beil, aear Invernefs, bad * young 
otter, which he brought up and 
tamed. It would follow bia\ 
wherever he chofe: and, if cal* 
led on by its name, would ionic* 
diateJy obey. When apprehea* 
five of danger from dogs, it 
. ■ ibaght 
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fought tbe prote&ion of its maf- 
tfr, and would endeavour to fly 
into his arms for greater fecu- 
rity. It was frequently cm- 
ployed in catching gfc, and 
would fo onetimes take eight or 
ten falmons in a day. If not 
prevented, it always made an at- 
tempt to break the fife behind 
the fin next the tail ; and as foon 
, as one was taken away, it imme- 
diately dived in purfnit of more.> 
i When tired, it would refufe to 
I fifli any longer ; and was then re- 
i warded with as much as it could 
^devour. Being fatisfied with 
eating, it always curled itfelf 
round and fell afieep, in which 
ftatc it was generally carried 
home. The fame otter fifhtd as 
well in the fea as in a river, and 
took great numbers of codlings 
and other fifli. Its food was ge- 
nerally frcfti fifli, and fometimes 
milk. 

Another perfon, who kept a 
tame otter, fufFered it to folJow 
him with hit dogs. It was ytry 
ufefut to him in fi filing, by going 
into the water, and driving trout 
and other fifli towards the net. 
It was remarkable that. the dogs, 
though accu Famed, to the fport, 
were fo far from giving it the 
(mailed mo left action, that they 
would not even hunt an otter 
whilft it remained with them; on 
which < account the owner was 
under the nccefiky of difpofiog 
of it. 

Notwithftanding the otter's 
avidity for fifli, it will not eat it 
unlefs it be perfectly frefli. When 
that cannot- be procured, it is fed" 
with milk, or pudding made of 
oatmeal, &c.

JOHN WILTSHIRE; 

one of the men concerned: aqd 
the following is a circumftantial 
account of his trial ; , 



Chelmsford, Jult 12 

Yefterday* at noon r came on 
here, before Mr. Juftice Bullef, 
the trial of the celebrated John 
Wiltshire, alias Crpwder, .alius 
Burek, for the robbery of Hump. 
Howarth, Efq. and Mr, Monto- 
lieti, on the night of the gfchiof 
April laft, near Woodford Wells, 
on Epping Foreft, (on their «• 
turn from Newmarket) of baqk 
and other notes and cafh, to the 
amount of 6oo|. and upwards, 
Mr. Conft, as couofel for tbe 
crown, opened the pr.ofectltion 
with becoming candour, ftating, 
that probably his cafe might 
much depend on circumftantial 
evidences on which, therefore, 
he requefted the jury to jexercife 
the moft difpallionate judgment. 
Mr. Howarth being fwof,n, re)a- 
ted the attack of the chaife by 
two highwaymen, and fcbe dread- 
ful imprecations they vfed^apd 
tbe property of which lie. was 
plundered. He fcud, he ajl fir ft 
only gave the majn oh hist, fide 
fotDie loofe gold, aibou** fourteen 
guineas ^ oa which the robber 
laid, " Dwji your gold, I want 
I i ^our 
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your poeket-hoeh I' 9 The depc* 
nent fa id, «' I have none, but 
take what I have without vio- 
lence; I (hall make no refin- 
ance." He could not (Wear to 
the identity of the prifoner,' for 
at the time of the robbery, the 

. highwayman near him held his 
head down, nearly covered with, 
a flapped hat; and. immediately 
on entering the chaife, pulled 
fortiferfy his (Mr. Howartb's) hat 
alfo over his face, to prevent his 
obferving him. He acknowledged 
himfelf unable alfo to prove the 
bank notes foand on the prifo- 
ner, and then in court, as he had 
taken no number of them him- 
felf; and Mr. Graham, of whom 
he received them, not being pre- 
fent to prove them. 

Johnion, the ei -levant bruifer,* 
who keeps 'a lingular kind of 
(porting eoffee-hpufe^ in a ft reef 
■near Lincoln's - inn - fields, was 
next called. He proved, with 
apparent retorta nee, that the 
prifoner was at Newmarket on 
the day of the robbery ; his hav- 

. ing loft a confiderable fum at 
kazard in his (Johnfon's), com- 

' pany : and alfo that, on that very 
day, he lent the prifoner his bay 

. rat-tailed mare ; on which, with 
his companion, Broughton, now 
at large, Wiltfhire was fuppofed 
to have committed the robbery, 
Th'epugilift hung back 'the whole 
of his examination, difpiaytng 
that kind ofjhtft at every quef- 

v tion, whichrwas better calculated 
for a bruifing ftage than a court of 
jnftic*! 

A poftillion, who was on the 

- road that night, proved that he 
paucd two men riding, towards 
London, one of whom was 
mounted onjohnfon's rat-tailed 
mare, which he well knew, be* 

' eaufe Ihe had been in a ftraw- 
yard all the winter* adjoining his 
matter's, at Newmarket, / / 



The poftillion who drove the 
gentleman on the evening of the 
x8ib, depofed, that two men rode 
c'lofe by him for nearly two miles 
together, one of whom wa» on a 
bay rat tailed horfe ; that the 
fame men afterwards rode up to 
him, and b— -g his eyes, bade 
bim ftop; one of them adding, 
" IJhall have tofiootyou one of tkeje 
nights!"— that while they were 
robbing the gentlemen, he heard 
one of diem fay, damn him, (hoot 
Montolieu !"-*-that one of them 
came back to him, knocked his 
hat off, and nearly beat him off 
his horfe; that the piifoner at 
the bar was the man, and one of 
the perfons who N rode fo Jong 
near his horfes before the rob* 
bery. On his crofs-eaaminatioa 
by Mr. Silvefter, corofel for the 
prifoner, refpe&ing the light of 
the night, and the man being 
muffled up who (topped him, tjie 
witnefs anfwered, *• that r it was 
a moonlight evening, fometimes 
bright, and at other times clou- 
dy; that the prifoner wore a 
round hat, and a Urge handker- 
chief tied loofely round his neck, 
nearly covering hts.chiu: but 
that he obferved the reft of his 
features fo diftin&ly, th*t he was 
pofitivety the prifoner was the 
man." 

Other evidence was called to 
prove Wiltfliire's being appre- 
hended at BeaconsBdd, in confe- 
quence of the advertrfement of 
his perfon, and his offering the 
perfon who took bim twenty aod 
then forty guineas to let him go, 
faying " that he was innocent of 
the charge, but it might occafion 
him much trouble." 

An officer of the police of Bow- 
ftreet, dated, that when the pri- 
foper.was brought to. the Brown 
Bear/in Bow-ftreet, he enquired 
the way to the neceflary, which, 
the deponent faid, he knew *eli 
enough 
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enough, having 'often been in 
cuftody there before; that he im- 
mediately followed him, and 
Jearchtrig him, took from him 
four bank notes, which he then 
produced in court. Here clofed 
the evidence for. the crown. 

The prifoner being called upon 
for his defence, faid, he left it to 
his counfel: who producing no 
wilnefles, the judge fummed up 
the evidence with great preciiion, 
after which the jury, in about 
five minutes, brought in a ver- 
dict— "GUILTY* 

The judge then, add re fling the 
convict at fome length* on the 
enormity of his offence, height- 
ened by unprovoked and unne- 
ceffary perfonal violence, recom- 
mended him to prepare 7 for that 
death, . which the laws of civi- 
lized fociety demanded as an ex 
ample; the feirtence of which he 
then pronounced upon him with 
great foiemnity. 

He was executed at Chelms- 
ford puifuant to bis fentence. 



Singular Memoirs of the Hon. 
William Hastings, of Wood- 
lands ^ in the County of South- 
ampton. Written by Anthony 
Ashley Cooper, fir ft Earl of 
Skafte/burj and Lord Chancellor. 

THE naivete of thefe memoirs 
is fo ftriking, that we think' 
our readers will be be ft pleafcd to 
fee them in the genuine language 
of the noble biographer; efpeci- 
ally as they contain no terms fo 
obfolete as not to be perfectly 
underftood. 

"In the year 1638," iays the 
noble earl, " lived Mr- Haftings, 
by his quality, , fan, brother, and 
Uncle to the Eatls of Huntingdon. 
He was, peradventure, ao origi- 
nal in our age. or rather the copy 






of our ancient nobility in hunt* 
ing, not in warlike times. He 
was very low, f very ftrong, and 
very arlive; of a redd lib flaxen, 
hair; his cloaths green cloth, 
and never all worth, when new, 
five pounds. His houfe was per* 
fetfly of the old fa (hi 00, in the 
midftof a large park well (locked- 
with deer : and near the houfe, 
rabbits to ferve his kitchen; 
many fim-ponds, great (tore of 
wood and timber, a bowling* 
green in it, long, but narrow, 
full of high ridges; it being 
never levelled fi nee it was 
ploughed) they ufed round fand- 
bowls, and it had a banqueting 
houfe like a (land, a large owe 
built in a tree- ' 

He kept all manner of fport* 
hounds that ran, back, fox* hare, 
otter and badger; and hawks 
long-winged and fhort-winged. 
He had all forts of nets for rim. 
He had a walk in the new Fo- 
reft, and the manor of Chrift- 
church: this lad fupplied hint 
with red*deer, fea and river fifli. 
And, indeed all his neighbours 
grounds and royalties were free 
to him; who heftowed all his 
time on thefe f ports, but what 
he borrowed to caivfs his neigh* 
hours wives and daughters, there 
not being a woman in all his 
walks of the degree of a yeoman's 
wife, and under the age of forty, 
but it was extremely her fault if 
he was not intimately acquainted 
with her. -This made him very 
popular; always f pea king kindly 
to the hufband, brother, or fa- 
ther ; who was to boot very wel- 
come to his houfe whenever they 
came. There they found beef, 
pudding, and fmall beer : a houfe 
not-fo neatly kept as to (hame 
hira, or his dufty (hoes, the great 
hall ftrewed with marrow-bones, 
full of Tiawka perches, hounds, 
fpauiels, 
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fpafttels, and terriers; the upper 
fide of the hall hang with the 
fox-fkins of .this and the lad 
year's killing: here and there a 
pole-cat intermixed, gamekeepers 
and hunters poles in great abun- 
dance. 

The parlour was a large room 
as properly furnifbed. On a 
great hearth paved with brick, 
'Jay fome terriers and the choiceft 
hounds and fpaniels. Seldom 
but two of the great chairs had 
litters of young cats in them, 
which were not to be difturbed, 
he having always three or four 
attending him at dinner: and a 
little white round (tick of four- 
teen inches long, lying by his 
trenches, that he might defend 
fuch meat as he had na mind to 
part with to them. 

The windows, which were very 
large, ferved for places to lay his 
arrows, crofs-bows, Qone-bows, 
and other foch like accoutre- 
ments. The corners of the room 
fall of the beft chofe hunting and 
hawkina-poles. An Oyftcr-table 
at the lower end, which was of 
conftant ufe twice a day all the 
year round ; for he never failed 
to eat oyilers before dinner and 
f upper, through all feafons. The 
upper part of the room had two 
fmall tables and a defk, on the 
one fide of which was a church 
bible, and on the other, the' 
book of martyrs. On the tables 
were hawks, hoods, bells, and 
fuch like; two or three old green 
hats, with their crowns thruft in 
fo as to hold ten or a dozen eggs, 
w-hitfi were of a pheafant kind of 
poultry ; thefe he took much care 
of, and fed himfelf. Tables, 
dice* cards, and boxes were not 
wanting; In the holes of the 
desk was ftore of tobacco-pipes 
that had been ufed : on one fide 
of *his end of the room was the 



door of a clofct, wherein flood 
the ftrong beer and the wine, 
which never came thence buY.ia 
fingle glafies, that being the rule 
of the houfe exactly obferved ^for 
he never exceeded in drink, or 
ever permitted \U 

On the other fide was the door 
into an old chapel, not ufed for 
devotion. The pulpit, as the. 
fa fell place, was never wanting 
of a cold chine of beef, venifon 
pafty, gammon of bacon, or a 
great apple-pye, with a thick 
crufl extremely baked. His ta- 
ble coil hihi not much, though 
it was good to eat at. His fports 
fupplied all but beef and mutton, 
except Fridays, when he hap the 
beft of fait fifh (as well as Other 
fifli) be could get; and this was 
the day his neighbours of beft 
quality vifited him. 

He never wanted a London 
pudding, and always fung it in 
with " My peft eyes therein a." 
He drank a glafs or two «t meals ; 
very often iyrup of gillyflowers 
in his fack, aud always a tun- 
glafs without feet flood by him, 
holding a pint of fmall beer, 
which be often ftirred with rofe- 
mary. He was well-natured, but 
foon angry, calling his fervants 
baftards and cuckoldy knaves, in 
one of which he often fpoke 
truth 'to his own knowledge, and 
fometimes both of the fame man* 
He lived to be an hundred, never 
loft his eyefight, but always 
wrote and read without fpecta- 
cles : and got on horfeback with- 
out help. Until paft four (core, 
he rid to the death of a flag as 
well as any/*

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BEAVER HUNTING. 

THE beaver much referable* 
the oxter, except about the 
UiJ, being of a colour fcxnewnat 
yellow, toterfpe.rfed with atti. 
The river Tivy, in Wales, was 
oijcc very famous for thefe aoi- 
apai*. They are amphibious, 
living both in frefit and fait 
water aa well as on land, unlike 
the otter, ,which only frequents 
flrclh water. Beavers participate 
giuch of the nature of fi(h, which 
it dtmonftrated by their tails and 

legs. 

• In fise they hardly exceed that 
•f the mongrel eur; their fore 
tret refemble thofeof a dog \ their 
hinder feet thofe of a gooie, hav- 
ing a web toaffift them in fwim? 
wiing: they have a fcort head, a 
4a t hairy fnout, fmall round ears, 
and very long teeth : the under 
teeth proje& beyond their lips 
about the breadth of three fin- 
gers,' and the upper about that 
of half a fingen, being very broad, 
crooked, ftrong, {harp, and fet 
deep ,in their mouths. The ft are 
their only weapons to defend 
fkemfelves againft other animals, 
and take Mi, as it were, .upon, 
hooks; and with thefe they will 
quickly cut afuader a tree as 
thick as a man's thigh : the tail, 
which is without hair, is covered 
with a (kin like the fcales of a 
$fl], sand 4a, about half a foot 
in length, and fix inches in 
breadth. ' ' " » 
- The following is the common 
method of. hunting beavers :— * 
In their caves or places of abode 
ir* frver t aL chambers, or places 
of retreat, by the water-fide, 
built one over another, to enable 
them to afeend or descend as the 
water falls or rifes ? and their 
conftru&ion is admirable to be- 
hold : they are compofed of 
flicks, iD^eraoufly pUiftered with 
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dirt, iu the form of a bee- hive, 
and are as capacious as a mode- 
rate fized oven. 

The hunters, having found 
one of thefe cares, make a 
breach in it, and put a little 
dog in it; in confequence of 
which the beaver makes towards 
the end of this cave, and there de- 
fends nimfelf with his teeth till 
all his building is razed or de* 
moliibed, and he becomes ex* 
pofed to the mercy of his ene- 
mies, who deftroy him with in* 
ftruments provided for the pur* 
pofe. The dogs employed in 
otter hunting are equally pro* 
per for this diversion. 

The beaver cannot remain long 
under water, being obliged to 
put up his head for breath ; en 
which account they are frequent* 
ly feen by thofe who are bunting 
them r who fire at them, or kill 
thern with fu.cn fpjears as arc ufed 
in otter-hunting, i 

Beavers are the rooft induftrir 
ous of all animals; in forming 
their habitations, all have their 
proper part of the work affigned , 
\o them, that by dividing their j 
Jabours, fafrty, (lability, and ear j 
peditjon may be the general ef- 
fect. X<> (his pur pole,, a i»n>.| 
rnunity. of two or ithree hundred j 
aflembje toother ; an owfeer is 
cboferi,. wboTe orders are p»ao 
tually obeyed; and, by ftrikinf 
the water fmartly with his tail, 
gives the fignal where the united 
force of numbers is neceffary to 
be applied^ iq order to ftren^then 
or fupport the fabric ; or, at the 
approach of an enemv, to ap- 
prize the foctety of their danger.

cable to the wants of your juve- 
nile or uninformed readers. It 
is a rule indubitably admitted, 
that the grafs of May, Ju**% and 
July, is preferable to every other 
month of the year; and that the 
fucculeot herbage of tkoj'e three 
a re, for horfes of value, greatly 
faperior to all the remainder, As 
we well know how little pafture 
ii to be obtained before the gc 



niat and enlivening warmth of 
the fun in May; fo experience 
has long fince convinced us how- 
little nutriment is derived from 
the verdure dependent upon the 
chilling nights and dreary fogs of 
impending winter, particularly 
in dripping fummers or rainy an* 
tumns. On the contrary, whea 
we advert to exceffive droughts, 
like the prefent, we are every way 
convinced, the middleof Auguft 
(in anyfeafm) is the only time to 
take hunters from grafs to get 
them into proper and permanent 
condition for the field* Your 
horfe being taken up, let his feed 
of corn and hay be moderate, as 
well as his portion of water ; at 
the expiration of four or fiv e ' 
days, take away a quart or three 
pints of blood, hy mtafwv, ac.

I muft firft beg to obferve, there 
bas, for many years, exifted a dr- 
v/erfity of opinions refpecling the 
propriety of purging horfes pre- 
vious to the commencement of 
the hunting feafon ; this long 
Handing dilh of contention be- 
tween the rights and the wrongs 
is nearly obliterated, and we find 
the reformation in a " Modern 
Syftem of Farriery," has nearly 
fcouted ancient practice oat of 
countenasce. To juftify its «#- 
cejitjy in fact, to prove its uti- 
lity beyond the power of "con- 
troversy, 1 (hall endeavour to 
convey fuch defcription of its 
operation upon the blood, and 
fa lutary effects upon the confu- 
tation, as I am induced to be- 
lieve will totally wipe away every 
futile idea, every paltry oppofi- 
tion to the contingency of purg- 
ing, and juftify the propriety of 
its being brought into general 
ufe, under fuch regulations and 
mode of management, as 1 fball, 
through the medium of your 
publication, prefume to commu- 
nicate. But whilft I thus ad- 
vance my opinion upon its gene- 
ral utility, I do not mean to be^ 
come an advocate for its indifcri- 
minate adminiftration, without 
due deference to the caufe and 
condition of the fubjedt : will- 
ing, by no meant, to be confider- 
ed an invariable friend to untie- 
€efary evacuations, perfectly con- 
vinced they are only abfoluteiy 
requifite under the oppreffive in- 
fluence of injudicious accumula- 
tion, and its effect upou the ani- 
mal oeconomy of the object before 

118. 

The general idea of ivacu- 
asts goes no further (with the 



unenlightened multitude) than * 
mere difcharge from the intefti- 
nal canal, without adverting to 
all the coufequences refulting 
from its latent operation upon 
the general fyftem ; or a relative 
consideration to its more remote 
effect upon thofe £arts that are 
but little fuppofed to be at all 
concerned in the operation or its 
confequence. ■ To bring this 
matter a few degrees nearer to 
every comprekenfion^ is the entire 
bufinefs of this investigation, 
which may with very little atten- 
tion, be universally underftood. 
Without a practical knowledge 
of the anatomical ftrutture, it 
may be readily conceived that the 
internal coat of the ftomach is fo 
fupplied jwith nervous ramifica- 
tions, that it becomes a joint' 
and' ferious feat of irritibility, 
evidently dependent in ad ion 
upon whatever may be taken or 
forced into its vacuum, either as 
food or phytic; exclufive, there- 
fore, of the acling fiimulus of ca- 
thartic medicines upon the ex- 
treme fenfibility of the nervous 
fyftem, thus difperfed by collate* 
ral branches through every part 
of the frame; they act alfo by 
irritation upon the mouths of the 
lymphatics, exciting a propor* 
tional regurgitation cf their con- 
tents into the inteftinal canal, fo 
long as the ftimuiative property 
of the medicine may have power 
to act; during which, fuchabforp- 
Uonoflympfi, and regurgitation of 
chyle intermixes with; and is car- 
ried off with the excrements.

XIV; A Drink, R. Com- 
mon water one pail full, whiten 
it with rye meal, and add fait of 
nitre one ounce. 

No. XV. A Poultice, R. Soot 
from the chimney well baked and 
Gfted one pound, mix it with a 
fufficient quantity of the ftrongeft 
vinegar that can be procured. 
This poultice is to be renewed 
every four hours. 

No. XVI. Baths, R. Sal am- 
moniac two ounces, 'fufgar of 
lead four ounces, the coldeft 
fpring water one pail fuH. Let 
the part affected be foaked in this 
bath during one hoytr; the fame 
bath may fervefeveral times, tak- 
ing care before it is ufed to im* 
merfe the vtflel in which it is 
contained into cold fpring water, 
in order to cool it. 

No. XVII. R. Spring water 
one pail full, add of the vitriolic 
acid four ounces, and let the part 
foak as above. 

A foundering often refrfts both 
the efforts of nature and art. I . 
fhail fubjofn to the account here 
given of this diftemper, the fol- 
lowing obfervations * 

If the treatment that has been 
prefcribed does npt flop the pro* 
grefs of the difcafc, and if it does

; not produce a refolution of the 
humours, it will terminate with 

" more or fefs dreadful effects, ac' 
cording to the age, constitution 
and other circumftances of the 
animal. 

Sometimes the inflammation 
is (o, rapid, that a total falling- 
off, or (bedding of the hoof takes 
place in two or three days. If 
this misfortune happens to all 
four feet at once, the animal 
mud be immediately configned 
to the flaughtering houfe, we rauft 
not expect the production of a 
new hoof, except when the fall 
of trie hoof takes -place in one 
foot only ; and it often happens 
that foundering attacks the foot 
that has been obliged to fupport 
the whole weight of the body 
for a Jong while. The part pro- 
duced is always more or lefs fee- 
ble and deformed, and the horfe 
is only fit for the purpofes of huf- 
bandry. 

When the reparation of the 
hoaf does* not take place, it be* 
comes totally deformed ; Hie toe 
grows long and berids upwards: 
the furface of it is covered with 
irregularities called circles, or 
the foleis puttied outwards by 
the coffin bone, which draws 
nearer to- the perpepdicular line, 
by detaching itfelf from the in- 
terior furface of the hoof, confe- 
quently the inferior furface of 
the foot becomes convex, and 
this conformation takes the name 
of crefcent. In this ftate the 
horfe is obliged to bear entirely 
on the heels and frog; and the 
leg in moving defer ibes a femi- 
circle from within, outwards, 
which in trench is called fwim- 
king. 

When this diftemper has been 
lefs violent than the preceding 
cafe, although it does not occa- 
sion the deformity of the feet, yet 
Jhe hork treads with more or 



lefs difficulty, efpecially at com- 
ing oat of n tbe ftabJe. The play 
of the joint being confined, the 
leg movee with difficulty, and it 
is then faid, though improperly, 
that the horfe is ftiff in his fhoul- 
ders. When, indeed, the obfta- 
cle to motion is in the inferior 
articulations; bathing them in 
warm mineral water, or in the 
mud of thofe waters, has often 
produced good effects.

LETTER IX. 
ON HUNTING. 

Additional Obfervations on TRAIL- 
ING, STARTING! &C. 

T* the Editors of the Sporting 
Magazine, 

Gentlemen, 

A PEW more observation* on 
tbefabje&s of the two iaft 
tpiftleawbich I took the liberty 
ef add r effing to you, will not I 
hope be deemed impertinent. . 

It is welt known that in a 
good day, (launch hounds fektom 
give up the fcent at head ; if they 
do, there is generally an obvfotss 
reafonforit; a huntfman (hould 
always make this ob&rvation, a* 
it will diiteft his caft. If he be 
a good o**, he will attend to the 
hounds as he go tsy nicety otofcrv*- 
\n% which - have the lead, the 
degree of fcent they carry, and 
the various circumftanees which 
are continually happening from 
change of weaCher, and difference 
of ground. Me will alfobe mind- 
ful of the diftance which the hare 
keeps before the hounds^ and of 
her former doubles, without neg- 
lecting to remark what point (he 
makes to. 

All thefe observations will be 

of off, if a fong fault makes the 

htratfinan's ahUfcaQcc acceffary ; 

O o and 
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and, if the hare (hould have 
headed back, he will carefully 
obferve whether (he meets with 
any thing in her courfe to turn 
her ; or turned of her own ac- 
cord. When he cads his hounds, 
let him begin by making a fmall 
circle; if that will not do, let 
him try a larger : he may after- 
wards be at liberty to perfevere 
in any caft he may judge mod 
Jikely. As the hare generally 
revifits her old haunts, and returns 
to the place where (he was fird 
found (if the fcent be quite gone 
and the hounds can no longer 
hunt) that caft is as likely to re- 
cover her as any other. Let 
him, however, remember, in all 
his cafts, that the hounds are not 
to follow his horfes heels, nor 
are they to carry their heads 
high, and nofes in the air. At 
thefe times they mud try for the 
fcent, or they will never find it; 
and he is either to make his cad 
quick or flow, as he perceive? 
his hounds try, and as the fcent is 
either good or bad. 

Ycang hares tread deeper and 
heavier than old ones, becaufe 
the younger they are, the weaker 
the joints. At full moon they 
make mod work, and go a great 
didance, relieving upon any fort 
of food, efpecially that which 
grows within the (hade of the 
hedge-row* and trees. At this 
time the buck and doe a (Toe i ate 
oftened together. 

It (hould alfo be obferved that 
all hares do not leave an equal 
degrees of fcent. The down-hares 
have the lead; inclofure, wood- 
land and mat (by hares, the mod : 
efpecialiy (he that forms in the 
plafliy ground, or by the fide of a 
river or wet ditch; (he leaves a 
ftrong fcent, being ufually didem- 
pered and unhealthy. 

Low-land hares fmell dronger 
than the down-hares, on account 



of the fuperior ranknefs of their 
food; and the effluvia in woods 
and inclofures being better de- 
fended from wind and air than 
on the bleak downs. 

Hares in general, leave more 
fcent going to than from relief, 
and never fmell fo ftrongas when 
they padure on corn. 

Gentlemen (hould direct their 
huntfmeo to prevent their hounds 
as much as they can from chop- 
ping hares: but hunifmen like to 
get blood at any rate : and, when 
the hounds are ufed to it, !hey 
feck vtry attentively for oppor- 
tunities: a hare mud be very 
wild, or very nimble to efcape 
them; it is ufual for that animal 
either to leap up before the 
hounds come near her, and fieal 
avyay % as it is called, or elfe to 
lie clofe till they put their very 
nofes upon her. Hedges are very 
dangerous : if the hiintfmen beats 
the hedge htmfelf, which is the 
ufual practice, the hoands are al- 
ways upon the warch, and the 
hare mud have good luck to ef- 
cape them all. The bed way to j 
prevent it is, to have the hedge 
well beaten at fome didance be« j 
fore the hounds.

% Babblers (hould not be admit, 
ted into the pack ; for, though 
they are known and di {regarded 
by the other dogs, it is unplea- 
faot to hear their noife : they are 
not fit companions for the red. 
The Spectator, however, makes 
us fmile at the oddity of his friend 
Sir Roger, for returning a hound 
which he fa id was an excellent 
bafsy becaufe he wanted a coun- 
ter-tenor-, yet, I think, if we at- 
tended more to the variety of 
notes frequently to be met with 
ia the tongues of hounds, it 
might greatly add to the harmony 
of the pack. Perhaps a complete 
concert could not be attained, 
but it would be eafy to prevent 
difcordant founds. A hound 
that runs faSfe (hould not be kept 
on any account: the lofs of one 
hare is more than fuch a dog is 
worth. 

To efpy a bare, no rules can be 
laid down with any degree of 
precifion ; (he generally forms 
uncertain : whoever looks for 
her muft have the idea of a hare 
feated, ftrongly pictured in his 
mind. They very feldom choofe 
to form in high woods in au- 
; tumn, becaufe the leaves, acorns, 
and beach -mafts are continually 
falling ; and in wet weather drops 
from the trees difturb them : 
they prefer the dry brake, hedge, 



or ftubble. The variety of feats

Tie Natural and Political His- 
tory of tie Fox, 

THIS crafty and lively animal 
is common to every part of 
Great Britain ; aad is fo well 
known as not to requite a parti- 
cular . defcription. He deeps 
much during the day; but the 
night is the lea Ton of his activity, 
and the time he roams about io 
fearch of prey. He will cat flefh 
of any kind, but prefers that of 
hares, rabbits, poultry, and birds. 
If refidtrnt near the fea, he will 
for want of other food eat crabs, 
Ihrimps, mufcles, and other fhell- 
fifln 

Mr. BufFon has laboured to 
prove, that the dog and the fox 
will not breed together : for this 
purpofe, he kept two males and 
a female for a coniiderable time, 
and endeavoured to make the 
males copulate with the bitches, 
which rhey uniformly refu fed; 
and from thence he concludes 
that no mixture can take place 
between the two fpecies : but it 
ifeould be remembered that the 
that were in a (late of confine- 
ment: and, of courfe many cir- 
cumftanc£sniigbt..4KCur to dtfguit 
them, and rtnder the experi- 
ment abortive. In confirma- 
tion of this, we need only ob- 
ferve, that the lame foxes which, 
when at liberty, darted on the 
poultry with their ufual eager- 
nefs, never attempted to touch a 



(ingle fowl after they were efeaiiH 
ed: and we are told further, 
41 that a living hen wa§ generally 
fixed near them for a wboie 
night; and, though food was 
kept from them for many hours, 
yet, in fpite of hunger and op- 
portunity, they never forgot that 
they were chained, nor did they 
difturb the hen." 

If any one fhould be fo hardy 
at to aficrt from this, that foxes 
have a natural averfion to poul- 
try, we may cafily conceive how 
little credit would be given to 
the cooclufion, . and how much 
laughter it would excite. We 
make this obfervation to (hew, 
that experiments of this kind, 
where uature is thwarted io her 
ptocefs, or retrained in any of 
her operations, are not always to 
be depended on. 

That the fox and dog will 
breed together, is a fa& too well 
known, in federal parts of Eng. 
land, to admit of the foal left 
doubt. It is a common practice, 
in many places, to tie up a bitch 
that is in fea (on where (he may be 
vifited by a fox, and be impreg- 
nated by him : the fruits of the 
connection are fufficiently ob- 
vious i mod, if not all the pup- 
pies, have a ftrong refemblance 
to the fox : the (l|arp uofe, prick 
ears, long body, and fiiort legs 
of the fox, evidently point out 
their origin. Thefe dogs are 
highly c deemed by farmers and 
graziers, and the mod ufeful kind 
'for driving cattle* they bite 
keenly, are extremely active and 
playful, aod are very .expert in 
deftroying weafels, rats, and other 
vermin. 

In France and Ittly the foz^ 
does great damage to the vine- 
yards, by feeding on the grapes, 
of which it is extremely food. 
He boldly attacks the wild beet, 

and 
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»d frequently robs tbesn of their 
ftore ; bat not with impunity i the 
whole fwarm iies out, and fattens 
upon the invader; bat be retires 
only for a few momenta, and rids 
binifelf of the bees, by roiling 
upon the ground:, in which ope- 
ration he cru flies fuch as (lick to 
him, and then returns to devour 
bo ib wax and honey. 

The cunning of the fox, in 
furp riling and fecuring his prey, 
is equally remarkable. When 
be has acquired more than be 
can devour, his firft care is to 
fecore what be bas killed, which 
is generally ail within his reach* 
He itigs boles in different places, 
where he conceals his booty, by 
carefully covering it with earth 
to prevent diicovei y. If a flock 
of poultry have unfortunately 
failed victims to his ftrat&gems, 
be wiH bring them, one by one, 
to thefe hiding-places; where be 
leaves tbem till hunger demadds a 
fresn fupply. 

The chafe of the fox is a very 
favourite diveiion in this king- 
dom, and is no where purfoed 
with fuch ardour and intrepi- 
dity. Both our dogs and nodes 
are confefledly fdperior to tbofe 
of any other country. When the 
fox finds he is purfued, he flies 
towards his hole : and finding it 
flopped, which k always care- 
folly done before the chafe be- 
gins, he has recourfe to his fpted 
and bis conning for fafety. He 
does not doable and meafure his 
ground back like the hare, but 
costumes his coorfe ftraight for- 
ward before the hounds with 
great strength and perfe vera nee. 
Both dogs and horfes, particularly 
the latter, have frequently fallen 
vi£Hm* to the ardour of the pur- 
JbU, which hab fometimes conti- 
nued for upwards of fifty miles 
without the f mall eft intermiffion, 
and ai full fpeed. 



Mr. Charles Turner^ hounds 
hu*ited at Arcyholm, near Hur* 
worth in rbe county of Durham* 
and found the noted old fox Csb. 
far, which made an extraordinary 
chafe* After a round of four 
miles, he led to S meat on, throngs* 
Hornby and Apple ton ; the* 
back again to Hornby, Worfet- 
moor,Pieriburgh, Lin? pton, Cray- 
thorn, Middieton, Hilton, Sea. 
mcr, Newby, Marton, OrmCbys 
then upon Hambleton, through 
Kirkleatham-park, Upleatham, 
Skelton, and Kilton. Mr. Tur- 
ner tired three* horfes, and only 
three hounds were in purfuit, 
when he thought proper to call 
them off, it being near five in the 
evening* The chafe was upwards 
of fifty miles. 

As the fceot of the fox is very 
ftrong, the dogs follow with great 
alacrity and eagernefs, and hav© 
been known to keep up a con- 
usant chafe for eight or ten hours 
together; and it is hard to fay, 
whether the fpirited eagernefs of 
the bounds, the ardour of the 
horfes, or the enthufiafm of the 
hunters, is moft to be admired. 
The fox is the only one of the 
party which has the plea of ne- 
ceffity on his fide : and it operates 
Co ftronglv, 'hat he often efcapes 
the utmoft efforts of his purfuers, 
and returns to his hole in fafety. 
The fmell of his urine is fo of- 
fenfive to the dogs, that it fome« 
times proves the means of his 
efcape from them* When all his 
fhifts have failed him, and he is 
at laft overtaken, he then defends 
hirafelf with great obftinacy, and 
fights in filence till he is torn in 
pieces by the dogs. 

There are three varieties of 
foxes in this ifland, which differ 
from each other more in form 
than in colour. The gteyhound 
fox is the largeil, and is'chiefly 
found in the mountainous parts 

of. 
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of England and Scotland : he is 
like wife the bolded, and will at- 
tack a well grown (beep; hit ears 
are long and erect, and his af- 
ped wild. The ma ft iff fox ii 
rather lefs, but his limbs are 
more drongly formed. The cur 
fox, which is the lead, is the 
mo(l common, and approaches 
nearer to the habitations of man- 
kind. He lurks about the out- 
houfes of the farmer, and carries 
off all the poultry within his 
reach* He is remarkably playful 
and familiar, when tamed; but, 
like all wild animals half reclaim- 
ed, will, on the lead offence, 
bite tbofe he is mod familiar 
with. 

The eve of the fox is of a lively 
hazel colour, very dgnificant and 
expreffive; and difcovers very 
fendbly the different emotions of 
love, fear, or anger, by which it 
may be effected. • He feems 
greatly to admire his bufliy tail, 
and frequently amufes himfeif by 
endeavouring to catch it a.s he 
runs round. In cold weather, 
when he lies down, he folds it 
about his head* 

The fox deeps found, and, 
like the dog, lies in a round 
form. Foxes produce but once a 
ytar, from three to fix young 
ones at a time. When the fe- 
male is pregnant fhe retires, and 
feldom goes out of her hole, 
where (be prepares a bed for her 
young. She comes in feafon in 
the winter, and young foxes are 
found in the month of April. If 
fbe perceives that her habitation 
is difcovered, die carries them 
off, one by one, to a more fecure 
retreat. The young are brought 
forth blind, like puppies : they 
grow eighteen months, or two 
years, and live thirteen or four- 
teen years. 

There are many varieties of 
this animal, apparently produced 



by the influence of climate: tbofe 
of this country are moftly of a 
tawny-red, mixed with afti-colour; 
the fore part of the legs is black, 
and the tail tipped with white. 
In colder countries* foxes are of 
various colours. 



To the Editoes of the Spoitins

after the cure of the mange, I 
take up the pen to offer a few re- 
marks upon '• that appearance," 
which. he fays, proceed from the 
method i of cure, but I prefume to 
fuppofe is occationed by the acri- 
monious caufc, and excoriation of 
the difeafe itfelf. However, as 
the major pare of veterinarian 
inquifitants (who are not pof- 
feffed of fcieutidc materials) ge- 
nerally advert more to their 
wifhes than their reafott, it can 
create no furprife that the moft 
dudious inveftigators, whofe/tr- 
formances and cures cannot keep 
pace with the impatient and mira- 
culous expectations of their em- 
ployers, inould fo met i roes break 
forth into the exclamatory confo. 
latjon of " Vain his attempt who 
drives to pleafejr; all." i 

I believe, Gentlemen, there it 
required very little evidence 
more than what has been already 
furn idled by time and* experience 
to prove, how cheap and expe- 
ditioudy every man wifhes a cure 
to be performed either in him* 
felf or upon bis horfe. The ea- 
gernefs of that expectation, may 
be natural^ but it is by no means 
confiftent: people, in the warmth 
of their imagination, are feldom 
patieptly iuclioed to advert to. 
ought 
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ORIGIN, CAUSES, and EFFECTS. 

The natural fecretions, animal 
{economy, and property of medicine 
is but little attended to, or the 
gradational means by which an 
obliteration of difeafe is to be 
obtained ; the mind is inftantly 
fixed upon the cqre, which is fo 
invariably anticipated, that hap« 
pen when it will, it feldom or 
ever comes fo foon as expected. 
To this unreafbnable impatience 
may be attributed half the ill- 
founded difcontents and ridicu- 
lous prejudices of our lives ; and 
to wjiich alone we (land indebted 
for the greater part of our own 
difquietudes. I know not to 
what particular mode of treat- 
ment your correfpondent al- 
ludes, or what ftate of the difeafe 
his horfe may have been in at the 
commencement of cure; but af- 
ter reminding him of the origi- 
nal wretched appearanca of any 
horfe labouring under an invete- 
rate ftate of The Mang*, and 
the length of time neceflary to 
infure renovation in frame and 
generation of flefli ; 1 (hall pro- 
ceed to make fome few remarks 
upon the nature of the difeafe, 
the proper mode of treatment, 
and certainty of cure, recommend- 
ing, not only to your correfpond- 
ent, but your readers in general, 
thenecef/ity of time, punctuality, and 
perfeverancc, to promote fo de- 
finable an attainment, without 
looking too fervently to the in- 
ter po fit ion of modern miracles with 
the fervency of a Methodist 
Taylor. 

This difeafe, (if it may with 
propriety be {o termed) originates 
in an impoveriftied and acrimo- 
nious ftate of the blood, occa- 
sioned by want of nutritious ali- 
ment; which alone conveys to 
the fyftem of circulation the 
craflamentum or balftmic adhe- 
five property of the blood itfelf ; 



for want of which itlofesits tena- 
city, and degenerated into an 
acrid lefous vapour, acquiring 
a degree of malignity by its repa- 
ration from what was intended 
by nature as its original correc- 
tor. Horfes that have been but 
little furn iflied with healthy pro* 
vender are generally the fubjeds 
of this diforder, which is not fo 
infectious as commonly repre- 
fented ; on the contrary, is very 
feldom communicated from one 
to another, but where both have 
been jointly fubjeci to the fame 
fcene of poverty and wretchednefs* 
The appearance is fo far com- 
plex, that what one terms " for- 
feit," another deems "mange;" 
they are, however, fo perfe&ijr 
diftincl in their 'advanced ftage, 
that a competent and experienced 
infpeclor inftantly discovers the 
difference. 

The diftingu lining traits of the 
mange being thus readily percep- 
tible, it becomes neceflary to ob- 
ferve that its different ftages re- 
quire a different treatment: for 
what will certainly obliterate it 
in a ftate of infancy, will by no 
means en'force fubmiffion when 
it has affumed the moft formidable 
appearance of inveteracy. 

In the earlieft ftage of difco- 
very,, let an improvement of the 
blood be the leading ftep to every 
other confideration ;.give a mo- 
derate portion of good corn twice 
a day, with a ma(h of malt and 
bran, equal parts, (made with 
boiling water) every evening; 
into which is to be ftirred, of 
fulphur and antimony, each one 
ounce. So foon as the fubject is 
fome what improved in flefli, and 
the above nutritious aliment may 
have been fuppofed to generate 
blood of a more fubftantial con- 
fidence (which may be conclu- 
ded in eight or nine days) (take 
away three pints by meafure, and 

let 
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let k ftand till cold, to observe 
whether the craffamentum (that 
i* tbe fagulnm} or the forum 
na* tbe predominance. Thete 
Jhoold be ia the proportion of 
ftvc»cightbs craflameiitura, and 
threc«etghtbf feram, tn a healthy 
Ubjeeli ant great variation from 
which, confiitutcs a predomi- 
nance indicating difeafe on one 
Sde» or an impoverithed date on 
tbe other. When fir ft taken in 
kano, he raooot be too fooa ex 
tcraally cleansed, by a complete 
warning of faap aad warm-water, 
creating a fabftantial lather, to 
take off the filth from tbe fur- 
hxtj and open the cutaneous 
parages? be may then be wifyed 
till quite dry, and all the affected 
parts be w allied with tbe follow- 
ing lotion every night and morn- 
ing for ten day* or a fortnight, 
when the fcurfwill begin to fe- 
waratc, aad leave the integument 
clear. 

Take of lime- water, made by 
the London Difpeafatory, three 
pints} lixivium of tartar, (com- 
monly called oil of tartar per 
afcliquam) one pint. Mir toge- 
ther ana (hake the bottle at each 
time of niiitg. 

This is the mode to be adopted 
hi an emrfy ftage of -the difeafe, 
wbkb, with regularity and pe»- 
feverance, will alwaya effect the 
pnrpofe; more particularly if 
when the n^rlhrs are difconti- 
W*c& % JulpAuw and avtim*ny % each 
one ounce, are repeated for 
fame Iktte luve in the morning 
and evening fted* of cetn. In 
cafes where the diforder has af- 
firmed a greater ascendancy, and 
given a. face of feverity* more 
powers*] nneansinuft be brought 
into ufe cxttsaaUy, though* (he 
fte-pj nr«vi«ndy ukea, arcr to be 
urecifcly the fern*. 

Tate quickiilver, four ounces, 
which fnb ia a metal amtar, 



with ont on nee of common tar* 
peotine, and a table fpoonfal of 
olive oil, till the qntckfiiver is 
entirely incorporated, and be* 
come invisible ; then add, by de- 
grees, one ponnd of hog's lard, 
made fufficiently warm to •beats 
a foltttion ; when thefe are well 
mixed, add of black brirnfleRe 
and white hellebore in powder 
each fix ounces; fal arm anise 
finely powdered one ounce, end

WHEN you angle at Chel- 
fea, on a calm fair day the 
wind being in a right corner, 
pitch your boat almoft oppofite 
to the church, and angle in fix 
or feven feet water; where, as 
well as at Batterf^a- bridge, you 
will meet with plenty of roach 
and dace. 

Mortlake Deep is the next 
place" where roach principally 
refort when the weeds are rotten ; 
and good carp are often taken 
there. 

There is very good angling for 
roach, dace, gudgeons, and perch, 
from the fide of the Aits oppo- 
site to Brentford, Ifleworth, and 
Twickenham ; where trout and 
carp are alfo frequently taken. 
* Teddington Banks are remark- 
able for good gudgeons, roach, 
&c. v 

Kingflon Wick, and Kingfton, 
are famous for barbel, roach, und 
dace. 

At Hampton and Sunbury, ' 
there is good angling for barbel, 
roach, dace, chub, gudgeons, and 



flceggers ; and, from the Aits, for 
trout and -large perch. 

Walton Deeps, and Shepper- 
con Pool abound with large bar- 
bel and dace. 

At and about Windfor, a vaft 
variety of all torts of fifh are to 
be had ; but if any one is found 
angling in another's water, (with- 
out leave) he is fined very high 
by the court in that town, fup- 
pofing he only catch ss a fiogie 
gudgeon, he. 

The rivers which empty them* 
felves into the Thames, and 
others not far from it, are next 
entitled to our notice. We 
(hall begin with thofe on the 
north fide. 

i. IIJ w d-river •, of which the 
upper part abounds with roach 
and dace, and has a good por- 
tion of perch ; but between II- 
ford and the Thames, efpecially 
about three miles from the town, 
fome pike are to be found, s.

B. Brentford-river was formerly s 
good one, but has been much 
abufed by poachers ; notwith- 
standing which, the angler may 
meet with fome chub, roach, 
dace and perch. 9. Hounjlno- 
fiver abounds with roach, dace,

Uxbridge+river is ce- 
ebrated far its excel Ic at large fat 
trout ; bat, «t the water ts rented, 
the angler rouft not only obtain 
leave to angle in it, but he mud 
pay a certain fum per pound 
for what he kills. Denham, 
near Uxfcridgc, is a very famous 
place.

There are, very dearly* differ- 
ent kinds of them ; whether bred 
jn the fame or different coun- 
tries, the curious refearcbes of 
the Natural ids may hereafter in- 
▼eftigate ; at prefent, I prefume, 
4t is undetermined* Thofe which 
" comedo us about Candlemas are 
.different from the others that ar- 
rive earlier, in fize, in colour, 
and even in their manner of fly- 
ing ; being quicker of wing, tak- 
ing longer flights, and, as is well 
known to fportfmen, more difli-' 
^ult to be fhot, becaufc tbey do 
not rife fo quickly at>ove the; 
fpray, but make their, way for 
fome diftance among the boughs. 
That fome few are bred here, is* 
beyond a queftion, becaufe the 
nefts and the young are not un- 
frequently feen. Thefe are fup- 
pofed to be from wounded birds 
di fabled from returning; and I 
take them to be thofe that are 
found fo early as September, and 
chiefly in hedge rows. They fly 
heavily, apd feldom many rods at 
a time. They are of the iajrgeft 
fize, with great heads, apd of a 
colour fomewbat darker than 
Others. Thofe which arrive in 
October and November, the mo ft 
numerous tribe, are rather leis, 
with lefe heads, apd of a colour 
not quife fo dark. And the Can- 
dlemas cocks are dill fmalier, 
with fhorter bijls, and of a lighter 
colour pn the hesvd, back, and 
frreaft, Sijch. a variety is like- 
wife obfervable ip fnipes, though 
ftrhaps, not cqromonly noticed, 
am of opinion that wpod cocks 
are tp be found in ^lrrjofl ail parts 
pf the world* A gentleman, who 
Jias been governor pf Bengal, in- 
formed me, that they have tbem 
in Inida, whither they probably 



come from the immenfe wilds of 
Tartary. 

Thefe delicious birds are now 
very .rare, and .become more 
and more fo every year, being fo 
eagerly bunted after, that veiy 
.few efcape to go back again. And 
I apprehend that they ace not great 
breeders, as thofe few. that chance 
to breed here, arc e>ferved to 
lay but two, or at rood three 
eggs. Formerly, before the art 
ot (hooting flying was fo general, 
and tbey were in much; greater i 
plenty, they were taken to Tarings 
let in moid places, where they 
came to feed, but the greateft 
havbek of them is made in Corn* 
wall and Devonshire, by nets 
bung in .the woods ; and I have 
heard that the Exeter (rage coach 
has brought up thirty dozen in a 
week to the alUconfumiog city of 
London. So many enemies, and 
fo many engines are employed to 
deftroy them, that very few can 
return to breed and bring, us frcfli 
fupplies*

Short Account of the House and 
Paintings, with the Out- 
buildings and Sporting Es- 
tablishments at Goodwood, 
in Suffex, the Seat of his Grace 
the Duke of Richmond. 

THE hall and the drawing- 
room are the chief rooms 
for fpace and (hew. The hall is 
So by 24; the drawing-room 40 
by 28. After the dining parlour 
and the duchefs's dreffiag-room, 
there are a great many rooms, but 
none that need be diftinguifhed. 

The pictures are, Mrs Darner, 
Lady Louifa, Lord George, 
Count Bentick;(a fine chara£er- 
iftic head) the late Duke and J)u- 
chefs, Duke of Leinfter, Coudtefs 
Berkeley, and a half lengtp of 
She prefent duke when abroad, as 
formidable as brick coloured cuffs 
could make him. 

In other rooms are Lord An- 
ion, Lord Albemarle, Lord J* 
Cavendifli, Lord Keppel, by 
Romney ) Lady L. Conolly. Some 
fine horfes, by Stubbs, with Col. 
Jones, Lord George Lenox, and 
the Duke, all on horfeback. 
with iervants and dogs-— The 
Duchefs and Lady Louifa are in 
another piAure, looking at fome 
race- horfes; and a third, with 
Lord Holland and another gen- 
man (hooting. There are fome 
pictures of other horfes, viz. 
Sheldon, Grey Cary, Grey Cardi- 
gan, Bay Bolton, Red Rohin, and 



Sultan, which were given bf 
Prince Charles of Lorraine to th* 
king in 1743. 

Mad. Querouaille, Nell Gwyn, 
and the Ducbefe of Portfinonth, 
are alfo among the pictures. 

Other artificial objects are, the 
ftatue of a lionefs, a favourite of 
the late and prtfrnt Duke, the 
lion, the head of Anfon's fhip, 
upon his voyage. 

The outlying buildings are an 
obelifk, holding a well bid chim- 
ney, carrying the fmoke from 
the pheafantry, built by the pre- 
fect Duke. The Venetian room, 
with views to the Ifle of Wighr, 
built by the late Duke. A dairy 
exquifitcly fimple and beautiful ; 
the tablets on the bafe of the 
buttrefles are heraldry of the 
condiment families, Lenox, Bru- 
denell, Cadogan, Kennieort, and 
No hall. 

Early in life, the Duke built 
what is not common— a tennis- 
court ; and what is more uncom- 
mon ftill, a dog kennel, which has 
coft him above io,oool. The 
Duke was his own arcbiteft and 
builder: he dug his own flints, 
burnt his own lime, made his own 
bricks, and formed the wood* 
work in bis own fhops. 

THE DOG KBNNBL 

Is a place by itfelf in the park, 
and is a grand objeft to the beft 
rooms in the honfe — —The front 
is handforoe. — The ground is well 
raifed about it, and turfed. The 
effect is good. 

The dimenfions— The length 
is 148 feet, the depth 30; the 
height from the crown of the 
arches that fupport it, 18 feet on 
the fides; in the centre 28 feet.

Original Anecdotes of Hun-t- 
ing tie BeaH in Russia, &c. * 

(Concluded from page 104.J , 

SINCE the laft-mehttoned hapr, 
an old fuperannuated huntf- 
man retired on a penfion, and 
living in a hot not far from Paul. 
off Iky, the fummer palace oF the 
Great Duke, killed another Urge 
bear, when quite alone, with his 
couteau de ckaffe. 

The old fportfman had 'fatten 
unexpe&edly oh a bear, whilft he 
was fauntertng in the woods in. 
feardh of other ^ame. The noife 
of his gun, probably fired clofe 
to. the animal without knowing 
it, brought him upon the bid 
man, unable to fave. himferf by 
flight; he therefore drew his fide- 
arm, and as the bear rofe to bug 
him, plunged it fo fortunately 
into his belly, as to lay it dead at 
his feet. He' theii returned home, 
and having procured a boor's 
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cart. 
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cart, conveyed his prejr to his 
Imperial Htghnefs ; who was fo 
charmed wkh the bold veteran, 
that he gave him a hundred ru- 
bles for his aged prowefs, and or- 
dered him to keep the (kin as a 
trophy of it, which he did, and is 
not a little proud of flowing it. 

When only three hunters chafe 
a bear, they take the following 
method ': As foon as the bear is 
.found, thefc three fportfmen 
take their (tat ions at a certain 
jdiftance and direction from each 
jotber : one of them fires at the 
animal, on which he immediately 
.makes towards hito ; the fecond 
then fires to draw him to the 
-other fide ; and .the third does 
the fame to give him a third di- 
rection. By the time thefe ma* 
neeuvres are executed, the firlt 
/portfman has time to load again, 
and in this manner they fire and 
load alternately till they have dif- 
patched their game. 

There is lull another curious 
circumftance attending the Ruf- 
fian bear hunt, which is the 
manner in which the peafants 
trace them out in fummer, by 
what may be called, in fporting 
language, their form ; with the 
method they have of judging of 
his fizc by it ; though, properly 
f peaking, it is only the form of 
his hinder parts, and not of his 
whole body. 

The bear is very fond of corn, 
and makes great havock among 
it by the quantity he con fumes, 
and the quantity he treads tinder 
foots but the mannei of his feed- 
ing on it is remarkable, efpe* 
cially as in that a£t he leaves what 
the peafants call his form in the 
earth, and by which they trace 
him fronv one part to another 
during his feeding feafon. 

When this animal finds a field 
of corn to hi* tafte, either in the 
milky or ripe ftate of the grain, 



he choofes a foft fpot amongft it, 
free from (tones, where J»e fits 
down on his buttocks, and eats 
all around him as far as he can 
reach, turning on his buttocks 
as a center, fo as to make a hole 
or print in the ground, round 
and fmooth like a large bafon. 
This afcertains to the peafant the 
fizc of his hind quarters; and, 
mea Turing from that to the crop* 
ped circle in the corn ail around, 
they judge of his length ; as the 
lazy animal never quits his feat 
to eat further than the utrnoft 
reach of his muzzle and paw«, 
but removes to a frefh fpot when 
all is confumed near him, and 
begins the fame bufinefs over 
again. Thefe prints or forms, 
by the comparative freihnefs of 
their appearance, apprize the 
peafants of their approach to the 
enemy they are tracing. So that 
the dtfeovery of the bear in 
fummer depends upon this fe- 
cond remarkable trait id bruin's* 
character, which I acknowledge 
was new to me, and may proba- 
bly be fo to many of your read* 
ers. 

The Finnifh peafants, a rcry 
different race from the Ruffians, 
mark the difference of their cha- 
racters by the lefs dangerous and 
active mode of their bunting the 
bear, and though I believe their 
(tratagems are better known in 
Europe than thofe I have given 
above, I (hall relate them aifo 
as pra&ifed in Ruflia. 

The Fin cre&s, about the 
middle of a tree in the bears fa- 
vourite haunts, a fpecies of fmall 
round icaffbld, much in the (tile, 
with ref pelt to form and pofition, 
of one of the tops of a (hip, 
on this he fits fecure, and waits 
with patience the arrival of the 
animal at the foot of the tree ; 
attracted by honey, or fo me other 
favourite food, placed there as a. 
. . bait. 
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. bait, and moots a? him through 
ho let made for that purpofe in 
his ftage. But mould he only 
wound, iniiead of killing the 
bear, the animal is (lopped, in its 
furious courfe up, the tree (which 
he climbs like a cat) by the 
round top, which obftrufts him 
in his purfuit, and gives the fe- 
cure tranter a (till more favoura- 
ble opportunity of difpatching 
him. He is likewife always armed 
with an ax, to chop off his paws, 
piould they appear above the ftage 
in attempting to mount it ; fo that 
this fpeciesjrf hunting, pracltfed 
among the Fins fubjeS to Ruffia, 
(much inferior to their Swedifh 
brethren) may almoft be faid to 
be unattended with danger. 



BADGER HUNTING. 

THE badger is not known to 
exift in not countries ; it is 
an original native of the tempe- 
rate climates of Europe ; and is 
found without any variety, in 
Spain, France, Italy, Germany, 
Britain, Poland, and Sweden. 
It breeds only twice in a year, 
and brings forth four or five at a 
time* 

The ufual length of the badger 
is fomewhat above two feet, ex- 
clufive of the tail, which is about 
fix inches long; its eyes are fmalJ, 
and are placed in a black ftripe, 
which begins behind the ear?, and 
runs tapering towards the^ofe ; 
the throat and legs are black ; the 
back* fides, and tail are of a dirty 
grey, mixed with black j the legs 
are very (bort, ftrong and thick ; 
each foot confifts of five toes ; 
thofe oh the fore feet are armed 
with ftrong claws, well adapted 
for digging its fubterranean ha- 
bitation, 

The badger retires to the moft 
fecret recefies; where it digs its 
hole, a#d forms its habitation 



ttnder ground. Its food con (I (Is 
chiefly in roots, fruits, graft, in- 
(eft's and frogs. It is accufed 
of deftroying lambs and rabbits; 
but there feems to be no other 
reafon for confidering it as a 
bead of prey, than the analogy 
between its teeth, and thofe of 
carnivorous animals. 

Few creauires defend them- 
felves better, or bite with greater 
keennefs than the badger : on 
that account it is frequently 
baited with dogs trained for that 
purpofe, and defends it /elf from 
their attacks with aftonifhing 
agility and fuccefs. Its motions 
are fo quick, that a dog is of tea 
defperately wounded in the firft 
moment of aflaulr, and obliged 
to fly. The tbicknefs of the 
badger's (kin, and the length and 
coarfenefs of its hair, are an ex- 
cellent defence agaiuft the bites 
of the dogs : its (kin is fo loofe as 
to refill the impreffions of their 
teeth, and gives the animal an, 
opportunity of turning . itfelr* 
round, and wounding its adver- 
faries in their tendered parts. 
In this manner, this Angular crea- 
ture is able to refill repeated at- 
tacks both of men and dogs,tfrom 
all quarters*: till being over- 
powered . with numbers, and 
enfeebled by many defperate 
wounds, it is at laft obliged to 
yield. 

In hunting the badger, you 
mull feek the earths and bor- 
rows where be. lies; and, in a 
clear moonlbine-nignt, go and 
(lop all the burrows except one 
or two, and therein place fome 
facks, fattened with drawing 
firings, which may (hut him in as. 
foon as he drains the bag. Some 
only place a hoop in the mouth 
of the fack, and fo put it into 
the hole ; and as foon as the bad- 
ger is in the fack, and drains it, 
the fack flips from the hoop, and' 
R r % iecurei 
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fecures him in it, where he lies 
trenb mg tttl he it taken rVoro. 
hrSprifon. 

The facka or bag* being thus 
let, caft off the ho* ads, bearing 
about all the woods, hedges, and 
tufts round about fot the compafs 
of a mile or two; and what bad* 
gers* are abroad, being alarmed 
by the hounds, will toon betake 
themieUes to their borrows. Gb- 
ferve, that the perfon who Is 

J raced to watch tb« tacks, muft 
and clofe, and upon a clear 
wind, otherwife the badger will 
discover him, and immediately fly 
torn* other way into his burrow. 

But if the dogs oan encounter 
him before he can take his fane* 
tti»»-y, he * ill then Rand at a bay 
H/le a Noar, and make good fport, 
vigo»ottfly biting 4nd clawing the 
dogs. Jn general, when they 
Ught, they lay on their backs, 
tiflng both teeth and nails j and, 
by blowing up their (kins, de- 
fend themfelves againft the bites 
df the dogs, and the blows givrn 
by the men* 

When the badger finds the ter- 
riers yearn * him in his bur- 
row, he will flop the hole be- 
twtt't him and the terriers; and 
if they dill continue baying, he 
t^ifl remove his coueh into ano- 
ther chamber, or part of his bur- 
-row ; and fo from one to another, 
barricading the way before them, 
as he retreats, till he can go no 
father. 

If you intend to dig the badger 
out of his burrow, you muft be 
provided with fuch tools as are 
ufed for digging out a fox ; you 
ihould alfo have a pall of water 
ready to refrefh the terriers when 
they come out of the earth to take 
breath and cool themfelves. 

It if not nnnfual to put fome 

• To yearn it to hark as beagle* do at 
tteir prey. 



fmall bells about the necks of the 
terriers, which making a noife, 
will caufe the badger to bolt 
out. 

In digging, the fituation of the 
ground muft . be obferved and 
considered ; or in (lead of advanc- 
ing the work, you probably may 
hinder it. 

In this order you may befiege 
them in their holds or caftles, 
and break their platforms, para* 
pets and tafements; and woik 
to them with mines and counter- 
mines, till you have overcome 
them. 

We muft do thi% animal the 
juftice to obferve, that, though 
nature haa furni(h*d it with tor 
mid&ble weapons of offence, and 
has betide* given it ftreogth Ef- 
ficient to ufe them with great ef» 
feci; it is, notwithftanditfg, very 
harmlcfs and in offensive, and, un- 
lefs attacked, employs them only 
for its fupport. 

The badger is an indolent ani- 
mal, and deeps much ? it confines 
itfelf to its hole during the whole 
day, and feeds only in the night. 
h is fo cleanly as never to defile 
its habitation with its ordure^ 
Immediately below its tail, be- 
tween that and the anus, there is> 
a narrow tranfvcifebiifke, from 
whence a white fubftance of a 
very foetid fmell, conOantly ex- 
ude?. The (kin a hen drefledwith 
the hair on, .is ufed for p'iftot 
furniture. Its flefli is eaten ; the 
hindquarters are form-times made 
into hams, which, when cured* 
are not inferior in goodnefs to 
the beft bacon. The hairs aro 
made into brufhes, which are 
ufed by painters to (often and 
harmonise their (hades. 

In walking, the badger treada 
on its whole heel, lika the bear, 
whichr brings its belly very near 
the ground.

Thr BLOOD-HOUND. 

THE blood-hound was much 
efteemed by our ariceftors; 
and, as it was remarkable for the 
fihehefs of its fcent, it was cm. 
ployed in recovering game which 
St * bad 
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had efcaped wounded from the 
hunter. It could follow, with 
great certainty, the footfteps of a 
road to a confidcrabFe diftance: 
and in barbarous and uncivilized 
times, when the thief or mur- 
derer had fled, this ufeful crea- \ 
ture would trade bim through 
the thickcft and moft fecret co- 
Verts; nor would it ccaie its pur* 
fuit till it had taken the felon. 
For this reafon, there was a law 
in Scotland, that whoever denied 
entrance to one of thefe dogs, in 
purfuit of ftolen goods, &oUld 
be deemed an acceuary. 
> Blood-hounds were formerly 
ufed in certain diftri&s lying be- 
tween England and Scotland, 
which were much infefted by 
robbers and murderers ; and a tax 
was laid upon the inhabitants 
for keeping and maintaining a 
certain number of them. But, 
as the arm of jufttce is now ex- 
tended over every part of the 
country, and there are no fecret 
recefles where villainy may \>c 
concealed, thefe fervices are no 
longer neceflary. In Scotland, 
this animal was diftinguilhed 
by the name of the Sleuth 
hound. 

Some few of thefe dogs are dill 
kept in the tbuthern parts of the 
kingdom, and are uied in pur- 
fuit of deer, which have been 
Srevioufly wounded by a (hot to 
raw blood ; the fcent of which 
enables them to purfuewitb the 
moft unerring fteadioefs. • They 
are fo raetimes employed in dis- 
covering deer - Healers, whom 
.they infallibly trace by the blood 
which i flues from the wounds of 
their victims. They are alfo faid 
to be kept in coo vents, fituated 
in the lonely *nd mountainous 
countries of Switzerland, both as 
a guard to the facred manfron, 
as well as to find out the 'bodies 
of men who have been unfortu- ( 



nately loft in croflBng thofe wil8 
and dreary tracls. 

The blood-hound is taller than 
the old Englifh hound, moft 
beautifully formed, and fuperior 
to every other kind in a&mty, 
fpeed and fagacity. They fel- 
dom bark, except in the chafe, 
and are generally of a reddtfh br 
brown colour. Somerville thus 
beautifully defcrtbes their, mode 
of purfuing the nightly fpoiler;

Unerring he ptirftres, till *t *he tobt 
Arnv'd, and fefeing by Tna "guilty 

throat 
The catiff vile, tedeems the ttptite 

prey; 
So exqoiiitely delicate his ferife 1 
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ijl eel, with a broad flat bead; and 
an eel with reddifll fins. The eel's 
haunt* a,re chiefly atfiongft weeds, 
under roots and (lumps of trees, 
{loies, and cleft? in the ea,rth, 
both in the banks and at barton** 
and in the plajn mud, where they 
lie, with only their beads our, 
watching for prey; alfo about 
flood-gates, wears, bridges, and 
aid mills, and in the dill waters 
which are foul and muddy ; but 
the fmaiieft eels are to be n>ct 
with in any rivers. 

In winter, they conceal them- 
felyes fix months in the mud; and 
Jthey feldom rove about in fu tu- 
rner in the day-time, but during 
the whole night,: At which time 
you may take a £ reat number of 
Jbera, by laying in night-lines, 
fattened here and there to batiks, 
flumps/)^ trees, &c. of a proper 
length /pr t)je depth of thf water, 
leaded io a* to lje on the grp-und.; 
and a J>rpper eel-hopk ,wjiipped 
on each, baited with the follow- 
ing bajt§, viz. garden worms, or 
jpbs f minnows, hen's-guts, 6th- 
jgarba^e, loaches, 'fcnall gudgeons, 
fMr miner's thumbs: alfo with 
fmalJ roaches, the hoojL being 
Jaid in their mouths. 

There 3 re t*o ways of taking 
rthemin the day-time, called fnig- , 
gliqZ and lobbing. .Sniggling is 
.thu* performed : take a ft rang line, j 
and ^ait your hoojc with a large 
lob-worm, and .go to fuch places 
as thofe above mentioned, where 
eels hide themfelres in the day- 
time ; put the baitjgently into the 
hole, by the help of a cleft 
flick, and if the eel \% there, he 
will certainly bite \ let him, .tire 
hirofelf by tugging, before you 
offer to { puU him .out, or you will 
break ^our line. 

The other method is called 
lobbing: in order to flerfqrm this, 
you.muft fcour fame large lobs,, 
^ftd j*i$ a x^e^Jc xm a gifted! 



filk through as many of them, 
from end to end, as wilt lightly 
wrap a dozen times round your* 
hand; make them into links, an£ 
fatten them to ftrong packthread, 
or whipcord, two yards Jong, 
then make a knot in the line, 
about fix or eight inches froip 
the worms; afterwards put three 
quarters of a pound of lead in the 
form of a pyramid, on the cord ; 
the lead muft be made hollow 
three parts of the way up it, an# 
then atoole mull be bored through 
it, large enough to put the" cord 
through, and let the lead Aide 
down to the knot. Then fix a?l 
to a manageable pole, and ufe it 
in muddy water. When the fifh 
tug, l£t them have time to faf- 
ten, tjien draw them gently up, 
and hoi ft them quick to (bore. 
A bpat, called a punt, is very 
ufefulin this kind of fifhing : 
Tome pfe an eel-fpear to catcji 
,eels with; which is an inftru^ 
ment with three or four forks, or 
jammed teeth, which they ftrikp 
at random into the mud. 

The rivers Stower, in DorfeN 
(hire: Ankam, in Lincolnthire ; 
and Irk, in Lancatbire; are fa- 
med by their refpe&ive neigh- 
bours for very excellent eels : 
Mr. Pope has celebrated the ri- 
ver Rennet, in Berkshire, on the 
fame account, in his Wind for ' 
f oceft :— 

«« *The Kennet fwift, for fllycr ccU re- 

nowa'4." " "* 

Rumfey-mere, in Huntingd^n- 
fliire, abounds with fine eels and 
large pike, which the neigh- 
bo ucs aa!l Hagcts; '.Cambridge-' 
(hire alfo boaus of large quanti- 
ties of eels, of the molt excelleot 
kind. Gefuer quotes a paftage 
from the venerable Bede, to the 
following effect; — ** In England 
jherc is an iflandcajlcd, fijj* jiy 
S f %' reafoa 
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reafon of the innumerable quan- 
tity of eeU that breed in it." — 
*• But," fays the commentator on 
Walton's Complete Angler, " it 
is fa id there are no eels fuperior 
in goodnefs to thofe taken in the 
head of the New River, near II* 
lington, and I ayfelf have feen 
eels caught there, with a rod and 
line, of a very large fize." 

Though eel's are delicate food, 
they are notefteemed wholeforae, 
fcut on the contrary. .The Ita- 
lians have (he following proverb. 
" Give celf and no wine to ypur 
enemies." 



Jh extraordinary Anecdote 0/ 
General Putnam. 

SOON after Mr, Putnam re- 
moved to Connecticut, the 
wolvef, then very numerous, 
fcroke into his (beep-fold, and 
lilied feventy fine (heep and 

f;pats, befid«s wounding many 
ambs and kids. This havoc 
was committed by a (he- wolf, 
which, with her annual whelps, 
bad for feveral years infefted the 
▼lenity. The young were com- 
monly d'eftroyed by the vigilance 
of the hunters, but the old one 
was too fagaciou* to come within 
gun-fhot; upon being clofely 
purfued, die would generally fly 
to the weftern woods, and' return 
the neat winter with another lit- 
ter of whelps* 

This wolf at length became 
fuch an intolerable nuifance, that 
JVIr. Putnam entered into a com- 
bination with h^t of his neigh- 
bours, to hunt alternately until 
they cpul4 deftroy bcr. Two, 
by rotation, were to be con^antly 
in purfuit. It was known, that 
having loft the toes from one foot 
by a ftcel trap, die made one 
track (horter than the other. $y 
this v*ftige, the purfuers recog- 



nized, in a light fnow, the route 
of this pernicious animal. Hav- 
ing followed her to Connecticut* 
river, and found the bad turned 
back in, a direct coiirfe towards 
Pom fret, they immediately re- 
turned, and by ten the next 
morning, the blood-hounds had 
driven her into a den, about three 
miles' from Mr. Putnam's honfe. 
The people foon collected, with 
dogs, guns, ftraw, fire, and ful- 
phur, to attack the common 
enemy. With this apparatus fe- 
veral unfuccefsful attemps were 
made to force her from the den. 
The hounds came back, badly 
wounded, and refufed to return. 
The fmoke of blazing ftraw bad

that their m after, angry at the 
difappointment, and * declaring 
that he was aftiamtd to have a 
coward in his family, refolved 
himfelf to deftroy this ferocious 
beaft, lead (he (hould efcape 
through fome unknown fiflure ot 
the rock. His neighbours ftrong- 
ly remonftrated againft the peri- 
lous enterprize ; but he knowing 
that wild animals were intimi- 
dated by fire, and having provi- 
ded feveral (trips of birch bark, 
the only combuftible material 
which he could obtain that would 
afford light in this deep and 
darkfome cave, prepared for bis 
defcent. Having accordingly di- 
verted himfelf of his coat attd 
waiftcoat, and having a long rope 
faftene4 
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fattened round his legs, by which 
he might be pulled back at a 
concerted Ognal, he entered head 
foremoft, with the blazing torch 
in his hand. 

The aperture of the den # on 
the eafl fide of a very high ledge 
of rocks, is about two feet 
iquare ; from thence it defcends 
obliquely fifteen feet, then run- 
ning horizontally about ten 
more, it afcends gradually fixteen 
feet towards its termination. The 
iides of this fubterraneoiis cavity 
are cOmpofed of fmooth and folid 
rocks, which feem to have been 
divided from each other by fome 
former earthquake.

the Britons in hunting, made 
ufe of both . nets and dogs. A 
very ancient writer tells us, that 
the Biitifh dogs were (o much 
efteemed- for their excellence, 
that they became the defideraturo 
of foreign countries, and many/ 
were annually exported, to the 
great emolument of the breeders 
in Britain. 

That this country was celebra- 
ted for its breed of dogs, as well 
thofe remarkable for their fleet - 
nefs, as thofe of the more valo- 
rous or pugnacious kind, is. in* 
diifu^abl*, , from a. variety of 
cvidentcs; .1 

Wr have had, and not, a great 
many years fince, a mixed breed 
between the greyhound and the 
wolf dog, equally remarkable for 
their flffngth* their fagacity, and. 
their fwirrnefs: w he her any of 
this peculiar breed be fl ill left 
among us, I am uncertain : if 
there be, they arc very valuable, 
4mm -pofleffing qualities when 
commixed, which they do not 
poflefs feparately. 

With refpe& to the mode of 
hunting, which feems to have 
been mod prevalent among the 
ancient Britons, the authorities 
do not appear to he f o clear and 
decifive as I could wifti. From, 
the bell information, however, 
that I have been able to obtain, 
it feems that, when they had 
roufed their game from his lair 
or den, which was done more by 
beating than by quelling, 1 pre* 
fume, it waspurfued into the foil, 
when the hunters came on, ac- 
coutered with their hunting* 
fpears, and their bows and ar- 
rows, accompanied a* the fame 
time with the cry of dogs. 

That the hunters (hould have 
made ufe of arms in ancient 
times, is by no means extraordi- 
nary i becaofe our forefts then) 
abounded with wild beafts, who, 

wheo' 
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whin.pnce cxaiperated, .became 
forious, and of coijfeqlience very 
dangerous to their aflai foots. 

Titfalls alfo, I belieye, were, 
not uncommon atpongft (be peo. 
pie Who, inhabited the northern 
parts of Britain, in order td take 
wild animals of the. larger de- 
scription; a praAice flilt in ufe 
ill foreign countries, with refpelt 
to; thofe unwieldy beads the ele- 
prKant and rhinoceros. 

% Doubting whether thefe obfer- 
yatibns of mine may be accept, 
able or not, 1 ihall decline at pre* 
fent fwelling them to any greater 
Jeugth.

can appoint one, what a happi- 
_ neft would it be to many of your 
{porting readers, to be informed 
what makes a man an efqulre. 
If the idea I have of it, is right, 
no infolent game-keepers (boutd 
find themfelvcs protected by 1 -this 
nominal appointment: but their 
haughty mailer made to (hoot 
hit own game. 

; A tax opoo dogs has long been 
talked of, and mod fincerely 
Wiflied for, by country gentle- 
men; the mifebiefs done by curs 
to the eggs of partridges and 

Ibeafants, as well as their de- 
ruction of young leverets, calls 
aloud for this tax* The acci- 
dents occafioned by their running 
a cer borfes, aad the more dread- 
ful accidents from their going 
, mad, are too well known to every 
individual. Would a * Briti(h 
fciiator get .a bill pafled for this 
puipofe, the country in general 



would be much indebted to him 
to the lateft pofterity. 

It it generally fuppofed, that 
twice the number of birds, and 
the like number of hares, were 
netted and f pared the lad feafon, 
more than were* killed by every 
other nwns ; owing to the duty 
on certificates, many apcifon, 
who wanted but little game, and 
who did all they could to pre- 
ferve it, for the fake of what lit- 
'tie fport they enjoyed, have 
parted with their dogs, are in* 
different about the piefervatiop 
of it, and buy it of poachers. 
That this is done by hundreds in 
the kingdom, is a h€t nororioufty 
known \ not to mention the num- 
ber that are wantonly deftroyed 
by the farmers who dare not sow 
take their guns. 

Repeal the duty on certificates.

ing from the fplendour of thofe 
day*, to its prefent fiate of un- 
precedented fietility* Within 
reach of the metiopolis, Moidey* 
head, Bafingfttkcy Odiham, and 
getrqeti are quite obliterated, and 
both Reading and Guildford, 
threaten a fpeecjy annihilation. 
The inn-keepers of each firuggle 
bard again ft the impending d i flo- 
tation ; but a birreopefs of com- 
pany, a cooftant fcarcity q{ feorfc** 
w Vol, II.

and a conuaHed fubfcripthn % are 
ills too predominant .tor the avi* 
duy of a few individuals toCoun* 
'eraft. Rating, like cocking, 
teems to have had its day (at 
leaft for the prefent geneiation) ;

thofe who have made it their pro* 
feffi ** very few debtor and credit 
tor accounts will bear a profit* 
aole injperlion.

rp recite ; or to moralize with 
admiration upon the victfiitudts 
that alternately raife us to the 
fummit of profp ntv, and then 
penetrate the bofom of fenfibi»i»y 
with the barbed arrow of adver- 
lity. Let it fuffi.ee, that his bitter 
draughts w ere few, arid of fliort 
duration : what lirtle diftjuietude 
he experienced in the infancy of 
his adventures, was ajnpty com- 
X x penfate4 
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Jienfated by the affluence of his 
ater years, in which be enjoyed 
the gratification of his only am- 
bition, that of being, before he 
died, the mod oppulent and mod 
$)ccefsful adventurer upon the 
turf.— -A circumftance notcalcu-. 
Jared to create furprife, when it is 
recollected that his own penetra- 
tion, his indefatigable induftry, 
his nocturnal watching, his per-- 
foual fupet intendance, and eternal 
attention, had reduced to a fyftero; 

,©f certainty with him, what wast 
pettier more or lefs than a mat-' 
ter of chance with his competitors.' 
He had, by the qualifications 
juft recited, poflcfTed himfelf of 
every rtquifite to practife (if ne- 
Ceflary), cow/eauently to counteract 
the various a(toni(liin& and a I mod 
incredible deceptions in the fport- 

. iflg world, that have reduced fo 

. vety many to the dark al$fs of ex 
Ire me poverty, and exalted very 
few to the exhilarating fcenes of 
domeftic comfort. Under fuch 
accumulated accjuifitions, refult- 

- ing from long experience and at 
tentive obfervation, it cannot he 
thought extraordinary that he 
(honid become greatly fuperior to 
his numerous cpmpetitors where 
the. fuccefsful termination of the 

. event was dependant upon found 
judgment in making a match, or 
the interpofition of art in decid- 
ing it? 

It is a matter not univerfally 
known (even in the f port ing 
wo i Id), how very much he felt 
himfelf wounded, in a repeated 
rejection, of his application to be 
admitted into foine qf the clubs 
inftitutcd and iupported by thofe 
of the higher order, aj well at 
Newmarket as ip the metropolis* 
Thefe were indignities he never 
loft fight of, and which he em* 
braced every opportunity to ac- 
knowledge and compenfate, by the 
equitable law of retaliation. Of 



this fact, numerous corroborative 
proofs might be introduced: one, 
however, of magnitude and noto- 
riety, will be fufficicnt to produce 
conviction: 

The better to expedite his own 
fuperiority, and to carry his 
well-planned fchemes into fuc* 
cefsful execution, and in order 
to render hi., felf lefs dependant 
upon the incredible herd of »#■? 
ceffitous Jkarksy and determined def- 
per ate harpies, that furround every 
newiy initiated adventurer, and 
are unavoidably employed in all 
the fubordtnate Offices' of the i 
turf and training (tables, he 
had (upon making fome import- 
ant dtfcovei ie& in family fecrefs) 
determined to retain, exclutlve 
of fudden and occasional changes^ 
when circumftances required it, 
one RiDf R (orjoefay) at a certain 
annual fiipend, to ride for him, 
whenever ordered fo to do, for 
any plate, match, or f weep flakes, 
but with the privilege of riding 
for any other perfon % provided he 
had no hoife entered to run for i 
the fame p> ize. Having adjufted 
fuch arrangement in his own 
mind, and fixed upon the intend- j 
ed object of his trull, he com mil- < 
nicated his defign, and enterrd 
uppp negotiation ; when the roo- 
med terms being pro po fed, he 
not only inftantly acquiefced, hut 
voluntarily offered to double them % 
provided he would enter into an 
engagement, and bind himfelf 
under a penalty, never to rideior 
any of the black-legged fra« 
ternity. The confenting jockey 
faying, "he was at a lofs to af- 
certain, to a certainty, who the 
Captain meant by' the black' 
fogged fraternity," be inftantly re- 
plied, with hisufual energy, "O, 
by Jafus, my dear, and I'll foon 
make you underftand who I mean 
by the black-legged fraternit* J" 
There's the D. of G. the Duke of 
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I). Lord A. Lord D; Lord G. 
Lord C. Lord F. the Right Hon; 
A. B. C. D. and C. I. F. and alj 
the fet of (haves that belong to 
their humbug focieries. and ub a 
boo cluhs, where they can meet, 
and 'ob one another without detec-, 
tionr 

This curious definition of the 
black -legged fraternity is a proof, 
futficiently demonftrative, how 
fevercly he felt himfelf affe&ed 
by the rejection ; in confequence 
of which he embraced every 
opportunity of faying any thing 
to excite their irafcibility 9 as well 
as to encounter every difficulty 
and expence to obtain that pre- 
eminence upon the turf he after- 
wards became poiTefled of. Din« 
ing at the Rewards ordinary at 
Burfoid races, in the year 17751 
(Lord Robert Spencer jn tlu* 
chair), when thofe races conti- 
nued four days (now i educed to 
two). Lord Abingdon and many 
other Noblemen being prcfent, 
matches and ifweepftakes, as ufuai 
after dinner, were propofed, and 
entered into for the following 
year. Amougft the reft, one be, 
twees Lord A. and Mr. Baily, 
of Rambridge, in Hampihire, for 
300 gs. h« ft. when the Captain 
-being once or twice appealed to 
by Mr* B. in adjuring the terms, 
Lord A. happened to exclaim, 
" that he, and the gentlemen on 
bis fide the table, run for honor ; 
the Captain and his friends for 
profit" — ~The match being at 
length agreed upon in terms not 
conformable to the Captain's 
opinion, and he applied to by B. 
to fiaud half, the Captain vocife- 
roufly replied, <fc Noj but .if the 
match had been made, r re//, and 
joftle f as I propofed, I. would 
have not only flood all tie money, 
but; have brought a fpaipeen from 
Newmarket, no higher than a 
two-penny loaf, that Should (by 



Jafus!) have driven his Lord (hip's 
uorfe and jockey into the furzes, 
and have kept hi'm there for three 
weeks.'* 

His fuppbrtof, and attachment 
to, Afcot* was ftrikingly confpi* 
cuous, where he had not only, for 
years, a hoi fe to run almoft every 
day, hut his pre fence and his poc- 
ket enlivened the hazard table for 
the night. 

Here it was, that repeatedly 
turning over a quire of bank 
notjis, a gentleman afked him 
-*' what he was in waut of ?" * hem 
he replied, " he was looking for 
a little one" The enquirer faidj 
" he. could accommodate him, 
and d< fired to know for what fum? 
when he anfwered " a fifty^ 
or fornething of that fort, juft to 
fet the cafter!" at which time it 
was fuppofed he had feven or ' 
eight thousand pounds in bis hand, 
but no one for lefs than a hundred 
— He always threw with great 
fuccefs; and when he held the 
box, was feldom known to refnfe. 
throwing for any fum that th£ 
company thofe to fet him j and, 
when " out, 9 * was always as liberal 
\nfettfag the cafler, and preventing 
a ftagnatton of trade at the iable^ 
which, from the great property 
always about him, it was hit 
good fortuae very frequency to 
deprive of the laft floating guinea ? 
when the box of courie became' 
dormant, for want of a fingle ao> 
venturer. 

It was hisufual cuftom to carry 
a great dumber of bank notes in his 
watftcoat pocket, wifped up to- 
gether with the greatcft indiffer- 
ence. When in bis attendance 
upon a hazard table at Wind for, 
during the races, bei-ng. iflanding 
better (and every chair full), at 
per fon '% hand was obferved, by 
thofe on the oppofite fide of, the 
table, juft in the a6t of drawing 
two notes out of his pocket ; 
•X x 2 when 
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when the alarm was given, the 
hand (from the perfoo behind) 
iiasivflar.tarteoufly withdrawn, and 
the no'es left more than half out 
of the pocket. The company 
became clamorous for the offen- 
der's being taken before a magif- 
trate, and many attempting to 
feenre him for that pn> pofe, the 
Ca pta i n very philofophically fc izi ng 
him by the collar, kicked htm 
down flairs, and exultingly ex- 
claimed, " 'twas zfufficicnt punijk- 
he*t, to be deprived the plea fort 
of keeping Company with jmtle- 

- The great and conftant object 
of his purfuit, wa» to collect and 
retain the bed bred (hid in the 
kingdom. This great acquilitioh 
ht had nearly completed at the 
time of his death, having crofted 
fend accumulated the different de- 
crees of blood from their collateral 
branches, £6 as nearly to concen- 
trate the various excellencies of 
"different highly eftimated pedU 
' grees (by a portion of each) in a 
angle fnbjecl — And here it can- 
not be inapplicable to introduce 
& few remaiks upon the cele- 
brity and fu peri or qualifications 
*f that famous horfe Eclipse, 
whofe excellence in tfpeeil, blood, 
pedigree, and progeny, will be, 
perhaps, tranfmitted to the end of 
lime. 

This wonderful horfe was b-red 
by the former Duke of Comber- 
land, and, being foaled during the 
tyent eclipfe^ was fo named by the 
Duke iii confequence. His Royal 
Highnefs, however, did not fur- 
tive t6 witnefs the very gfeat per- 
tfbrmances he had himfelf predidt- 
*d? for, when a yearling only, he 
"was difpofed of by auction, With 
the reft of the ftud : and, even in 
^this very fale f a (lnguiarity attend- 
ed him; for, upon Mr. Wftdtttan's 
arrival, the" Tale had begun, and 
forffefetffou were^nockeddewtr. 
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A difpute here arofe, upon Mr, 
Wildman's producing his watch* 
and infilling upon it the fate had 
begun before the time advertifed. 
The Auctioneer rtmvnftrated \ 
little Wildman was not to be pa- 
cifitd % and infilled upon it, the 
lots fo fold (hould be put up 
again. This circumftance cau- 
fing a lofs of time, as well as a 
fcefte of confufion, the pur cha- 
fers fa id, if there was any lot 
ahtady fold, which be bad an in- 
clination to, rather than retard 
progreft> it was totally at bis fer- 
vice. 

EcLtPfE was the tmly lm he 
had originally fixed upon, ami 
that was transferred to him tit 
70, or 7$ guineas. At fouror 6vt 
years t>Li, Captain O Kelly pur* 
chafed half of him for 250 guineas, 
and ta a fhort time after gave 
750 for the remainder. His great 
powers and performance are too 
well imprinted in the memory of 
the fportiog world, to be al* { 
rVady obliterated; btof one cir- 
cumftance cannot be palled over 
Without a repetition, for the in* 
formation of thofe who were theft 
1 60 young to be informed of tbc ; 
particulars. 

The Captain, wW^ I hare be- < 
fore obfet ved, lay eternally i* 
wait to obtain every -advantage 
anddiftinguifhed honour over the 
Jockey Club, had fo accurately 
afcettained the fpeed and bottom 
of all his hrotfeb, by rifcidly at* 
tending to rhefa* trfais, that ht 
generally knew vikirthbomK kt 
Jhbuld &<?) and waa tbe'iteo'y cdn*- 
ftantly- induced to hifeke t-hat kwii 
of bet called •* poftiugthe hor&s" 
or> in other Svdrds, f>red4ftm|; 
(under a certain odds) the order 
id wtiich they were to arrive ** 
the winning poft. All the capital 
fix year old horfe* of the the* 
yearhavingen*ereriaga4ttft£cR>t*i 
ibt the Kxn%\ Pfcfe «t 4f«* 
market, 
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trtarket, the Captarn offered to 
take " ten to 9ne he potted them 4" 
. which being betted to an tm- 
meofe amount, and the Captain 
called upon to declare, he pro- 
nounced •* Etligfe^ and nothing 
€ife: %% implying the reft to he 
• €i nowhere*" Which was really 
' Che cafe ; for the rider of Eclipfe 
having recived private ioftrtiq- 
_riomi» go ^ <*#$•*>*, he 'double- 
diftaflted the whole with the 
greateft eafe, leaving himfelf with- 
out a competitor. Awd I oelteve 
I am right in my rcfwMcction, 
that thk wjs toe toft time any 
borfe was fcen to flart egaiirft 
trim, as he afterwards &*lteti'ovtr 
the different courfe* for the 
Ruig*s Plates of rheytari, without 
a (ingle opponent, and the year 
following became the Grand 
Turk (ItoHton) ftoihtUvttferaglio 
ih fhe unrveife. 

The purchafepf hiseftate near 
Epfom, Vith the great conve- 
nience of -b4« training it able 5 and 
paddocks (o contiguous to the 
teouvfe, and different ground for 
exercife, /ga-ve him every oppor- 
tunity of information that his 
great avidity ♦cotiW excite him to 
Obtain. Indefatigable in his pur- 
ports, he became every day the 
lefs Habicto difappointment; and, 
that we might infure this to a 
greater certainty, his affability,. 
and friendly ^afte&ion to his 
domeftics and dependents, had 
taught them to look up to him 
more as * friend than* a tiiafter ; 
hind to Hits natural .effufion of 
philanthropic liberality, may be 
Attributed no fmall portion' of the 
Vuccefs that fo conftantly attend- 
ed him at almoft every country 
<samc(e in various parts of the 
Vftiyoom,— .at lead in all t-hofe 
-part* that were centrical .; . fou, 
fcftceerifcrgry food of being, prefent 
nvtien bis herfes rui», he never 
Jfeat them eo remote, fpots, where 



he could not atteftd them* Ht . 
was remarkable for his attack* 
meto* to hoifes of bottom, that 
could ftatid a long day*, and made 
a point,, if poffioie, of always 
winning at three or four heats, its 
preference to two* This rendered 
the race a matter of more profit- 
able f peculation 5 for, by protract- 
ing- the faperiority of his own 
tuorfes with the termination of 
the race, he became the wtoncr 
of (greater odds, which were coa- 
ftantly i»cr*a<(ing every heat, &s 
the hotfe feemed frill left likely 
to win, 

Gtrte a<nd Taki Pl**b*, as 
tiret are cabled (carry Lng\weight 
for inches), were then very nvuch 
in trie* bnt now almoft obduera* 
ted ; ami amongtf the con ft ant 
competitors at Epfom, Afcet, 
Reading, Maidenhead* 4rc. &c. 
we .were fore to find, for many , 
years in fuxxeffioa, Bwfus, Bad* 
ger. (alias Ploughl^) Young -Gm- 
crack, J$tm, They, and,- with tho 
reft, Captain 0''Keily's Miikfop i 
amongft which groupe was ai« 
ways (een as defperate running as 
can be conceived, each becom* 
ing alternately vifior, as . the 
courfe proved moil applicable to 
his ftile.of running, (or the. fl ate 
of condition), as it is weH known 
fome hor-fea run well over a £at 
courfe, »that are deficient ia 
climbing or defcending a hill.— » 
Upon thife little horfe alont he 
won very con fide table -{rums, as 
he wa«s at the height of his repu- 
tation, as well as his owner ia 
the vei>y ntnith of prosperity, 
when the turf was in a different 
degree of eftimatiun ; and it. may 
be Jaii ly concluded, thai a thou* 
fand was then betted for every 
fifty that ts now. paid and recei* 
vtoD.^-Eacluded in fome mesK 
fure • (by a rejection ham the 
tcluhs) running for the great flakes 
at Newmarket, he made a point 

of " 
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of fweeping the major part of 
the plate* at every country ^ourfe 
within the extent of his circle. 
His horfes ne«er run better, or 
won oftner, than when the long 
adds were againft them. This, 
however, was more the tfft€t of 
*olicy than chance, and will 
be more fully, explained! when, in 
a future leifnre hour, for the 
amufement of your readers, I 
tranfmit you a collection of re- 
marks, which may not be inap- 
plicably termed, An Experienced 
Guide to the Turf.*— To enume* 
rate a lid of his dud, or a delinea* 
tion of their individual excellencies, 
crfuccefsful performances, would be 
to exceed the bounds of your 
prefent number ; it inuft there- 
fore fuffice to fay, that, by an in* 
defatigable and unremitting ap- 
plication to the caufe , he had 
embarked in, he accumulated 
nat only a fplendid fortune, but 
left to his fucceflbr fuch a train 
of Stallions, in high eftimation, 
that alone brought in a princely 
competence. 

Report, after his deceafe, cir- 
culated ail opinion, that be had, 
*T will, under certain reftric- 
tions (in imitation of the late 
Lord Cheftei field), enjoined his 
fucceflbr to avoid t^ery connec- 
tion with the turf; not even to 
run or enter a horsb in his own 
name* If fuch was the fact, 
(which, by the bye, I have no 
reaion to doubt) fuch reftriclion 
is, by a fuppofed compofitibn, en- 
tirely done away, as we now not 
only fee the prefent Mr. OKelly 
running horfes in his own name, 
but riding his own matches. Of 
the late D. O'-Kelly, Efq. it may 
be very juftly acknowledged, we 
iball never fee a moie zealous, or 
a more generous promoter of the 
turf) a. fairer fportfman in the 
field, or at the gaming table* If 
hfc abfolutcly poflefled private 



advantages over the le/% expeficn* 
ced, they were too jvdicfaufly ma~ 
naged ever to tranfpire, to his 
public prejudice. In his domef- 
tictranfa&ions he wa» indulgent* 
ly liberal, without being ridicu- 
lonflv profufe ; and, as he was the 
lad man living to offer an inten- 
tional intuit unprovoked* fo he 
was never known to receive one 
with impunity. In fhort, without 
offence to thediftinguilhed equef* 
trian leaders of the prefent day, 
we may aver, he was not in the 
fajkion now. extant j his ttadefmeni 
his riders, his groom t y his hclperi 
and fnbordiitatcsy comparing the 
plenty of the peifi with the po* 
verty of the prefent, may with 
great juftice and fineerky ex- 
claim* 

« Take him for all iniU, 
" Wc ne'er (hall look upon his like again !"

Anecdote of the late Lord j 
Spencer Hamilton* 

IT is by no means unknown to 
the fporting world of thirty 
years pafi, that the late Lord 
Spencer Hamilton was one of 
itsmoft liberal, zealous, and ref* 
peeled votaries. No man living 
enjoyed it more, or run his horfes 
with a higher ienfe of honour, 
or greater anxiety to win. It is 
likewife as univerfally known, 
that hi* liberality, kojphalit?, and 
no ft urn al prapenfities, led him into 
weighty and innumerable difficulr 
ties ; difficulties that occafionei 
as confidential an intimacy be* 
tween his Lord fa ip and^Bas* 
bridge* (a celebrated Sheriffs' 
Officer for four counties), as be* 
tween a Prime Minister and 
his Private Secretary* Under a 
variety of pecuniary engagements, 

waits 
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\r*TTs were unfortunately in 
-eternal approach, and hi* lordfliip 
4 w^s, in confequence, as Con- 
ftantiy fequeftering himfelf to 
avoid the effecJ ; * hen at length a 
kind of accommodating adjuft- 
ment. became unavoidably ne- 
celTaiy for the convenience of 
ho$h parties, which in the termi- 
nation ot events, proved no wav 
^(honourable to either. When 
B. was put in pofTcflion of the 
u copy of a writ, 91 with a letter of 
inftructions from any worthy or 
unworthy limb of the law, well 
knowing the, impoffibility of 
" touching his JordAup upon the 
ihouldei," in his reclufe habita- 
tion, with outworks Jo well defend- \ 
ed % he found tt necelfary to in- 
troduce a kind of friendly af- 
fection, and apprife hi- lordfliip 
hy letter, of what he held a gain ft 
kirn, with an earn eft foiicitation 
that hislordfhip would be " punc* 
tual and expeditious" in the bufi- 
nefs ; which was generally fa' if- 
fartorily arranged, without much 
delay to one, or dif grace to the 
other; B. having his ufual fee 
remitted (which, by the bye, he 
was gi'tatly entitled to) for his 
unf/rfhionable kindnefc, and unpro 
ffffional lenity upon the occafion. 
This continued, for fome vear% 
toanfwer borh their purpofes, till 
his lordfliip making a grand 
effort at '* f even's the main" 
one night, in the environs of St, 
James's, with a view to retrieve 
his affairs at one ftroke, received 
fo violent an electrical fliock 
in the elbow, that- he became to- 
tal y incapacked from the pow- 
er of attending to the accumulat- 
ing admonitions and repeated 
remon (trances of the flier iff's de- 
legate, whofe preffing injunctions 
now compelled him to write-~-to 
folicit—~to entreat-—ro insist, but 
without the lead effect; when B. 
accidentally heard a deer was to 



be turned out- before the King** 
hounds* * upon " Boll ma r(h> heath, 
near Readings a feene of pieafur* 
from which his lordfliip was 
hardly ever known to be abfent, 
unlefs upon compuiflon in his 
military attendance upon his re- 
giment of the Guards. As Ji- 
had an xiou fly hoped, fo it pro- 
ved, and he had. no fopner disco- 
vered his objefi, than his ioid&ip 
{in the veiy moment when ev erf 
eve was intent upon the dag's 
leaping out of the cart) recog- 
nized the antique count enance of 
his old friend, in as "dead a fct" 
at him as ever was made by one 
of his own (launch potnters(hav« 
ing the wind) when pei feebly ia 
fcent of his game. Upon Bef- 
bridge's giving fignal for chafe, 
his lordfliip (who always rode 
moil excellent hunters) im medi- 
ately went " off *tfcore y %> leading 
him a gallop oyer the heath, to 
the inexprehible laughter and en- 
tertain a»ent of the company ; 
when the hounds being laid en by 
the interpofing fympathy of old 
Kennedy, the then huntfman, 
(who felt toe his friend and bro- 
ther fportfman) it afforded hit 
lordfliip immediate opportunity t^ 
fall in with the hounds; while 
poor Be (bridge, being thrown out at 
theveiy fiiftleap, was reluctantly 
compelled to relinqui flj the chafe, 
and comfort himfeif with the con-* 
folatory tranfpofition of Pew—* 
jridi—Fici-~\a "Icamb — 1 s a w 

-f-1 was overcome." But, as 

it is tfudibraftically admitted^ 
that 

" He who fights and runs away, 
" May live to fight another day.** 

So, by the fame parody of reafo*-* 
ing, it may be concluded, that 
this temporary mifundetftandimg 
did not extend beyond the mar- 
row. Suffice it to obferye, his 
lordfliip no more neglected the 
private

frh>*4§ admonitions of fa excel- 
lent a friend; nor did it again 
dtfeencert bis lordfhp by hit 
fimilar public obtruGon, having

few years redueed fo many from 
the inexprcffible contorts of *{•, 
fluence to the dreary abyfa of 
Jijgraee and mifery.

Two friends of mine at that 
univerfity, who were remarkable

unengaged, they always retired 
to one of their apartments (in 
turn) after ball, (L *• after din " f 
ner) there thcyjftwWthemfelves 
to two bottles and a half per 
man, which quantity they never 
exceeded (but on particular oc- 
casions) left they mould appear 
intoxicated in chapel. They 
were generally fairly at work at 
four, and at fix they wereobliged 
to feparate by the tinkling of the 
chapel bell. Thefe two gentle- 
men read hard— attended all the 
college lectures regularly, were 
never known to lie late in bed, 
and both took very refpe&able 
degrees at the end of their time. 
I hare heard of one of them 
taking off fix bottles. 

F— -»g, a well known waiter, 
at one of the inas in Cambridge, 
wa» frequently made drunk, or 
rather made to drink, for the 
amufement of the gownfmen, or 
in confequence of a wager. 
That fellow has often drank Gx 
bottles of wine, not in the pu- 
ling method of common glafles, 
but actually out of tumblers, 
poured out moderately quick, 
(not unfrcquently a bottle or two 
by applying the neck to his 
mouth) without being difagreea- 
bly affe&ed at all. But, on the 
contrary, his hand has been ftea- 
died— his buffoonery (for he was 
a great wag in every refpect) en- 
creaied, and could imitate the 
trumpet, bite iron wire in two, 
and grind bis teeth in a very ri- 
diculous manner, (of which he 
had a famous knack) much bet- 
ter after fuch a dofe. He had 
periodical time* for drinking, 
during the day ; and though I 
believe he drank more in twenty- 
four hours than any twenty men 
in the kingdom, yet he was re- 
markably clever—managed all 
the bufinefs for his matter, and 
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was feldom or ever 'known to 
make the. fraalleft error; but, 
with an accuracy almoft incredi- 
ble, (and without the affiftance of 
pen and ink) merely by memory, 
he would adjuft the feveral reck* 
onings at night, carefully and 
honeftly remembering what be 
was to take as his own (hare. I 
have given him a tumbler of 
brandy or rum, I know no£ 
which juft now, at my apart- 
ments, at about eleven in the 
morning, and at twelve he * was 
taking' a fimilar dofe, and fo oa 
till about three or four o'clock* 
After beating another bacchana- 
lian, in which a moil incredible 
quantity of liquor was fwallowed, 
(I am Cure above eight bottles 
a man) the combatants^fitting op- 
pofite to each other on the floor, 
and pledging in tumblers. He 
drank a tumbler of fpirits, I for- 
get whether it was brandy or 
rum he wasaverfe to, but at 
that time his palate was fo littre 
vitiated, and his fenfes fo entire, 
that he diftinguiflied a mixture 
of one of thefe fpirits which he 
difiiked, and which was not 
above one quarter of the compo- 
fition. 

Jufttofill up my (heet, I will 
give you a fpeech of a relation of 
my own; indeed it was of the 
Lord B. whom I have mentioned 
above :—" Would to God," cried 
he, " that I was the arch of a 
bridge, and the liquor always run- 
ning through me."

Honting the Sable. 

THIS animal, which is fo 
highly efteemed for its (kin, 
is a native of the fnow regions of 
the north, being found chiefly in 
Siberia, Kamtfchatka, and forae 

Yy f 
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of the iftands which He between 
that country and Japan \ a few are 
. alfo found in Lapland. 

The darkeft furs are the mod 
valuable : a Angle (kin, not ex- 
ceeding four inches in breadth, is 
fometimes valued at high as fifteen 
pounds* The fable differs from 
all other furs in this particular — 
the hair turns with equal eafe to 
either fide. 

The fable refembles the martin 
in form, and is about the fame 
£ze. It lires in holes in the 
earth, near the banks of rivers, 
and under the roots of trees, It 
makes a neft of mofs, fmall twigs, 
and grafs f The female brings, 
forth in the fpring, and produ- 
ces from three to fire at one 
time. Sometimes, like the mar- 
tin, it formt its neft in the hol- 
low of a tree. It is very lively 
and active, and leaps with great 
agility from tree to tree, in pur- 
suit of fmall birds, woodcocks, 
fquirrels, &c. It dlfo feeds upon 
rats, fifties, pine*tops, and wild 
fruits. 

It is affirmed, by naturalifts, 
that the fable is not aver fc to the 
water ; and, from the finenefs and 
clofenefs of its fur, there is great 
reafon to fuppofe that it is much 
3ccuftomed to that element ; from 
which it alfo derives a part of its 
fubfiilcnce : and as a farther proof 
that this animal is in fqme degree 
amphibious^ we are (old by tra- 
vellers*, that it is very numerous 
in fmall ifiands, where the hunters 
go in queft of them. Arjftotle 
mentions it as a water-animal, 
and defcribes it under the narne 
of Sat he riu s. 

The hunting of the Sables is 
phiefiy carried on by criminals 
confined to the defert regions of 
Siberia, or by foldiers fent thi- 
ther for that purpofe, who gene- 
rally remain there feveral years:

both are obliged to furnifti a cer- 
tain quantity of furs. They (hoot 
with a (ingle ball, to injure the 
(kin as little as poffible : they alfo 
take them in traps, or kill then* 
with blunt arrows, As an encou- 
ragement to the hunters, they are 
allowed to (bare among them? 
felves whatever (kins they take 
above the allotted number ; and 
this, in a itw years, amounts to % 
considerable premium. The bun* 
ters form them felves into fmall 
troops, each of which is directed 
by a leader of their own cboofing, 

The feafon of bunting is from 
November to February; for at 
that time the fables are in the 
bigheft perfection; thqfe taken at 
any other time of the year are 
full of fliort hairs, and are fold 
at inferior prices ; the beft (kins 
are fuch as have only long hair, 
which is always black, and of $, 
glofly brightnefs ; old furs do not 
retain their glofs f Both the Ruf- 
fians and Chuiefe have a method « 
of dying their furs; but the dyed 
fables are eafily di (covered, hav- 
ing neither the fmootbnefs nor 
the hrightnefs of the natural hair. 
There a^e in fiances of fables 
being found of a fnowy whitenefs; 
but they are rare, and bought ^ 
only as curiofities. 

The fellies of fables, which are 
fold in pairs, are about two fin? 
gers in breadth, and are tied to? 
get her in bundles of forty pieces, 
which are fold from Que to two 
pounds fierlings the tails are al- 
ways fold by the hundred, from 
four to eight pounds. 

The hunters of thefe anirtials 
^ re frequently obliged to endure 
the utmoft extremity of sold and 
{lunger, in the purfuit of their 
booty. They penetrate deep ititc* 
immenfe woods, wheie they have 
no other method of finding their 
way back than by marking the 
trees as they a^nce ; if they 

ftould 
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ftonld by any means fail them, 
they are inevitably loft. They 
fbmetimes trace the fables on 
the new-fallen fnow, to their 
holes, place the nets at the en- 
trance, and often watt two or 
three days before the animal 
comes oat. It has happened, by 
the failure of their provifions, 
that thefe poor wretches have 
been reduced to the fcece-ffity of 
tying thin boards tight to their 
ftomachs, to prevent the cravings 
of appetite. Such are the hard- 
fhips our fellow creatures under- 
go, to fupply the wants of vanity 
and folly. j

y the indolence, inftability, or pu- 
filianimity of almoft every clerk 
of every courfe, from one extre- 
mity of the kingdom to the other; 
in a matter that, under your dic- 
tation or direction, (hould un- 

L dergo reformation, to prevent, or 
rather put a period to, the petty 
acts of villainy and decep- 
tion, that there are always ready 
fo many practitioners to perform. 
It is a cuftom with thefe fubordi- 
nates in drudgery, the Clerks 
of Courses, . to hold forth " a 
rtfuejl" in their advertifements, 
that *• every rider will, to pre- 
vent difputcs, declare, at the 
time of entrance, the colour he 
intends to ride in*'. A requefl 
which he treats with the great- 
est contempt ; and, by way of 
"gammoning" the multitude, ab- 
folutely orders the ftable lad, wfio 
enters the horfe, to declare the co- 
lour directly oppofite to what he 
coaftaatiy rides in. This opens 



the. door to a feme of iniquity 
not generally underftood by thole 
entirely unacquainted w\th the 
various villanies of fuch worthy 
connections* The honeft well* 
meaning yeoman, or country 
gentleman, who fees a rate but 
once or twice in a year, and jod- 
ges of the honesty of others by 
the integrity of his own inten* 
lions, is determined to bet his ' 
guinea, not more from a hope of 
difplaying his judgment as a win* 
ner % than to be a little interested 
in the event of the day. To ef- 
fect this, he does not interfere 
with the croud ; his corpulence* 
his age, his indifference, a refpect 
to his watch, or his purse, pre* 
vent a too officious interference, 
and h£ contents himfelf with no 
other diiector than his printed 
lift, no other knowledge of his 
favourite horfe than the colour. 
of the rider; by this only hit 
bet is made.— "Til have red— 
blue— or yellow, for a gui* 
nea," whiohever it happens to 
be : and he continues to watch 
his horfe in every heat with the 
accuftomed anxiety, when to his 
great mortification, (nine times 
out of ten, by lofing his money) 
he finds he has not been backing 
the horfe he intended ; whilft, on 
the contrary, thofe pecuniary 
(harks, who are aJ ways' on tie 
watch for ignorance and credu- 
lity in this bufinefs, *>iot only 
knew the horfe individually, ana 
the colours of the riders, but have 
a perfonal and inviolable inti- 
macy, and frequently a joint part* 
ner/hip, with the riders them- 
felves. This is a trap fo in ten* 
tionaliy open, and fo eternally in 
practice, that it requires fpeeqV 
and general rectification, to afllft 
in refcuihg the turf from that 
poverty and difu race under wttfch 
it at prefent labour^ from' a vaft 
variety of 'deviations ' from tiie 
Yy* path 
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path of honour, many of which 
I (hall, with your pcrmiffion, 
hereafter enlarge upon. At pre* 
fenr it only becomes neceflary to 
obferVe, that no evil can be more 
readily eradicated, than the one 
fo univerfally complained of; for 
I cannot indulge the leait doubt, 
but, would the Stewards of the 
different races order their clerhs 
of each contfe to annex a fpecific 
article, " that any jockey riding 
in a different colour from what 
was declared on. the day of en* 
trance, or riding at ail without 
declaring his colour, fiich horfe 
would be deemed dif qualified, and 
not entitled to the plate, although 
he ihould in the courfe of run* 
ning, appear the winner." This 
very proper and neceflary law

Instructions for Purging 
Horses. 

To the Editors of the Sporting 
Magazine. - 

• Gentlemen, 

HAVING, in my Unentered 
largely into the aqaijz^ion 
of the blood, and the fyftejpatic 



effect of purging upon the animal 
ceconomy, it becomes neceffary 
to introduce a chain of inftrjic. 
tion for the management of horfes 
when under the operation. The utu 
lity of fuch falutary evacuation, 
(landing almoft univerfally ad- 
mitted, the fii ft objed .of atten* 
tion muft be to render the 
ftrength of your purgative ap- 
plicable to theftate* condition, and 
conflitution of your horfe, by. a 
fti i<Fr examination of prefent ap* 
pearances ; whether foul in his 
coaty heavy in his ejej, cracked in 
bis heels 9 or swelled in his 
legs, he become* a proper fub* 
jeft for mild or ftrong . purging 3 
mil J or ft rong mercurial purging; 
cordial rhubarb v or purging balls 
for worm*, (which are the dif- 
tincl kinds now in the mod ap« 
proved cftimation) and proceed 
accordingly. 

The day of ad mini fieri ng the 
ball having been determined on, 
let the horfe have a mafli the pre- 
ceding evening, of bran and clean 
oats equal parts, upon which 
pour boiling water, and ftir well 
together, letting the compofition* 
(land till of a very flight warmth, 
before it is placed in the" manger; 
as, by being offered too hot, fame 
horfes are alarmed at the fume: $ 
or fcald themfelves, by attempt- 
ing it too eagerly, and ever a*iter 
become averfe to maflies in any 

* ftate whatever. On the follow- 
ing morning early, let the ball 
be given in the manner now def- 
cribed,. avoiding the ufc of that 

.abfurd, ridiculous, and cruel in- 
vention, the Balling Iron, 
calculated only to lafcerate tlve 
parts, and render the horfe Jky 
about the head and mouth upon 
every future occafion. Let the 

♦ groom,' or fervant, who mod con- 
! ftantly fuperintends the horfe, 

(and to whom he is, of courfc, 
beft known), flip the fingers of 

his 
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%\t left hand into the off fide of 
the borfe's mouth, and taking 
yeatly hold of the tongue, draw 
tt out on that fide, when afiifting 
a little with the other band, to 

fct a firmer grafp % the mouth it 
ept as defirahly and lafely open, 
as if the Balling ho* was in ufe. 
The operator having previoufly 
placed the ball in bin right-hand 
waiftcoat pocket, uow takes it 
into that hand, and furrounding 
it with his fingers and thumb in 
a conical form, conveys it (with 
m proper degree of refoluthn) to tbe 
root of the tongue, where, with a 
little exertion of the fingers in 
propelling the Ball, it partes 
the curve at the entrance of the 
Gullet; when, withdrawing 
your right hand* inftantly letting 
go tbe tongue with your left (and 
placing it under the jaw, fo as to 
lift up the head) you iec the ball 

1>»fs without encountering the 
eaft difficulty. This done, give 
firm a couple of quarts of water, 
to take off the naufea, put on an 
additional meet, throw a hand- 
. ful of picked fweet hay into his 
rack, let bins have a good leg 
rubbing for a quarter of an hour, 
then make up his Jitter, and 
leave him undifturbed till twelve 
o'clock at noon ; at which time 
make your malh as on the pre- 
ceding evening, and when cool 
-enough, go to ftable. After fet- 
tling his litter^ and rubbing his 
legs again tor a few minutes, and 
wiping the manger exceedingly 
clean (always raking away any 
ma(h that may have been If ft or 
refufed), offer tbe malh, and 
again fhut up for four hours, irh*n 
you may go through "th* former 
ceremony of " fetting the ftabje 
fair,** give about G* quarts of 
foft water, with the chiil ju.ft off 
(but not enough (or fumes to 
a'rife), after which, (hake into the 
rack two or three handfuts of hay 



well picked, and lock up as be- 
fore. From the great length df 
the ioteftinat canal, pbyflc is in 
general full, or ne3r, twenty- four 
hours before tt operates. Thisia' 
not, however, by any means, am 
invariable rule ; for it in a great 
degree depends upon the confli- 
tutional (lamina of thehorfe, and 
tbe ftate of his body; For this* 
reafon, after the firft twelve 
hours, it becomes the more ne* 
cetfary to attend frequently tor" 
the (tablet * n <l obferve the pro- 
£refs. Some borfes bear purg- 
ing with much more courage* 
than others ; fome feel the r'egur*. 
gitating naufea, and aloetiC 
eeuctations, to a certain de- 
gree of disquietude, a lofs of appe- 
tite, and loathing 6f water, neither

rily, during the operation ; while 
others eat mafii, corn and hay, as 
weH as drink water warm or colJ 7 
juft as it is placed hefore them ? 
and this clals will bear a perse- 
verance to three dofes, if thei*.

neccflary, better than the preced- 
ing will throw off a couple- 
Care fhould be taken, at the time 
of giving the ball, to exclude the 
external air, by flopping the ere 5 - 
vicesofyour ftable with hay-bands 
and preferving an equal degree of 
temperature, by preventing any 
current that may flow from ob* 
feu re apertures. 

From the remarks juft made, 
it is to be underftood, that, as the 
phytic operates much fooner, 
and more powerfully, with fome 
horfes than with others, it be- 
comes the more neceffary to be 
particular attentive^ at the time 
I ipeak of, and fupply him with 
drink and maflies in froall quan- 
tities, in d*rt& conformity with 
the inclination and difpofition .

In (ituatton* of this kind, whe- 
ther caufed by what we have pre* 
mifed, or the naturally weak 
conftitutibo of the horfe (as a bad 
feeder, &c.) it will always be ad- 
vifeable to give one of the Pbc* 
tor a i. Cordial balls, for three, 
mornings in fucceffion, to invi- 
gorate the fyftem, and reftore, by 
warm and gentle Simulation, the 
tone of the ftomach and intef- 
tines. To horfea of this defcrip- 
tion, two dofes of physic will be 
always fufficient j for, however 
foul or defective they may be, it 
will be much better to effect ob- 
literation by a gentle courfe of 
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alteratives after the two do- 
:es, than to weaken the frame 

' (beneath its' proper equilibrium) 
by the rafh iaterpofition of a 
third. To the judgment and dis- 
crimination of the fupertntend- 
ant it unift be fubmitted, at what 
dtftance of time to repeat* the 
dofes, whether two or three are 
given, having the following cri- 
terion in mind to decide by : — 
However moderate the operation 
f»ay have been in the preceding 
dofe, a fecond muft never be 
given in lefs than fix clear days, 
from the complete fetting of the

_ seven, eight, or nine, accord- 
ing to the mildnefx or feverity of 
the previous operation, adding 
or dimtniihiog to vour dofe, as 
the ftate of strength, consti- 
tution, or disease of the fub- 
je<$ may require.

Hunting the Wild Boa ir

THE hunting of the wild boar 
is a dangerous, but com* 
mon amufement of the great, in 
thofe countries where it is to he 
found. The dogs chiefly ufed 
for this fport, are of a (low and 
heavy kind. When the Boar is 
r ou fed, he goes (lowly forward, 
udt much afraid, nor very far 

be- 
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before Ms purfocrs. He fre- 
quently turns round, (lops till 
the hounds come up, and offers 
to attack them i after keeping 
each other at bay for * while, the 
boar again goes ftowly forward, 
tnd the dogs renew the purfuit. 
In this manner the chafe is con- 
tinued, till the boar becomes 
quite tired, and refufes to go any 
farther: the ddgs then attempt to 
clofe in upon him from behind : 
and ii| this attack the young ones, 
being generally mod forward, 
frequently lofe their lives; the 
old feafoned dogs keep the ani- 
mal at bay till the hunters come 
up, who kill him with their 
fpear*. 

Wild boars are not gregarious; 
but while young, live together 
in families, and frequently unite 
their forces again ft the wolves 
or other beafts of prey. When 
likely to be attacked, they call 
to each other with a very loud 
atid fierce note : the ftrongeft 
face the danger, and form them- 
felves into a ring, the weak ell 
falling into the center. In this 
pofition, few beads dare venture 
to engage them, but leave them 
to purfue a tefs dangerous chafe. 
When the wild boar is arrived at 
a ftate of maturity, he walks the 
foreft alone and fear I eft* At that 
time he dreads no finglc foe, nor 
will he turn out of his way for 
man himfelf. He offends no 
animal, though he is furniflied with 
tuiks which render him a terror 
to -the fierce ft. 

The wild boar, which is the 
original of all the varieties of 
animals of the hog kind, is much 
f nailer than domeftic fwine : and 
does not, like them, vary in co- 
lour, but is uniformly of a brin* 
. died or dark grey, inclining to 
black. 

Animals of this kind feeirt to 
poflefs a middle nature^ between

rhofe that lite upon graft, and 
fiich as are carnivorous; and 
unite inthemfelVes moil of ihofe 
diftinclions which are peculiar to 
each clafs. Like the one, they 
will feed on animal lub(lances,and 
do not ruminate; like the other, 
they are cloven* hoofed*, live chief- 
ly on vegetables* and feldom feek 
after animal food, except when 
urged by neceffity. 



Tie Fox-Houito* ' 

NO country in Europe cart 
boaft of fox-hoouds equal 
in fwiftnefs, ftrength, or agility 
to tbofe of Britain i where the 
utmoft attention is paid to their 
breeding, education, and main- 
tenance. The climate alfo feems 
congenial to their nature ; for it 
has been faid, that when hounds 
of the Englifli breed have been 
lent into France, or other coun- 
tries, they quickly degenerate, 
and, fa fome degree, lofe thofe 
qualities for which they were ori- 
ginally fo admirable* 

In England, the attachment tov^ 
the chafe is, in fome meafure, 
confideied as a trait in the nati- 
onal character ; confequently it 
Is not to be wondered at, that 
our dogs and horfe? (hould excel 
all others in that noble diverfion. 
This propenfity appears to be in- 
creating in the nation; and no 
pi ice feems now thought too great 
for hounds of known excellence. 
In i;89, Mr, Noel's pack was) 
fold to Sir William JLowther, for 
a thoufand guineas. 

The fox-hounds generally pre- 
ferred, are tall, light-made, but 
ftrong, and poftefted of great 
courage, fpeed, and aclivity. 
The habits and faculties of thefc 
dogs are fo generally known, as 
to render any defchption unne- 
cessary.

Natural History c/"/^ Stag. 

THE (lag, or red deer, is the 
mod beautiful animal of the 
deer-kind : the elegance of his 
form, the lightnefs of his mo- 
tions, the flexibility of his limbs, 
his bold branching horns, which 
arc 'annually renewed, his gran- 
deur, ftrength, and fwiftnefs, give 
him a decided pre-eminence over 
every other inhabitant of the 
foreft. 

The age of the flag is known 
by its horns : the firft year ex- 
hibits only a fliort protuberance, 
which is covered with a hairy 
lkin ; the next year the horns are 
ftraight and fingle ; the third 
year produces two antlers, the 
fourth three, the fifth four, and 
when arrived'at the fixth yea), 
the antlers amount to fix or feven 
on each fide ; but the number is 
not always certain. 

Towards the latter end of Fe- 
bruary, or the beginning of 
March, the (lag begins to ihed 
his' horns. Soon after the old 
horn is fallen off, a foft tumour 
begins to appear, which is foon 
covered with a down like velver: 
this tumour every day buds 
forth, like the graft of a tree ; 
and, rifing by degrees, (hoots out 
the antlers on each fide. The 
(kin continues to cover it for 
fame time, and iafurnifhed with 
blood vefTels, which fupply the 
growing horns with nouri foment, 
and oc.cafion the furrows obferv. 
able in them when that covering 
is ftripped off: the impreflion is 
deeper at the bottom, where the 
vefllls are larger; and diminifhe* 
towards the point, where they 
are fnooth. When the horns 
are at their full growth, they ac- 
quire ftretigth and folidity ; and 
the velvet covering, or (kin, with 
its blood vefTels, dries up, and 
begins to fall off; which the ani- 
mal 
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mal endeavours to hafteh, by rub- 
bing them againft the trees; and, 
in this .manner, the whole head 
gradually acquires its' compfete 
hardnifs, ex pan (ion and beauty. " 

Soon after the Stags have po- 
ll (bed their horns, which is not 
completed till July or Auguft, 
rhey quit the thickets, and return 
to the forefls : they cry wit.h a lo,ud 
and tremulous note ; and fly" from., 
place to place, in fearch of* the 
females, with extreme ardour ; 
tlieirnecksfwell ; they ftrike with 
their horns againft trees, and other 
obftacles, a«d become extremely 
furious. At this feafon, when two 
Stags' happen to meet, their con- 
teds are often very delperate, and 
always terminate either in the de- 
feat or flight 6f one of them, while 
the other remains in pofleffion of 
his miftrefsand the field, till ano- 
ther rival approaches, which he is 
likewife obliged to attack and re- 
pel. Dnring this feafon, a period of 
about three weeks, the Stag is fre- 
quently feen by the fides of rivers, 
and pools of water, where he can 
quench his thirft, as well as cool 
his ardour. He fwimswtth afto- 
niftiiug eafe and great ftrength ; 
and, it is faid, will even venture 
out to fea, alluted by the hinds, 
and fwim from one iflatid to an- 
other, though at a confiderable 
diftance. 

Hinds go wkh young eight 
months and a few days, and very 
feldom produce moie than one, 
tvhich is vailed a /awn: they 
bring forth in the month of May, 
or the beginning of June, and 
carefully conceal their young in 
the mdft obfeure retreats. They 
will evenexpofe themfelves to the 
fury of the hounds, and fuffer all 
the terrors of the chafe, in order 
to draw off the dogs from their 
hiding place : the hind is alfo very 
bold In- the protection of her off* 
spring againft her numerous aad 



rapacious enemies. The w?Id cat, 
the dog, and even the wolf arefrc* 
quently obliged to give^ way to 
her upon thefe occasions. But 
what appears to be ftrangely un-. 
natural, the flag himfelf is often 
one of her' mod dangerous foes, 
and would deftroy the fawn, if 
not prevented by the maternal 
care of the hind, which never fails 
carefully to conceal the place of 
its retreat. 

During the whole fummer, the 
fawn never quits- the dam ; and, 
in winter, the (lags and hinds of 
all ages keep together in herds, 
which are more or lefs nume- 
rous, according to the mildnefs 
or rigour -of the feafon. They 
fe^arate in the fpring; the binds 
retire, to bring forth ; while none* 
but the young ones remain toge- 
ther. Stags are gregarious,' and 
delight to graze in company:' 
they are feparated but by danger 
or neceffity. 

Red f* the ufual colour' of the f 
(lag in England : in other coun* 4 
tries it is generally brown or yel- ; 
low. His eye is Angularly beau- 
tiful, foft, and lparkling: his hear* • 
ing is quick and his fenfe of 
fmelling acute. When liftening, 
he raifes his head, eretfh his ears, 
and feems exceedingly attentive to 
every noife, which he can hear at 
a great diftance. When he ap- 
proaches a thicker, he Hops to- 
look round him, and attentively 
furveys every objeft that is near 
him. If he perceives nothing to- 
alarm him, he moves (lowly for* 
ward ; but, on the lead appear- 
ance of danger, he flits on? with? 
the rapidity of the wind* He lift- 
ens with pieafure, to tht found of 
the (hipherd's pipe, which i« 
fometimes ufed to allure him to 
his deftru6twxn. 

The ftag eats (lowly, and ia 

nice in the choice of his pattS* e. 

When fatisfied, he lies down to 

Z z % cneur 
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chew the en& at hit letftre. 
I'hisoperatiou, however, feemt to 
be attended with greater exertions 
thaw in the ox or (keep ; for the 
graft i> not returned from the firft 
Jtomacb without violent draining, 
occafioned by the great length of 
his n*.ck, and the narrownefs of 
the paflage. This effort is made 
by a kind of hiccough, which con- 
tinue* during the time of hi* ru* 
jpinating* 

As the ftag advances in age, 
his voice becomes ftronger, and 
more quivering; in the rutting 
feafon it is even terrible : that 
of the hind is not fo loud, and 
is feldom heard but when excited 
by apprehcnfion for herfelf, or 
her young. The ftag has been 
iaid to live to a remarkably great 
age \ but later observations have 
confuted thU opinion. It is a ge- 
nerally received maxim, that anU 
n»al> live fevcn times the number 
of years which bring them to per* 
fe&on ; thus the ftag, being five 
or fix years in aniving at matu- 
rity, lives about (even times that 
number, pr from thirty-five to 
forty years. 

An indance of the uncommon 
(hare of courage which this ani- 
ipal, poflefTes, is related in an ac- 
count of a conted between one of 
tbem and a tiger, in page 347 of 
our Firft Volume, 

Stag-hunting has, in all ages, 
been confidered as a diverfion of 
the nob left kind. In oqr ifland, 
large traces of land were devoted 
to that purpofe : villages and fa- 
cr#d edifices were demoiiflied, 
and converted into one extenfive 
wade, that the tyrant of the day 
might have plenty of room to 
purfue his favourite amufement. 
|n the days of William Rufus, 
and rfenry the Firft, it was lefs 
criminal fo deftroy one of the 
human fpecics, than a beail of 



chafe. But thefe wide-extended 
fcenes of defolation have been gra* 
dually contracted :ufeful arts, agrt- 
cultuie, and commerce, have 
fpread themfelves over the naked 
land ; and thefe fu peri or beafts of 
the chafe have given way to other 
animals, perhaps more ufeful, 
though incaple of affording fo 
much diverfion. 

The ftag, therefore, in the pre* 
fent cultivated ftateof this country 
is a I mod unknown to us, in his 
original wild dates the few which 
remain are kept in parks, among 
the fallow deer, and are diftin- 
gu iflied by the name of red deer* 
lis being fo vicious during the 
rutting feafon, together with the 
badneis of itsfiefh (which is poor 
and ill-flavoured), have occafioned 
almoft the extinction of the fpe- 
cies. Some few, indeed, are to 
be found in the foreds which 
border on Cornwall and De- 
von (hi re, on mod of the large 
mountains of Ireland, and in the 
highlands of Scotland, where 
Dr. Johnfon defer i be* them as 
not exceeding the fallow-deer in, 
fixe, and fays their fleih U of 
equal flavour. 

The red deer of this kingdom 
are nearly of the fame fixe and co- 
lour, without much variety : in 
other parts of the world, they dif- 
fer in form and fize, as well as in 
their horns, and the colour of 
their bodies. 

The principal difference be- 
tween the dag and the fallow? 
deer, feems to be in their fize, 
and in the form of their horns 3 
the latter being much f ma Her 
than the former} and its horns, 
indead of being round, like thofe 
of the dag, are broad, palmattd 
at the cuds, and better garnifbed 
with antlers: the tail is aifo 
much longer than that of the 
dag, and its hair is brighter : in 

©the' 
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f other refpeds, they nearly refem- 
\ ble each otb,er. 
I The fallow-deer (bed their 
J horns annually, like the flag-; 
; but they fall off later, and are re- 
| newable at the fame time : their 
rutting feafon arrives fifteen days 
or three weeks after that of the 
frag ; the males then bellow fre- 
quently, but with a low and inter- 
rupted voice. They are not fo fu- 
| rlous at this feafon as the flag, nor 
J do they exhaufi therofelves by any 
uncommon ardour. They never 
■ leave their pafture in fearch of the 
i females, but generally fight with 
I each other till one buck becomes 
the mailer of the field. 

They afibciate in herds, which 
fome times divide into two parties, 
and maintain obftinate battles 
for the poflefljon of fome favour- 
ite part of the park: each par- 
ty has its leader, which is al- 
ways the oldeft and ftrongeft of 
the Hock* They attack in regu- 
lar order of battle, fight with 
\ courage, and mutually fupport 
each other: they retire, they 
rally, and feldom give up after a 
tingle defeat ; the combat is fre* 
quently renewed for feveral days 
j together; till, after many de- 
feats, the weaker party is obliged 
to fubmit, and leave the conque- 
rors in poiTeffion of the objedt of 
their quarrel. 

The fallow-deer is eafily tamed, 
and feeds upon a variety of things 
which the flag refufes; it pre- 
ferves its condition nearly the 
fame throughout the year, though 
its flefli is efteerned much finer 
at particular feafon* They are 
capable of procreation in their 
second year; and, like the flag, 
are fond of variety. The female 
goes with young eight months, 
and produces one, or two ; but 
very rarely three at a time. At 
the age of three year* they arrive 



at perfeelion, and live till they; 

about twenty* 

We have, in this country, two 
varieties of the fallow" deer, 
which are faid to be of foreign 
origin: the beautiful fpotted 
kind, fuppofed to have been 
brought from Bengal; and thofc 
of a deep brown colour, now 
common in this kingdom. The 
laft came out of Norway, and 
were introduced by James the 
Fir ft; he brought fome of them 
into Scotland, and from thence 
transported them into hit chafes 
of Enfield and Epping. Since 
that time they have multiplied 
exceedingly in many parts of thi« 
ifland, which is now become fa- 
mous for venifon of foper^or fat- 
nets and flavour to that of any 
other country in the world. 

The fallow-deer is' found, with 
fome variation, in almoft every 
part of Europe. Tbofe of Spain 
are as large as flags, but darker* 
their necks are alio more flender, 
and their tails, which exceed ours 
in length, are black above, and 
white beneath*

half to the king, and half to anf 
perfon (fo qualified) who 4uu 
leiae the fame. 
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T» take fwans lawfully marked 
is felony, though they arc at large. 
Datt.c* 156. 

It is alio felony to fake fwans 
unmarked, if (hey are domestical , 
or tame, that is, kept in a moat, 
or in a pond aearadwellinghoufe.

But if fwans unmarked (hall he

Yet fuch unmarked and wild 
fwans (being abroad) may, by the 
king's prerogative, be feized by the 
ling's officers for hisufe.'

HAWKS. 



Though falconry is at prefent 
in adormantftate, rt is too delight- 
firl a paftime to remain much lon- 
ger neglected ; we therefore think 
it our duty to furnifh our readers 
with the exifting laws for "the 
regulation of falconry, and falco- 
ners. 

It is enacted, by the 34 EJ. 3/ 
c. 22, that every perfon who find- 
eth a falcon, tercelet, laner, or la- 
neret, or other hawk that is loft* 
(ball prefently bring it to the fhe- 
riff, who fhall make proclamation 
in all the good towns in the co\in- , 
ty,tbat he hath fuch an hawk io his 
cuftody ; and \f he is chaHcnged in 
four months, the owner (hall have | 
him again, paying the cofts : if 
not challenged in that time, the' j 
(he riff (hair have him, making 
gree to him that took him, if he be 
a (impleman; but if a gentleman,' 
and of eft ate to have the hawk, I 
he (hali re-deliver to htm thehawk, 
taking of him reafonable cofts for 
the time he had htm in hts cuf- 
tody.

,And by the' fame ftatute, no

to breed, in, to caufe them to go

The 5 £//>. c. 21, enacts, that 
if aqy perfon (hall unlawfully 
take any bawks, or their eggs, 
out of the woods or grounds of 
any pes fun, and be thereof c«tn- 
viewed at the affizes or feffions, 
on indictment, bill, or information, 
at the fuit of the king, or of the 
party, he (hall be imprifoned three 
months, and pay treble damages:

To Angle for the Grayling, 

THE grayling is not a gene* 
ral fifli, being but feldom 
met with, except in the riven 
Dove and Treat, the Hum her, 
and the Wye, and fome fmail 
{beams, particularly in that 
which runs near Sal i (bury* His 
fize is not equal to that of the 
trout, for he feldom exceeds 
eighteen inches. The haunts of 
the grayling are nearly the fame 
as thofe of the trout ; and in fifii* 
ing for either of them you may 
catch both. 

Baits for the grayling arc 
chiefly the fame too as thofe for 
the* trout, except the minnow, 
which he will not take fo freely* 
He takes brandlings, gilt tails, 
meadow-worms, gentles, &c, but 
the moft excellent bait for him 
in March or April is, thetagtaiL 
He bites very freely, but is oftea 
ioft, when ft ruck, his mouth being 
very tender* 

Graylings fpawn about the be- 
ginning of April, when they lie 
moftly in (harp fti earns: in De- 
cember, thev are in ptime, at 
which time their gills and head 
are blackifh, and their bellies 
dark grey, ftudded with black 
fpots. 

The grayling is much more 
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apt to rift than to descend; there- 
fore, wheat you angle for him alone 
atari not for the Croat, rather ufe 
• loaf, with the bate from fix to 
sine inebca from the bottom, than 
the ruMing-line, 

The grayling lurks clofe* in 
winter, bsn it very active after 
anM-April, and in May, and the 
hot months: hit ftupe ia fine, 
sod hi* fefii white : his teeth 
which are very (mall, are in his 
throat.

I allude to that 
particular paffisge contained ia 
thofe proportions annually pro- 
mulgated fron certain diftricls, 
importing a ' Hunter's Sweep* 
stakes/ the horfe* of fabfcri* 
bers ** to be rode by Gentle* 
men;'' a term fo vague, fo inde- 
finite, fo difficult m explain, and 
fo hard to be underftotd (in its 
prejknt fmplication and accepta- 
tion), that I feel myfelf amply 
juftified iu an appeal to tour 

AUTHORITY, for folDO ItDC of j 

accuracy in the dtfiin&idc to be 
ascertained. 

In corroboration pf the diffi- 
culties that have already axifen, 
and may probably hereafter arife, 
(by wanting fuch ftandard from 
the fountain-head of informa- 
tion) let us advert only to a very 
ferious difpute in one of the nor- 
thern counties, not more than 
four or five yeart fince; where 
the payment of Stakes to the

by ufing fhot of too large a fiae, 
especially with the feathered 
game. If a man was to (hoot 
conftantiy with (hat No. 5, for 
one partridge which he might 
Chance to kill with a (ingle pel- 
let, at the diftance of eighty 
paces, he would mifs twenty birds 
at fifty paces, which would, in 
iuch cafe, efcape in the vacant 
ftaces of the circle. But if the 
Iportfman exprefsly propofes to 
Aoot wild ducks, or hares, then, 
indeed, he had better ufe the 
No. j. However, in (hooting

THIS game is faid to derive 
its origin from the late Mr.

Humbug may properly be caU 
led two handed whift, at only two 
perfons play, without reckoning 
honours.

Each plaver has 
now twenty-fix cards in hit 
hand, and the obje& is to make 
at many tricks as they can ; all 
the laws of whift prevailing, the 
cards being of the fame value at 
when four play, but the honours 
do not reckon any farther than 
they prevail in making tricks by 
their fuperiority over inferior, 

We have been lately informed, that the 
manufadurer of thia (hot hat, with a fufft- 
cieat degree of caprice, totally altered the' 
numben, to the great incoveniesce of the. 
mooter, who, in ordering the former 
numbers, ha* different fi*ca than formerly 
feat him.

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and the tricks reckon for one 
to at many as are gained ; for* 
inftance: if one player has twen- 
ty tricks, and the other only fix, 
the firft wins fourteen; and if 
tbcy pity a guinea a trick, of 
coirfe, wins fourteen guineas. 
The game fintfhes every deal, 
when the balance is fettled, and 
tbcy then commence another 
game. As each player knows, at 
aril, all the cards his adverfary 
has in his hand, it is common, 
in order to fort them, to lay them 
with their faces up ; but after 
they have ranged them, and be- 
gun to play, they are as careful 
of concealing their cards at they 
are at the common game of 
wbift; it then depending upon 
memory to know what cards has 
been played, a ad which remains 
in hand; and as it is allowed 
only to turn up the lad trick to 
fee what has been played, a re- 
voke is puniflied.with the fame 
rigour at this game as at whift; 
and the forfeiting three tricks is 
often of more value at this, than 
at the former game.
